Winchester drinking water doesn’t 
always flow pure and sparkling from 
the taps. 

Sometimes it flows yellow, rust, 
brown, or black, says James J. ( Our 
chaine, the town's assistant director 
of Public Works. 

Calling Winchester’s water treat¬ 
ment “primitive,” Courchaine, who 
came aboard last October, wants the 
town to upgrade its unfiltered and an¬ 
tiquated system. 

"This water is relatively a good 
quality water,” he said, but "we have 
primitive treatment at best. It’s 
enough to get us by. If you want a 
good quality water, you have to in¬ 
crease your treatment process.” 

He said a filtration plant for the 
town’s reservoir water would cost "in 
the low millions of dollars range, and 
that’s for conventional treatment.” 

The taste, color and smell of Win¬ 
chester water indicate quality pro¬ 
blems, he said. And water quantity is 
also likely to be problem tnis spring, 
since little snow or rain has fallen to 
fill the reservoir. 


A voluntary water ban may be 
issued by the end of May if water 
sources aren’t replenished soon, said 
Courchaine. As a first step, the town 
might ask citizens to stop car washing 
and garden sprinkling from 7 a m. to 
7 p.m. 

A mandatory ban might be issued 
if the shortage worsens, said Cour- 
ehaine, and ultimately the town might 
be forced to reduce water pressure to 
conserve supplies. 

Winchester draws water from two 
reservoirs and Metropolitan District 
Commission sources, all at low levels 
this year. The North Reservoir sup¬ 
plies the east side of town; the South 
Reservoir supplies the central sec¬ 
tion; and MIX’ water flows directly 
to homes in the northwest part of 
town. 

Besides rain water, both town 
reservoirs are replenished by MDC 
water sources, primarily Quabbin 
Reservoir in western Massachusetts. 

Low water levels also compound 
the water quality problem, Cour- 
chaine said, as exposed reservoir

Panels Begin Principal Interviews 


Definitely Duckyl

The Vinson-Owen and Lincoln 
schools will have new principals 
before summer vacation starts in 
June, if local screening committees 
finish their homework on time. 

Committees chairman Robert Fit¬ 
zgerald said this week that the screen¬ 
ing panels are likely to forward their 
choices to School Supt. Charles Mit- 
sakos by the May 15 deadline. 

Screening committee members 
are expected to begin interviews this 
week with 20 finalists for the two 
elementary school jobs, according to 
Fitzgerald. 

Two of the finalists, chosen from 
a field of 119 applicants, are from 
within the Winchester school system, 
said Fitzgerald. He declined to 
divulge their names, however. 

Fitzgerald added that the top 
salary for each job has been trimm¬ 
ed to $36,596, instead of the $37,000 as 
originally advertised. The salary was 
trimmed, he said, in order to keep 
pace with other local principal 
salaries, which were recently 
negotiated during regular contract 
sessions. 

"It's lower than we thought of 
before, because basically, it’s what 
we agreed upon in negotiations with 
the principals’ union. Those (prin¬ 
cipal) contracts were up this year, ” 
said Fitzgerald. 

He said that he doubts the lower 
salary will result in some finalists 
dropping out of the running. "We 
won’t really know for sure if it w ill af¬ 


fect any candidate’s decision until w ( e 
conduct the interviews," he added. 

Fitzgerald said the groups were 
set to begin interviews at 7 p.m. at the 
school administration headquarters 
in the Lynch School on Horn Pond 
Brook rd. He said four candidates 
w'ould be interview'ed per session, 
although he declined to divulge their 
names. 

Fitzgerald said the rest of the in¬ 
terviews will be held on Friday, May 
3; Tuesday, May 7; Friday, May 10 
and Sunday, May 12. All will be at the 
administration building and are open 
to the public. 

The committees received 119 ap¬ 
plications, 65 of which were received 
by late March, shortly after the 
search began. Most of the applicants 
w-ere from throughout New England, 
and many applied for both jobs.The 
application cutoff date was April 1. 

In March, school officials ap¬ 
pointed two search committees to 
pick by mid-May candidates for prin¬ 
cipal jobs at the Vinson-Owen and 
Lincoln elementary schools. 

Each committee consists of five 
parents and two teachers from both 
the Vinson-Owen and Lincoln schools, 
as well as three administrators. 

The search groups was expected to 
give recommendations to Supt. Mit- 
sakos by mid-May, with choices to be 
made by the school department in 
early June. 

Members on both search panels 
have called for strong, but sensitive 
leaders who can help foster a sense of 


security at the schools. Several have 
said they want a new' principal who 
can be sensitive to each school’s 
needs in the wake of the sudden 
vacancies. 

In early January, the school com¬ 
munities were stunned by the sudden 
vacancies at both schools after the 
resignation of one principal and the 
tragic death of another. 

On January 4, Vinson-Owen prin¬ 
cipal Clare M. Corcoran stepped 
dow n after more than 20 years at that 
school. Corcoran left the post to 
become vice president and dean of 
graduate studies at Lesley College in 
Cambridge. 

The follow'ing week in January, 
Lincoln School principal Paula Caf- 
frey was found dead at her Malden 
home; an autopsy confirmed carbon 
monoxide poisoning as the cause of 
death. 

Since then, Ambrose School prin¬ 
cipal George Flynn has filled in as ac¬ 
ting principal at Lincoln, while 
Vinson-Owen teacher Robert Lynch 
has taken over his school. 

Meanwhile, Mitsakos said school 
officials are "looking for someone 
who has experience in either a job 
similiar to the principal jobs or so¬ 
meone with some kind of ad¬ 
ministrative experience." 

According to a job description in 
the school department advertisment 
run in Boston area newspapers, can¬ 
didates must have a minimum of 5 
years of teaching experience, as well 
as administrative experience, and 


must excell in human relations and 
writing skills. 

At the onset of the search, Mit¬ 
sakos said, "We need someone who is 
going to be sensitive to the special 
needs of the students, teachers and 
parents at these two schools. There 
have been major adjustments, and 
principals at either school will need 
to address that.” 

Fitzgerald also has said he favors 
leadership for each school that "is 
sensitive to the needs of the people — 
to the kids, the teachers and the 
parents." * 

He said that beyond the ad¬ 
ministrative skills required for each 
job, the posts require someone with 
an acute ability to handle the sen¬ 
sitive atmosphere at the schools. 

Kamal Misra, a Vinson-Owen 
Parents’ Association member who 
was chosen for the search committee, 
said she is expecting to find someone 
who will continue that school’s stan¬ 
dard of excellence. 

Nicholas Bankson, aiso a Vinson- 
Owen parent and member of the 
search group, echoed Misra’s sen¬ 
timents. 

"We’re looking for the best possi¬ 
ble candidate — someone who can be 
sensitive to the needs of the children, 
while addressing the needs of parents 
and teachers.” 

Besides Bankson and Misra, other 
members on the search committees 
are: parents Edward Esposito, Laura 
Beth Foster and Linda Pickering, and

Van Dumped In Latest Reservoir Threat

A tankful of gasoline nearly 
poured into Winchester drinking 
water last week when a black van 
stolen from a Woburn bakery was 
dumped in North Reservoir. 

Luckily for the town, the van land¬ 
ed upright at the bottom of the reser¬ 
voir, and only a small amount of 
gasoline leaked out. 

During salvage efforts Friday 
morning, divers and a towing firm 
kept the van from tipping, again keep¬ 
ing gas and oil spill to a minimum. 

No crash victims were found in the 
van. 

Asked why the reservoir’s pumping 
station remained open during the in¬ 
cident. town water director James J. 
Courchaine said there was no need to 
shut it down while the van’s gas tank 
was intact. "We don’t want to panic," 
he said. 

No rainbow sheen from oil or gas 
could be seen on Hie water before (tie 
van was towed out, said Courchaine. 
He added the reservoir would have 
been closed if police had found crash 
victims in the van. 

Courchaine said Winchester water 


goes unfiltered to the ta^s, although 
it is screened and treated to kill 
bacteria. The North Reservoir pro¬ 
vides water lor all Winchester 
residents east of Washington st. 

In an emergency, Winchester 
could draw water directly from the 
Metropolitan District Commission 
through a Forest st connection, Cour¬ 
chaine said. However, "the possibili¬ 
ty of not being able to fight a fire 
exists" with that hookup) he said. 

Van Spotted By Helicopter 

Fire department divers said the 
slightly rusted van had probably been 
in the water for a few days. 

Traffic reporters for WBZ radio 
station spotted the van Thursday 
evening from their helicopter. From 
the shore, it was nearly invisible. 

The van was apparently driven in¬ 
to the reservoir when someone jamm¬ 
ed the gas pedal with a metal bar. 
Winchester police have named no 
suspects and are beginning to in¬ 
vestigate the case, Police Chief John 
P. McHugh said Tuesday. 

Meanwhile, a spokesman for Rudi 
Foods Inc. said former employees of 


the firm might be implicated. Two 
workers one a driver had recent¬ 
ly left the firm on bad terms, said the 
man, who asked to remain 
anonymous. 

The van was reported stolen April 
9. When it was hauled out, the com¬ 
pany’s keys appeared to in* in the ig¬ 
nition. 

The bill for towing, divers, water 
clean-up, and other costs incurred 
will be charged to Rudi Foods, said 
Courchaine. 

"They are financially responsible 
for anything that happens here,” lie 
said. According to Courchaine, total 
costs could run a few thousand 
dollars. 

Investigation of the sunken van 
began Thursday evening, after WBZ 
traffic reporters alerted local 
authorities. Fire department divers 
rushed out to make sure no victims 
were inside the van. 

Then, on Friday morning, work 
began to raise the van from the bot¬ 
tom of the reservoir, where it sank in 
about 10 feet of water. 


Canvas "Boom" Protects Water 
Dick’s 'Powing of Woburn waited to 
hoist the van until workers from 
Clean Harbors Inc. of Kingston rigg¬ 
ed a "boom" a narrow canvas strip 
to stop gas or oil from spreading 
beyond the area of the van. 

Because both gas and oil both float 
on water, they are stopped by the nar¬ 
row strip, said Courchaine. 

Representatives from the Deport¬ 
ment of Environmental Quality 
Engineering < DEQE i also arrived to 
oversee the salvage efforts. 

Meanwhile, divers in blue wet 
suits attached towing cables to the 
van and checked for boulders along 
the reservoir bottom. A smooth path 
to drag the van was found. 

The shore closest to the van was 
too steep for raising the vehicle by 
I w truck. Instead, workers opted for 
a far bank with a gradual slope, so the 
van could be pulled out more easily 
At first, the tow truck’s winches 
moved so slowly that the van hardly 
moved. But the top of the van even 
tually surfaced.

The busy intersection of Cam¬ 
bridge st. and Wainwright rd. is ‘‘a 
disaster waiting to happen.” said 
Selectman Judie Muggia. On Monday 
night the board pledged to do 
something about it. 

Spurred by demands from 
Precinct G residents. Selectmen 
directed Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer to study the potential danger 
of the congested crossroad located 
near the Woburn line. 

The board also called for a joint 
meeting with Woburn officials, Cam¬ 
bridge st. residents and merchants, 
and state and county officials to 
gather feedback about the in¬ 
tersection. 

Then, a roadway study would be 
needed to convince the state of the 
.project’s Importance. Because Cam-

Traffic Complaints 


The proposal’s chance of success 
at the state level would depend upon 
available funds and on state roadwork 
priorities, said Saltmarsh. 

The issue of a crossroads study is 
complicated by plans to build con¬ 
dominiums off Cambridge st. The 
original developer. Whitten 
Associates, planned to build a lio-unit 
condominium project on a (Mi-acre site 
under strict Planning and Zoning 
Board guidelines. 

According to the 1U82 covenant 
adopted by the town, occupancy per¬ 
mits cannot be issued until the 
developer provides a $20,(KK) security. 

That security is to he applied by 
the town to the expense of preparing 
final engineering plans, specifications 
and estimates for the redesign of 
Cambridge st. and Wainwright rd. 

Numerous meetings were held on 
the issue, as many residents were 
concerned about the effect of more 


traffic along Cambridge St 

However, with plans to sell the site 
in the works, people living near the in¬ 
tersection fear the traffic study will 
be lost in the deal 

“I am looking for your help.” Ann 
Matarese told Selectmen April I. "1 
just don’t want somebody new com¬ 
ing in and not fulfilling the obligations 
that were agreed upon in 1982.” 

The $20,000 study, funded in part 
by the Whitten developers, has never 
been completed. However. Town 
Counsel Douglas Randall said “Mr. 
Whitten is in fact in compliance with 
the agreement because he hasn’t ever 
started construction.”

Royalty Gathers At The Mill Pond

I passed a duckpond the other day 
during a brisk lour of errand duty, 
and found myself, forty-five minutes 
later, still glued to the bench into 
which I’d fallen. 

A pond is a great and egalitarian 
meeting-place, it seems, for every 
sort of bird. They were all there on 
this day. anyway, the ducks and the 
geese and the pigeons. A few seagulls 
even cruised the little beach, mingl¬ 
ing with their fresh-water 
counterparts. 

Together they paid not the 
slightest heed to the three grown 
humans who watched them, little 
more to the brigade of ungrown ones 
who giggled and screamed and 
showered them with crusts of day-old 
Wonder Bread. 

To a bird, they comported 
themselves with a kind of regal and 
antiquarian aloofness, much as Vic¬ 
toria might have done as she moved, 


occanliner-like, in distant view of her 
adoring peons, through countryside 
outings with Albert and the brood. 

Of these particular birds, the most 
truly queenlike were the geese. 

They waddled on land with plump 
breasts the color of country-dub 
mink. Drops of water dotted their 
fronts like seed pearls sewn to the 
bodices of inaugural gowns, like 
beads of condensation budded forth on 
the smooth and silvery curves of chill¬ 
ing champagne buckets. 

Their feet were black rubber, 
strong and crabbed and taloncd, like 
the feet of gargoyles brooding above 
the Parisian skv. or the feet of 
teradactyls, perhaps, come back 
through time to give seminars in 
clutching. 

They waddled or swam, or. to 
show off and demonstrate grace I 
guess, stood up. very nearly, in the 
water, flapping their wings ferocious¬ 
ly and extending their necks. 


They knew the pond was theirs for 
the asking. 

Still, other species staked their 
claims, too. The mallards, for exam¬ 
ple. zig zagged busily, feet working 
below the surface like paddlewheels. 
They preened, and dipped their heads 
into the water in that uniquely ducky 
way that sends their tails pointing 
heavenward. 

I wondered if they knew about the 
sharp beauty of their feathering at all. 
with those heads a greenish-blue like 
the color of lapis lazuli, or certain fine 
details of the Taj Mahal, like portions 
of the wall-inlays described by 
Solomon's pals, in that temple that he 
built. 

Even the lowly pigeons showed a 
certain resplendence at the pond. 
They clucked and mumbled about on 
the grass, bending, like long-resigned 
housewives picking up after the young 
people. 

Above the grey of their feathers 


rose shades of fuschia and emerald 
and rose. 

You'd never have taken them, at 
first glance, for the cleaning ladies ol 
the premises. Yet that’s how they took 
themselves. They murmured and 
stooped, murmured and stooped, 
singing the old song of labor pro¬ 
longed. 

The seagulls, though, remained 
aloof from the others 

One came and stood by me for a 
minute, but he made no overtures to 
the other patrons of the place. His 
hooked beak and absolute whiteness 
set him off from the other birds, and 
it may be that he sensed his difference 
from them. In any case, he looked on 
coldly when a light broke out among 
the geese and the mallards. 

It came on suddenly, a dispute 
over a crust of the Wonder Bread. One 
goose passed it to another, then an 
interception! and mayhem among 
seven chattering ducks. 


The pond woke up at that point. 

A dog. observing things up until 
now like a hired detective, sprang in¬ 
to motion, voice booming. A toddler 
rushed to the water's edge too. yell¬ 
ing “Chicky! Chicky! ” A great flap¬ 
ping ensued. The bread was 
recovered on the 20-yard line. 

Then order returned to the pond, 
at least for the moment. 

A goose hissed once or twice for 
good measure. The ducks subsided in¬ 
to soft antiphonal quackings. 

And the seagulls, declaring 
themselves sated with the charms of 
inland life, arose as if with one pur 
pose and took to the sky. Each one 
became an inverted parentheses hung 
on the breeze, a slice of the live cres¬ 
cent moon, an eyebrow of God. 

The dog whined dejectedly and 
watched them go. sick with envy. 

Three adults a number of children, 
and one speechless baby sighed and 
knew just how he felt.

Anyone who believes that there is 
adequate and affordable housing in 
Winchester ought to join me, as 1 talk 
to elderly persons who cannot con¬ 
tinue nor return to live here in their 
family commnity because of rising 
costs and insufficient units to meet 
their needs. Come with me as I go 
with families who have recently fled 
to this land of freedom and opportuni¬ 
ty from communist oppression, to 
look for apartments only to be told 
time and time again when we ar¬ 
rive for our appointment with the 
owner, “Sorry, we just rented it 
before you got here.’’ 

Sit with me as I listen to young 
families make the decision to move 
out of Winchester because they can¬ 
not afford housing that will meet the 
needs ol their growing families. Walk 
with me through some of the sections 
of this town where my two non-white 
sons have been driven off the 
sidewalks by angry people deman¬ 
ding to know, “What business do you 
have being in our neighborhood?” 

I suppose there is no housing pro¬

But if one sees the human 
community enriched, ennobled and 
enhanced by a diversity of ages and 
incomes, colors and conditions, then 
Winchester has a housing problem.

Do you know how powerful 1 ounce 
of alcohol can be? Can you all 
measure 1 ounce of liquid by eye? It 
doesn’t amount to much in an empty 
glass, does it? Do you know that when 
it hits an empty stomach it can be 
lethal? 

Our child was brought home un¬ 
conscious and remained that wav for 


7 hours as a result of alcohol consum¬ 
ed in just 40 minutes. The hospital told 
us we were lucky. Some kids are 
dumped from cars when their 
“friends" find the vomiting offensive. 
Others are left on their front lawns to 
he found by their frantic parents in 
the morning lying in their own vomit 
and body wastes. 

Do you really want to spend a 
small fortune getting dressed for a 
very special evening to be laughed at 
and left on the Common? Do you need 
a night away from home so badly that 
you would incur hospital/doctor bills 
exceeding $1,100? 

It is sad that our child didn't think 
about any ol this before taking a 
drink But the real tragedy is that 
since it happened none of us have had 
a day when we didn’t think about it, 
agonize over it, regret it. and ask 
“Why?" 

Do yourself a favor. Go to the 
prom; have a wonderful, fantastic, 
super, once-in-a-liletime evening. 
Leave with happy memories, not with 
the anguish of wondering what you’ve 
done to yourself and your family.

1 had been under the impression 
that with the signing of an agreement 
between the Town of Winchester and 
the Executive Office of Communities 
and Development that appropriate 
town boards, both elected and ap¬ 
pointed. were beginning to develop a 
local program in order to implement 


a low to moderate income housing 
program appropriate to and ad¬ 
ministered by the Town of Win¬ 
chester. 

Many in Winchester, of late, have 
been greatly disturbed by the grow¬ 
ing controversy over the proposed 
Rotondi complex on Forest Street - 
and major issues of import to the 
town that are only being partially ad¬ 
dressed. 

This proposed complex will be 
built in Winchester under the 1969 
“Anti-Snob Zoning Law” so-called, 
and as such will not come under the 
jurisdiction of any of the town boards.

This week’s report records votes 
on roll calls from the week of April 
22-26. 

RULES (S 2170) — Senate 31-6 
suspended rules to allow considera¬ 
tion of the House-Senate conference 
committee report of the proposed 
joint rules for the legislature. 

Supporters said it is important to 
consider the package and noted the 
report was issued almost three weeks 
ago. 

Opponents said rules should not be 
routinely suspended and argued there 
was no emergency to pass these rules 
immediately. 

A “Yea" vote is for rule suspen¬ 
sion. A “Nay" vote is against it 

Sen. Richard Kraus voted yes. 

SMALL CLAIMS (S 1751) — 
Senate 27-8, refused to table and later 
approved and sent to the House a bill 
increasing from $1200 to $1500 the 
amount of money a person can sue for 
in small claims court. 

Supporters of the bill said the $300 
increase will allow more people to go 
to small claims court and argue their 
own case without having to pay a 
lawyer. 

Opponents said the hike will help 
collection agencies which will be able 
to bring more cases to small claims 
court and noted the poor defendants 
are no match for the agencies high 
powered lawyers. 

A “Yea" vote is for the tabling the 
bill. A “Nay" vote is against tabling 
it. 

Kraus voted yes. 

FINAL PASSAGE (II 5900) — 
House 115-29 approved and sent to the 
Senate the bill making major changes 
in the state's public education system. 
Key provisions include a state-iunded 
local option $ 18,000 minimum teacher 
salary; $72 million state grants to be 
spent by local councils for innovations 
in each school building; $111 million 


over three years in professional 
development grants for teachers; 
statewide testing of students ; regular 
teacher evaluations; and competen¬ 
cy testing for new teachers. 

Supporters said the package was 
a fiscally reponsible one that would 
make major improvements in 
education. 

Opponents said the unfunded 
package is too costly and will not do 
enough for education. 

A “Yea" vote is for the package. 
A “Nay" vote is against it. 

Rep. Sherman Saltmarsh noted 
no. 

SALARY HIKE (115900) —House 

90- 57 approved an amendment 
eliminating a $72 million professional 
development program for teachers 
and replacing it with a provision giv¬ 
ing each public school teacher an ad¬ 
ditional salary of $600 in 1986, $1200 in 
1987, and $ 18(H) in 1988 and subsequent 
years. 

Amendment supporters, noting 
the $72 million development program 
grants go to school committees for 
use in collective bargaining, said the 
new hikes would go directly to each 
teacher and go a long way toward im¬ 
proving education. 

()pponents said the state cannot af¬ 
ford the $205 million in hikes which 
total $133 million more than the $72 
million program it replaces. They 
claimed the bill already offers 
teachers additional money and in¬ 
centives. 

A "Yea" vote is for the amend¬ 
ment A “Nay" vote is against it. 

Saltmarsh voted yes. 

OVERTURN (II 5900> — House 

91- 65 approved an amendment 
eliminating the just-passed $3600 over 
three years direct salary increases 
for teachers and replacing it with a 


provision providing an amount equal 
to $1800 per teacher over three years, 
in protessional development grants to 
each school district. The money, $300 
in 1986, $600 in 1987 and $900 in 1988 
and subsequent years, would lx? made 
available to communities for use in 
collective bargaining with teachers. 


Amendment supporters said this 
compromise provides teachers with 
an additional $29 million above the $72 


million originally provided tor in the 
bill. 


Opponents said $205 million in 
direct salary increases is better for 
teachers and accused the leadership 
ol twisting arms to change votes on 
this matter. 

A “Yea" vote is for the amend 
ment. A “Nay" vote is against it.

Residents Cite 
Concerns Over 
Rotondi’s Plans 

EDITOR OK THE STAR: 

A letter was recently sent to the 
town of Winchester from the 
Massachusetts Housing Finance 
Agency (MHFA) seeking immediate 
town response to a proposal submit¬ 
ted by Sam Rotondi for the develop¬ 
ment of a 70-unit apartment complex 
on Forest Street, on a tract of land 
which is currently zoned for single¬ 
family residences. 

We, as residents of Winchester, 
have many concerns about the pro¬ 
posal itself and about the process by 
which it will be reviewed and acted 
upon by the Town. 

We feel that before any town ac¬ 
tion is taken, the application should 
be complete and accurate 

We feel that any proposal of this 
magnitude should lx* accompanied by 
impact studies which address the ef¬ 
fect of increased density on the en¬ 
vironment and on the health and 
safety of the residents and neighbors. 

This proposal will be scheduled for 
review, and possible approval, by the 
Zoning Board of Appeals sometime in 
June. We feel that the public should 
not only be invited to provide input, 
but also that any proposal of this 
magnitude should be submitted for 
Town Meeting approval. 

The Rotondi proposal states that 18 
of the 70 units be subsidized for low- 
to- moderate-income families. We feel 
that this site is particularly inap¬ 
propriate for low-to-moderate income 
family residences for the following 
reasons: lack of proximity to public 
transportation and services; lack of 
proximity to schools and recreation 
areas; conversely, proximity to in¬ 
dustrial sites (General Foods, 
Chesterton, Ryder Trucks and Ser- 
vomation); and. further, the traffic 
on Forest Street, both heavy and fast- 
moving, is an obvious safety hazard. 

The SHARP program (under 
which this complex will be financed 
and implemented) stipulates that the 
subsidized units will be managed by 
the state, not the Winchester Housing 
Authority. These units will be main¬ 
tained by the state and eligibility will 
be controlled by the state. 

We feel that the zoning bylaws cur¬ 
rently provide a wide range of hous¬ 
ing growth opportunities and that 


future growth should be consistent 
with those bylaws. 

We. as residents of Winchester, 
realize that we will be subjected to in¬ 
creasing pressure for housing growth 
and development, and we recognize 
the need and encourage that growth. 
We feel, however, that it is in the best 
interest of the town that growth be 
managed in a way that is consistent 
with the zoning bylaws and reflects 
the interests and concerns of the en¬ 
tire community. 

In order to provide a focal point for 
community input and to more effec¬ 
tively articulate community concerns 
regarding the Rotondi proposal and 
other potential development pro¬ 
posals. a committee has been form¬ 
ed. It is the Winchester Community 
Alliance. We invite you to participate 
and we solicit your comments and 
suggestions.

Saraco’s Work 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

We would like to take this oppor¬ 
tunity to respond to the letter to the 
editor concerning the Rotondi housing 
project and the allegations of an im¬ 
properly conducted Board of Select¬ 
men meeting. 

On April 18, Sam Rotondi, accom¬ 
panied by his attorney, appeared 
before the Selectmen to present his in¬ 
itial plans to build 70 apartment units 
on a 4 'l> acre tract of land that is 
presently zoned as a single family 
subdivision off Forest st. 

The Rotondi family has decided to 
circumvent the town meeting process 
of Winchester and they have applied 
for a Comprehensive Special Permit 
which effectively supercedes the zon¬ 


ing bylaws of our town. Accordingly, 
they have applied to the Mass Hous¬ 
ing Finance Agency <MHFA) for fun¬ 
ding and in return for significant 
financial considerations, they have 
pledged to reserve 25 percent of their 
apartments for the low and moderate 
income families of the com¬ 
monwealth 

After the Rotondi Presentation, 
Selectmen Chairman Michael 
Saraco announced that although this 
was not a formal public hearing, he 
would open the meeting to questions 
from the audience. In addition, Mr. 
Saraco also stated that he would call 
for a “sense of the meeting” vote 
because the board was being 
pressured to respond to the MHFA 
application deadline by April 26. 

Subsequently, Chairman Saraco 
recognized Attorney Daniel A. O'Con¬ 
nell who was speaking on behalf of the 
neighbors opposing the Rotondi pro¬ 
ject. Mr O’Connell noted that Select¬ 
man Welch, who is an attorney for the 
MHFA, had excused himself from the 
hearing and would not be voting on 
the project. 

Mr. O’Connell then asked Select¬ 
man Alan MacDonald to abstain from 
voting based on Mr. MacDonald’s 
long time friendship with Sam Roton¬ 
di and the fact that it was Alan Mac¬ 
Donald, who while participating with 
our town boards during Winchester’s 
housing negotiations with the state, 
volunteered the information to Gover¬ 
nor Michael Dukakis that Sam Roton¬ 
di had some land to be developed in 
Winchester. 

Additional inquiries into the Mac¬ 
Donald campaign contributions grew 
acrimonious and Chairman Saraco 
repeatedly warned Mr. O’Connell that 
he would not tolerate any personal at¬ 
tacks on a member of the board. 

The next speaker to be recogniz¬ 
ed by Mr. Saraco was Mr. Arthur 
Myette, a town meeting member 
from precinct one, who. prior to 
Thursday’s meeting, had requested 
time to address the board. Mr. Myette 
questioned at length some glaring in¬ 
consistencies in the Rotondi MHFA 
application. 

Mr. Saraco urged Mr. Myette to 
expedite his examination of the 
MHFA application and Mr. Rotondi 
volunteered to meet with Mr. Myette 
at a later time to fully discuss any and 
all aspects of the application and 
project 

Additional questions followed from 
members of the audience and Chair¬ 
man Saraco recognized cverv person 


who chose to speak. Noting the 
lateness of the hour and the fact that 
Town Meeting would liegin on Mon¬ 
day, April 22. which would prohibit 
scheduling any additional meetings. 
Mr. Saraco again re-iterated the need 
to call for a “sense of the meeting” 
vote. 

Our Town Manager. W. Chadwick 
Maurer, interjected that lie inquired 
about the possiblity of extending the 
April 28 deadline for the MHFA ap¬ 
plication and was told that was not 
possible. Mr. Maurer reported that 
the Planning Board took no position 
on the proposal because they did not 
have enough information about the 
specifics of the Rotondi project. 

Mr. Maurer indicated that he 
would need some direction from the 
board in order to complete the town’s 
response to the MHFA application, it 
is within the discretionary power of 
the chairman of the Board of Select¬ 
men to call for a “sense of the 
meeting” vote. Such a vote does not 
have to be seconded and no one. in¬ 
cluding Vice Chairman of the Board 
MacDonald, objected to Mr. Saraco’s 
use of this vote. 

In closing we would like to say that 
courage has often been described as 
grace under pressure. On Thursday. 
April 18. Michael Saraco was the em¬ 
bodiment of courage. We salute him!

ABOUT TOWN

On a warm spring afternoon, 
Leonel Delorey answers the doorbell 
with a grin and firmly shakes his 
visitor’s hand. 

“Welcome,’’ he says hearti¬ 
ly,“Make yourself at home.” 

He leads the way into the sunny 
parlor, where the far wall displays a 
greeting from Gov. Michael Dukakis. 

“1 guess someone must have told 
him about my birthday,” says 
Delorey with a proud grin. 
“Somebody said I might even get a 
note from the president.” 

Delorey, who recently turned 90, 
has lived on Forest st. in Winchester 
for 26 years. He lives in the same 
house which his grown children con¬ 
sider "home” — the home where he 
and his wife, Alice Florence Melia, 
shared a good portion of their lives. 

With his thick crop of snow white 
hair, Delorey appears the epitome of 
a comfortable grandfatherly 
gentleman. His gait is measured, but 
deliberate — a smile quickly appears 
on his round face. 

It should come as no surprise then, 
that this cheerful old chap played St. 
Nicholas himself at the old Filene’s 
store, before the store moved out of 
town. It was a job, he says, that just 
came naturally. 

“I’d listen to the children’s 
Christmas wishes and of course, ask 
them if they had been good,” he says. 
“It was a lot of fun — seeing the looks 
on their little faces.” 

Playing St. Nick was one of his 
‘retirement jobs’ something he’s 
done to occupy his time since he 
. retired at age 65. 

“Oh, I’ve been around," he says. 
“I worked as a special duty officer at 
Winchester Hospital and I worked as 
a school traffic cop. 

“I can’t sit still. I’ve always been 
active and I thank God for that. I can’t 
just do nothing. I’ve got to keep ac¬ 
tive. physically and mentally,” he 
says. 

As a guard on the transit system 
in Boston for 44 years, he used to walk 
the train tracks every day. It kept him 
fit, he says, except for the time when 
he accidentally walked near the elec¬ 
trified third rail. 

“I’ll never forget that. I got a 
bawling out like you wouldn’t believe. 
As a new guard, I just didn’t realize 
the danger, but I sure learned fast. I 
didn’t get hurt — but I never did that 
again,” he says. 

His oldest son, Henry, followed his 
love for the MBTA, and became a 
guard himself. “He did a fine job, my 
boy. He was a good worker.” Delorey 
says as his face becomes grim. 

He explains that his son was kill¬ 
ed while on duty in Boston about eight 
years ago. “He saw a robber attack¬ 
ing someone and he went to help. But 
the robber shot him and killed him. 
He was just trying to do a good deed." 
says Delorey. 

Clearly, Leonel Delorey is a fami¬ 
ly man who clings fiercely to family 
values. Although his wife died several 
years ago, he fondly recalls the days 
when they would sit out on the front 
porch to watch the people and traffic 
pass by. 

“We would sit in the sunshine; we 
both love the sun. And we would 
garden, too. We had grapes and all 
kinds of vegetables and flowers. It 
was a real hobby,” he recalls. 

Now, he putters about the fruit 
trees and flower beds with his 
daughter Kathleen, with whom he 
now shares the family home. While 
the garden isn’t as big as he's had in 
other years, it still brings a special 
happiness. 

In one corner of the yard stands a 
tree that was taken as a stripling from 
his old family home in Medford. When 
the state prepared to run a highway 
through the midst of his 
neighborhood, his children got 
together and saved one his favorite 
trees. Now it blossoms each year, a 
reminder of the home his father had 
built for him many years ago. 

As he talks, a fluffy calico cat 
jumps into his lap and rubs her head 
against his hand. Phoelx> was a stray, 
he says, that has comfortably made 
the Delorey house her home. She 
purrs and pushes her head up into his 
hand. 

Delorey strokes the cat’s long, soft 
fur, and gestures across the room, 
where colorful birthday cards line the 
length of the fireplace mantle. “You 
know you must have lived well when 
this many people remember you on 
your birthday.” 

One of the cards is from his old Ar-

So what’s the secret of his long 
life? He grins, as though he has the 
inside line on longevity. Then, just as 
boyishly, he responds. 

“I don't drink or smoke. The most 
I’ll do is just a sociable glass of wine, 
maybe, at a gathering,"he says. 

Still, he insists, keeping active is 
truely the key. “And now. I'll settle 
in for an afternoon of jigsaw puzzles

The 1985 Boston Marathon was 
still seven hours to the start. Standing 
at the starting line in the misty light 
of a grey dawn morning were 7 in¬ 
dividuals — :l men. 2 of whom are 
physical education instructors 
mothers and 2 college students 

Each of them deserves their pic¬ 
ture on a box of Wheaties cereal. All 
are amputees. 

Pat (iriskus runs the marathon in 
2:44. five miles in 24 minutes, and 
finishes near the middle of the pack 
in most of his races, hut he is not an 
average runner. 

Pat Griskus is an amputee who 
wears a prosthesis on the remaining 
portion of his left leg. Since taking up 
running almost two years ago. he lias 
completed eight marathons and nine 
triathlons. 

John Cruz also has only one leg. 
and also takes part regularly in 
marathons. 10 K's and other races, 
covering the distances on crutches at 
a rapid, painful pace. 

He finished his first marathon last 
year in New York, starting in the ear 
ly morning hours, before the race's of¬ 
ficial start, and finishing some seven 
hours later. A few days afterward, he 
was invited to the White House to 
meet with President Ronald Reagan. 

Linda Down, a victim of Cerebral 
Palsy, runs on crutches. Her perfor 
mance in the 1982 New York City 
Marathon, which she completed in 
darkness in 11 hours and 54 seconds, 
was hailed as widely as Alberto 
Salazar's victory. 

All of these athletes and many 
others who will run in many of this 
year’s marathons, have something in 
common besides their .‘urious 
disabilities and unusual strength and 
determination. 


organization for the disabled runner. 
In its short history, the Achilles Club 
has had a great impact. 

Through its programs, promotions 
and. especially, the remarkable ex 
ample of its members, it has redefin¬ 
ed the term ‘disability’ and made 
sports participation a viable reality 
for thousands who heretofore were 
contented to a life of inactivity. 

The operative theme behind the 
Achilles approach is that anyone can 
do something, and, given the oppor¬ 
tunity and proper guidance, most can 
do more than imagined.

By challenging yourself, you ac¬ 
quire a feeling of purpose and conse¬ 
quence. of performing a risky and 
essential action in a great cause. 
Where, then, do you find those 
qualities in a nine-to-five existence? 

It will take these runners better 
than 18 hours to finish the Marathon 
from dawn to dusk At the finish line, 
there will be no question as to the 
courage and the integrity of their 
character

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Although the approaching 
warm weather brings many 
pleasures, it can also bring many 
health problems, both for us and for 
our pets. 

In particular, these problems in¬ 
clude insect pests, allergies, ex¬ 
cessive heat and outdoor activities. 

Insects 

The Massachusetts Veterinary 
Medical Association advises pet 
owners that another bad tick and 
flea season is expected. It seems as 
if the last few years these pesky in¬ 
sect populations have developed 
resistance to drugs and chemicals 
that previously had worked well 
against them. 

There is a vast array of insec¬ 
ticides available, in forms varying 
from powders to pills and collars 
to dips for your pet. as well as yard 
sprays and indoor bombs' for your 
house. The M.V.M.A. strongly urges 
owners to check first with your loc- 
cal veterinarian prior to purchasing 
insecticides. If used improperly, in¬ 
secticides can poison your pet. 

In addition to fleas and ticks, 
mosquitoes present other problems 
for you and your pets. Mosquitoes 
can transmit heartworm disease to 
dogs and encephalitis to horses and 
people. 

Although there is no vaccine 
available, you can protect your dog 
against heartworm! First, it’s very 
important to have your dog blood- 
tested to make sure it does not 
already have the disease. 

Once you know your dog is 
negative for heartworm. then a dai¬ 
ly preventive dose of medication 
available from your veterinarian in 
pill, liquid or chewable form can 
be administered. Right now is the 
time to have your dog tested for 
heartworm! Most veterinarians 
recommend heartworm preventive 
from June 1 st until December 31 st. 
approximately two months after the 
first killing frost. 

Equine encephalitis (sleeping 
sickness) is a disease of horses that 
is also spread by mosquitoes. For¬ 
tunately. there is a vaccine available 
to prevent infection. 

Since people can also contract 
encephalitis, it is important to con¬ 
trol mosquito populations as much 
as possible in addition to vac¬ 
cinating horses. An outbreak of the 
disease in 1982 resulted in the 
deaths of approximately 20 horses 
and was suspected as the cause of 
illTrr^ i#o children fc

Now is the time to have your 
horses vaccinated against equyine 
encephalitis. Once an outbreak of 
the disease occurs it is usually too 
late to rely on the vaccination for 
immediate protection, since im¬ 
munity takes several weeks to

develop after the shot is ad¬ 
ministered. The mortality rate from 
encephalitis in horses is 90 percent 
despite treatment. 

Allergies 

Many pets suffer from allergies 
during the warm weather the same 
as we do. Our allergies are often 
manifested by sneezing and runny 
eyes and noses. However, animals 
usually itch. itch. itch, itch! They 
scratch their armpits, rub their 
muzzles on the floor or the couch 
for relief, lick their feet and bite 
their backsides raw. 

The number one cause of 
allergies in animals is fleas. Flea 
allergies can be so severe that your 
pet may actually tear out its hair 
and create large, irritated patches 
of moist eczema on its back. 
Although your veterinarian can pro¬ 
vide great relief with medical treat¬ 
ment and sometimes with cortisone 
injections and creams, the real key 
to curing flea allergies is getting rid 
of the fleas! 

Other sources of allergies 
besides fleas that can trouble your 
pet are grasses such as ragweed, 
molds, certain food substances, 
plastic feeding dishes, and syn¬ 
thetic materials such as those found 
in a new bed for your pet or new 
draperies or rugs for your house. 
Heat-Related Problems 

Just as we suffer from excessive 
summer heat, particularly when the 
humidity is high, so do our pets. 
Most animals lack the ability to 
perspire as a means of cooling 
themselves when overheated. Dogs 
and cats do perspire a little through 
their footpads, but primarily they 
rely on panting as a means of reduc¬ 
ing body heat. 

As the "dog days of summer 
approach, the M.V.M.A. hopes you 
will give some thought to your pet s 
comfort. Cool, well-ventilated, 
shady areas and plenty of fresh 
water are very important for 
animals be they indoors or out. 

An all too common heat-related 
tragedy in the summertime results 
from pets left in cars with the win¬ 
dows rolled up. Inadequate ventila¬ 
tion can cause temperatures to soar 
over a 100 degrees in just a few 
minutes in a car parked out in the 
sun. Since pets can t perspire as ef¬ 
fectively as we can. they suffer ex¬ 
cessively from the heat and 
sometimes die from heat stroke. 
Summer Accidents and Activity 
t/ Kb watffi feather incteases this 
ttmeorveai/so-do automobile ac 
cidents involving pets running free. 
No animal ever truly becomes 
'street-wise." and for most, it's on¬ 
ly a matter of time before they en¬ 
counter a car on the street that can't 
stop in time. 

Many communities now have 
leash laws, enacted not only to en 


sure your safety from aggressive, 
roaming dogs, but also to ensure 
your pet's safety. 

The M.V.M.A recommends that 
you restrict your pet to a leash or 
a run or the safety of indoors. 
Regular, daily exercise is as impor¬ 
tant for your pet as it is for you. and 
it can be safely provided on a leash 
or free in a large field or park. 

Another accident that often 
occurs as the weather warms and 
the days of light lengthen is the un¬ 
wanted pet pregnancy. Warm 
weather seems to "trigger" animals 
into romance! However, your pet's 
litter of puppies or kittens can be 
almost as much work for you as for 
your pet. 

And remember, please, too 
many unwanted animals are born 
into the world every year than 
homes can be found for. Shelters 
are overcrowded and do well to 
place one oi two out of every ten 
homeless animals; the others must 
be humanely killed. 

The M.V.M.A. suggests that 
unless you are really serious about 
breeding your pet that you have it 
neutered at a young age. The 
benefits are many. Problems such 
as wounds from fighting or mating, 
automobile accidents or disap¬ 
pearances involving pets roaming 
for mates, and infections and 
tumors of the reproductive tract 
and mammary glands can be 
minimized by having your pet 
surgically neutered. 

Summer socializing among 
animals outdoors can lead to other 
problems, too. Disease transmis¬ 
sion is increased with contact and 
close proximity. Infectious diseases 
such as canine parvovirus, rabies 
and feline leukemia virus are 
transmissible from one animal to 
another. Also, the incidence of in¬ 
testinal worms increase during 
the summer months as animals 
shed parasite eggs in their stool and 
contaminate the ground for other 
animals. 

The M.V.M.A. suggests that you 
check with your local veterinarian 
to make sure that your pet is up to 
date on its vaccinations and fecal 
examination. Even indoor pets 
should receive yearly shots and 
checkups.

Cats Need Rabies Shots. Too! 

Massachusetts law now requires 
proof of a current rabies vaccina 
tion prior to obtaining a license for 
your dog. 

Some states also require cats to 
be licensed and vaccinated for 
rabies. too. Although 

Massachusetts does not require cat 
licensing or vaccination, it is strong¬ 
ly recommended that you vaccinate 


your cats as well as your dogs 
against rabies and other com 
municable diseases such as 
distemper and respiratory viruses. 

Rabies is a fatal virus disease for 
all warm-blooded animals, in¬ 
cluding man It is perpetuated by 
wildlife such as skunks, foxes, and 
bats. In Massachusetts, ten percent 
of the bat population is considered 
rabid. 

Because cats by nature tend to 
be roamers and hunters, they are at 
risk of exposure to rabid wildlife. In 
1983. a pet cat in Brookline. MA. 
caught and killed a rabid bat and 
eventually had to be destroyed 
because it had not been vaccinated. 

Unfortunately, it is estimated 
that less than four percent of the cat 
population in the CJ.S. is vaccianted 
against rabies. This is of concern 
since reported cases of rabies in 
cats has outnumbered cases in dogs 
for the last several years. 

The Massachusetts Veterinary 
Medical Association strongly urges 
cat owners to protect their pets, 
their families and their com¬ 
munities by vaccinating against 
rabies. Annual checkups and vac¬ 
cinations against panleukopenia 
(distemper). rhinotracheitis. 
calicivirus and. for some cats, feline 
leukemia virus, are also reconv 
mended. Call your local 
veterinarian for advice. 


Feline Leukemia Vaccine Available 
For Cats 

A vaccine has recently been in¬ 
troduced to immunize cats against 
the often fatal, incurable disease 
complex caused by the feline 
leukemia virus. 

The Massachusetts Veterinary 
Medical Association encourages ail 
cat owners to consult with their 
local veterinarians and determine 


whether their cats could benefit 
from the new vaccine. 

This vaccine is the first com¬ 
mercially available vaccine which 
so far has been shown to be safe 
and moderately effective." accor¬ 
ding to Dr .Mark Goldstein, medical 
staff member of the Angel I 
Memorial Animal Hospital and 
Tufts University School of 
Veterinary Medicine. 

However, long-term studies in¬ 
volving extensive field trials and ad¬ 
ministration of the vaccine by 
veterinarians across the country to 
large numbers of cats are necessary 
to determine the efficacy of the vac¬ 
cine in the feline population at 
large. 

Feline leukemia virus was iden¬ 
tified in 1964. The virus is an infec¬ 
tious agent, transmitted through 
direct cat to cat contact. It is not 
spread by airborne or environmen¬ 
tal means. 

Some exposed cats develop a 
natural immunity and resist infec¬ 
tion. commented Dr. Goldstein. 

Others will fail to eliminate the 
virus from their system and will 
become carriers' — able to spread 
the virus to other cats by direct 
contact. 

Some of these carriers even¬ 
tually succumb to one of several 
diseases caused by the virus, in¬ 
cluding cancers of the blood 



(leukemia) and lymph nodes (lym 
phosarcoma). anemia, or impair¬ 
ment of the immune system 
resulting in secondary infections." 

Although tests to detect cats 
who carry feline leukemia have 
been available for years, there is no 
known cure once the cat is per¬ 
manently infected. 

However, with the advent of the 
feline leukemia vaccine, cat owners 
and veterinarians alike hope that 
this vaccine will offer some protec¬ 
tion to susceptible cats at risk of ex¬ 
posure to infected, carrier cats. 


Cats most at risk include those 
that are allowed outdoors or live in 
households or catteries with several 
other cats. Indoor cats without ex¬ 
posure to other cats are not con¬ 
sidered at risk. 

Testing for carrier status is 
helpful prior to vaccination since 
those already infected will not 
benefit from vaccination. 

The M.V.M.A. recommends cat 
owners check with their 
veterinarians to determine if their 
cat is at risk and should be vac¬ 
cinated against feline leukemia 
virus. 


National Pet Care Week 


In celebration of National Pet 
Week. May 5-11, the members of 
the Massachusetts Veterinary 
Medical Association salute the pet¬ 
owning public and. in particular, 
our elder citizens for whom the 
month of May is also Older 
Americans Month! 

Pets enrich the lives of some 
older people who are lonely and 
isolated. Animals seem to inspire a 
"caretaker" instinct in these people, 
prompting them to provide for the 
needs of their pet and. subsequent¬ 
ly. their own. 

Some researchers have 
discovered medical benefits gained 
by pet owners. The simple ac tof 
petting an animal has been hown 
to lower blood pressure and heart 
rate! In a study of people recover¬ 
ing from heart attacks, those who 
lived with pets enjoyed a 
significantly increased one year sur¬ 
vival rate than those who did not. 

Pets have been used in nursing 
homes for the elderly to serve as a 
stimulus for withdrawn, non- 
communicative patients. On occa¬ 
sion animals have provided the 
spark and interest for these people 
where human efforts have failed. 
Perhaps the non-judgmental. 
unabashed affection provided by 
animals allows the withdrawn per¬ 
son to be drawn out and into con¬ 
tact and communication with 
others. 

Pets have also been found 
therapeutic for handicapped peo¬ 
ple. Everyone is aware of their 
tremendous value as seeing eye 
dogs, but they also serve as compa¬ 
nions for the deaf. Massachusetts 
has a hearing dog farm in Stow, the 
Red Acre Farm, which trains dogs 
to alert their deaf owners to noises 
— such as fire alarms, doorbells, 
telephones and whistling teakettles! 

Physically and emotionally han¬ 


dicapped people as well as the lear¬ 
ning disabled have responded 
positively to pets. Horseback riding 
programs have proved tremendous 
therapeutic aids by creating better 
self image and providing a sense of 
accomplishment for these people. 

The M.V.M.A. will celebrate Na¬ 
tional Pet Week around the state by 
providing veterinarians to speak to 
elderly pet owners on pet health 
care and by compiling a listong of 
veterinarians willing to make house 
calls to the elderly or handicapped. 

Other events for the Pet Week 
include the Tufts School of 
Veterinary Medicine s annual Open 
House, in Grafton, on May 5th from 
1-4 p.m. (raindate. May 12) with a 
special invitation to area senior 
citizen groups. There will be booths 
and exhibits, including one for the 
M.V.M.A. as well as one on sheep 
shearing, the hearing dog farm and 
area humane groups. For further in¬ 
formation. please call Ms. Maria 
Ciampa in Grafton, 839-5302. 

Also during Pet Week the 
Worcester Science Center is in¬ 
augurating an "Adopt-A-Wild 
Animal" program! 

The public can't own or adopt 
wildlife for personal pets but they 
are encouraged to support their 
feeding and veterinary care at the 
Center. "Adoptive' families are 
needed for animals ranging from 
crickets (about $7.15 per year!) to 
polar bears (!) and also include such 
creatures as mouse, bald eagle, tur¬ 
tle. python, elephant shrew, 
cockatoo, chinchilla skunk and 
mountain lion, among others! 

Adoption fees are still being for¬ 
mulated at this writing, but further 
information will be happily provid¬ 
ed by Mrs. Shirley Sedgwiduabithe 
Worcester Science Center.

Runner’s Eye

Dear Mr. Norton. 

I've been diagnosed as having 
sciatica. I’ve had it lor the last six 
months and when I run the pain 
radiates from my buttocks to cramps 
in my calves. Sometimes it even 
travels to the bottom of my feet. What 
should I do? 

L. Jordan. Winchester 
Dear L. Jordan. 

Ouch! That’s the only word for 
sciatic pain. Sciatic nerve pain is a 
very difficult medical problem to deal 
with. 

There are two theories as to the 
cause of sciatica. Some attribute it to 
irritation due to lower back disorders 
such as pinched nerve or compression 
of the nerve roots. 

Another theory suggests that 
sciatica is due to compression of the 
piriform muscle located in the but¬ 
tocks area. 

There are many ways to treat 
sciatic nerve pain. I suggest a com¬ 
plete examination of the lower back, 
or an x-ray. 

A complete biomechanical evalua¬ 
tion should be performed to rule out 
a short leg syndrome. Conventional 
stretching and heel lifts may alleviate 
the pressure in the hamstring and up¬ 
per leg area. 

Also, ice packs applied after ac¬ 
tivity is also suggested. Good luck.

tion of tow-n property. 

Use of facilities on Sundays is at 
the discretion of the Recreation 
Department. 

This application must be filed at 
least 7 days prior to date of desired 
rental. 

Facilities will be open to 20 or 
more individuals. 

Decorations, posters, etc., will not 
be affixed to any part of the facility 
unless specific approval is authorized. 

Organizations using the twon 
facilities are responsible for proper 
use of facilities, supervision of ac¬ 
tivities. payment of damages, pay¬ 
ment for police and fire protection, 
where required, in accordance with 
regulations. 

Beverages or food will not be 
sold/served on premises unless, per¬ 
mission is granted for specific areas 
by the Selectmen. 

Organizations wishing to bring 
equipment onto grounds must make 
arrangements with the initial applica¬ 
tion. Equipment brought on grounds 
must be removed immediately after 
facility use. The Town of Winchester 
is not responsible for any property left 
on premises. 

The property is issued for a seated 
period of time (opened-closed) and 
the user must abide by this time. 

No facility shall be issued to 
minors or in anyway for games of 
chance, private gain, selling, dispen¬ 
sing. or consuming any alcoholic 
beverages. 

The Recreation Department 
and/or Park Department reserves 
the right to consider all applications, 
reject and/or make necessary 
changes in the event of an 
emergency. 

The Recreation Department 
reserves the right to require deposit 
fees for the use of Recreation and 
Park facilities as deemed necessary. 

WHS Sailors 
Breeze Into 
New Season

Yes, 52-year old Walter Flyod was 
one among five thousand runners at 
this year's Boston Marathon who 
answered the call ol Tom Brown’s 
starting gun on April 15, Patriots Day. 
Walter Flyod is easily distinguished 
by his feisty manner, slight irish 
brogue and fast talking manner. 

Flyod has come a long way in a lit¬ 
tle over 8 years of running. Once 
overweight and a heavy drinker, he 
has become healthier, trimmer - a 
perfect example of the benefits that 
can be had from running. 

In his first race he could barely 
finish the two mile fun run; he had 
stopped five times, “ran” 23 minute 
miles for a total of 46 minutes for two 
miles. Still, he did not give up. 

Two weeks later, he was back at 
it, this time in a 13.1 mile half¬ 
marathon. It was 6 times farther than 
what he had ever raced before, and 
some two and a half hours later, he 
did not feel wonderful at the finish. 
But. he recalls, “That's when I got 
hooked.” 

A year later, he ran his first 
marathon, a 4:35 time in the ’78 New 
York City race. This time he felt 
wonderful at the finish, too good in 
fact, for his liking. 

As a strong believer in the maxim. 
“You have to put something back in¬ 
to the sport.” it was only natural that 
he would reach out to those people in 
a similar set of circumstances he had 
been in before taking up running. 

An assistant personnel director for 
a large computer firm in Boston, he 
has brought the running message to 
high-tech, serving as captain of the 
company’s running team. 

But his enthusiasm, fervor, and 
dedication has not made him a com¬ 
pulsive runner. In fact, he spends 
much of his time weight lifting and 
biking up to 50 miles a week. 

As for running, he states flatly, “45 
miles a week is the absolute limit of 
what I will run per week.” 


He was born and raised in Tyrone 
County, Northern Ireland At 16, he 
came to America, settling in South 
Boston, then moving to one of the 
more affluent Boston suburbs. There 
he has found a niche for himself and 
his family - Suzie. his wife, and four 
running daughters have all excelled 
at age-group competition. 

Each day, when he leaves his of¬ 
fice for home, he walks past the blue 
finishing line of the Boston Marathon 
and — remembers.

Seniors Warned About 
Medical Record Rights

A 71 year old woman who lives 
alone is released from Winchester 
Hospital. During her at-home 
recovery, she needs to go to the Jenks 
Center’s Keep-Well Clinic, but has no 
way of getting there. Within a week, 
a Winchester Senior Association 
Outreach Committee member makes 
certain that arrangements are made 
for her to attend. 

A recently widowed man receives 
a visit from another man, an 
Outreach volunteer who has ex¬ 
perienced the same loss. He shares 
some hints on easy cooking and sim¬ 
ple household chores. But even more 
important, he shares an understan¬ 
ding of a difficult time. 

A perceptive Jenks Center 
telephone volunteer receives a call 
from a Winchester resident whose 
mother has just moved to town from 
Florida to live with her family. Is 
there anything at the Jenks Center 
she might be interested in? 

The next week, an Outreach 
volunteer may accompany the new 
resident to a Soup and Sandwich lun¬ 
cheon at the Jenks Center. There she 
discovers the many opportunities that 
exist to make new friends and become 
involved in satisfying activities that 
appeal to her. 

These three stories illustrate the 
type of services being provided each 
day by the Jenks Center Outreach 
Program. The Winchester Senior 
Association Outreach Committee con¬ 
sists of men and women whose years 
of life experiences qualify them as 
volunteers to seek and help other 
seniors who may need assistance. 

They work closely with outside 
organizations — Visiting Nurses, 
Minute Man Home Care, Mystic 
Valley Mental Health. Winchester 


Hospital Social Service, Meals-on- 
Wheels, and Life Line. These 
organizations provide resources and 
references, and even referrals of 
those in need. 

According to Margaret Harrigan, 
co-chairman of the Outreach Pro¬ 
gram, “The original concept of serv¬ 
ing the very needy has grown to an 
informal network of seniors-helping- 
seniors that involves hundreds of 
people. 

“People start going out of their 
way to help others, offering transpor¬ 
tation, running errands, or simply 
making a phone call to see how 
everything is going. For people living 
alone, without family or friends near¬ 
by. this contact with others means a 
great deal. 

“One of the challenges that we 
often face is making people feel com¬ 
fortable about receiving assistance, 
after a long life of self sufficiency and 
independence. We usually succeed, 
and the end result is that everyone 
wins. 

The Outreach Program is one of 
the many examples of why the Jenks 
Center is such a valuable communi¬ 
ty resource in Winchester. With only 
one paid administrator, nearly all ser¬ 
vices and programs are provided by 
volunteers. 

The only limitation on the number 
of people who can be helped is a 
physical one. The Jenks Senior 
Center, after only a years, has 
become overcrowded. This is the 
result of its own success in serving 
Winchester’s senior population which 
now numbers over 4,500. 

Nevertheless, the quality of pro¬ 
grams like “Outreach" has never 
slackened, but has improved steadi¬ 
ly over the years, due to the efforts of 
so many dedicated volunteers. 


Elder Affairs Secretary Richard 
H. Rowland has urged senior citizens 
to be aware of their right to review 
their medical records in the doctor’s 
office. 

Medical information kept within 
the doctor’s office is referred to as a 
medical record. According to a for¬ 
mal regulation of the State Board of 
Registration in Medicine, physicians 
are required to maintain these 
records for a minimum of three years 
from the last patient visit. 

Upon the request ot a patient, 
another physician of that patient, or 
another specifically authorized per¬ 
son, the following must be provided: 

•A summary of all relevant data 
of the patient’s medical record, or 


•A copy of the entire record, or 
any portion which is in the physician’s 
possession. The physician can deter¬ 
mine whether to make available all 
or part of the patient’s medical 
record. 

•A copy of any previously com¬ 
pleted report required for third par¬ 
ty reimbursement.

Then, suddenly, the tow truck 
rushed the van forward, churning up 
clouds of mud from the bottom 

Courchaine looked concerned. 
“Because of the activity that look 
place to gel this thing out. it created 
a lot of algae sediment.” he said. 

Dead algae and other organics 
normally settle at the bottom, he said, 
but when kicked up they can create 
nasty taste and odor problems in Win¬ 
chester drinking water. 

As the van neared the shore, rain-

bows of gas and oil appeared on the 
water. Clean Harbors workers zoom¬ 
ed out in their motor boat to spread 
absorbanl squares, specially design¬ 
ed to swallow up gas and oil. 

The while pads can pick up 95 per¬ 
cent of an oil spill, said Sam Mattson 
of Clean Harbors. As he gathered in 
(he fibrous squares, Mattson said, 
“there’s nothing here, really. You’d 
lake this in from a rainstorm off the 
street. This is cosmetic.” 

Courchaine said the presence of a 
van in the water would have nosignfi- 
cant impact on the safety of the water 
supply. He said Quabbin Reservoir in 
western Massachusetts allows motor 
boats of up to 25 horsepower. 

After the van was hauled out, the 
DEQE determined that no further 
water tests were necessary, accor¬ 
ding to Courchaine.

banks contribute to bad tastes and 
smells in the water. 

Environmental Hazards 

Though unfiltered, the town’s 
water is screened and treated with 
chemicals. The steel screens keep out 
tree twigs, fish and other material. 
Mud, however, may not be complete¬ 
ly screened out, said Courchaine. 

Also, when Canada geese and 
great blue herons stop by during 
migrations, Courchaine said, they 
may also foul the water. 

“Sometimes you could see 200 to 
300 geese out here. We put up signs, 
but they ignore them,” he joked. But 
in reality, “there is no control over 
them, they just come and go as they 
please.” 

Their droppings go right into the 
local water supply, and “that’s where 
a lot of coliform bacteria come from,” 
he said. He said the bacteria can 
cause intestinal sickness and are a 
sign of other harmful organisms. 

The reservoirs have been shut 
down once in the past 10 years due to 
high coliform counts, Courchaine 
said. Water department workers 
monitors bacteria levels with week¬ 
ly testing of town taps. 

Other maintenance includes keep¬ 
ing the water screens clean and free 
from algae. Besides hosing them 
down twice weekly, the department 
counts on fish, which feed off the 
screens. “We want them. They eat up 
the bad stuff," said Ed Grant, a water 
treatment operator. 

Three chemicals are used to treat 
the water, Grant said: chlorine to 
disinfect it, caustic soda to adjust its 
acidity (pH) level, and fluoride to pro¬ 
tect teeth from decay. 

Winchester began fluoridating its 
reservoir water in 1956, said Cour¬ 
chaine, though the MDC only added 
the treatment in 1978. 


Pipe Cleaners 

But according to Courchaine, the 
main culprits are antiqued water 
mains and pipes. 

Improving water quality at the 
source, without cleaning or upgrading 
pipes, is “like going to play baseball 
without the bat. You just don’t do one 
without the other,” said Courchaine. 

Winchester’s pipes are old, said 
Courchaine, and “proper 
maintenance on [the system] has 
been let go for 20 or 30 years.” 

When water comes out black, it’s 
due to decaying matter that clogs 
pipes, called “tuberculation.” When 
the water gets that bad, said Cour¬ 
chaine. “Anybody in their right mind 
wouldn’t drink it.” 

He said the water department 
responds to such emergency com¬ 
plaints by flushing out water lines. 
Often, the problem is linked to a water 
main break or to massive use of the 
water, such as after a fire. 

Also, contractors topping water il¬ 
legally are suspected of contributing 
to dirty water, said Courchaine. He 
said such cases are difficult to prove 
and it is rare for the town to press 
charges. 

Winchester does have a program 
to clean and line water pipes. But 
Courchaine said that at the current 
rate “it will take 25, 30 or even 40 
years” to clean all 170,000 feet in the 
town. He said he hopes the town 
will speed the effort by pumping 
money into the project, perhaps by is¬ 
suing a bond to pay for it. 

The Department of Public Works 
has requested $180,000 this year to 
clean and reline about 8,000 to 9,000 
feet of pipe. Half that money comes 
from a state grant, Courchaine said, 
but those funds may not always be 
available. 

He said “the state and the Feds 
are talking about funds decreasing 
drastically by the year 1990.”

At 7:15 on a Saturday morning, 
the Arnold Arboretum is nearly 
deserted. 

A lone student sits among the 
hillside of daffodils, sketching. A 
runner dashes by, sweat sticking his 
T-shirt to his back, his breath 
suspended in the chilly air. 

The scene seems the perfect 
setting for a spy-novel secret 
rendezvous. 

Sure enough, one by one, a 
curious collection of people begins 
to gather in front of the Ar¬ 
boretum's visitors’ center. 

Some wear trench coats, some, 
down vests. Some clutch notebooks 
or small paperbacks: most have 
binoculars. They talk in such low 
tones they’re inaudible from any 
distance. 

But the gathering is no cause for 
suspicion: the 15 people are only 
there to spy on birds. 

The three men and 12 women 
are gathered for the first of three 
guided walks being offered jointly 
by the Arboretum and Belmont's 
Habitat For The Environment. 

Albert Bussewitz, a retired 
Audubon naturalist and a longtime 
Arboretum volunteer, will lead the 
group. As he introduces himself, a 
hidden bird chirrups. Mid¬ 
introduction, Bussewitz’ head whips 
around. 

"There’s a cardinal, in that big 
maple tree,” Bussewitz says, nod¬ 
ding gently with his head in that 
direction. "He’s sort of a predictable 
greeter." 

Binoculars are raised to eyes, as 
everyone tries to spot the male bird, 
bright red except for a black mask 
around his beak, hidden in the 
boughs of an evergreen. 

When the half-whispered com¬ 
ments of, "There he is," subside, 
Bussewitz begins to lead the group 
slowly down a path alongside a 
marshy meadow. 

His actions are leisurely — sud¬ 
den movements might scare away 
the birds. 

“Only yesterday, out there 
among those frowsy cattails, I saw 
a pheasant fly up, around 4 
o’clock," Bussewitz comments as 
he walks along. "It doesn’t happen 
very often." 

He encourages the group to 
help each other sight as many birds 
as possible as they set off on the 
two-hour walk. 

The cardinal continues to call: 
"Reep, reep, reep reep reep." A blue 
streak flashes across the way. 


Beginners guess it’s a blue jay 
only by the blur of blue and white 
and black. 

Bussewitz points out the bird’s 
prominent crest and white belly, 
and imitates the raucous "jay, jay" 
call — all helpful in making a quick, 
accurate identification. 

The information overwhelms a 
few new "birders." They can’t im¬ 
agine taking in all that information 
at once. 

But Bussewitz smiles, and 
reassures them they'll come to 
recognize birds easily, with time. 
Each bird has certain trademarks, 


he says. 

"You get to know the distinctive 
way birds walk, or forage," 
Bussewitz explains. "Shape and size 
can be identifying marks, too. 

"Size is about the first thing 
you'll notice," Bussewitz says. 
“Birds are considered sparrow- 
sized' or robin-sized'. 

"Then you'll notice shapes: 
starlings, for example, are plum- 
pish, with a short tail," he says. 
“Does the bird you’ve sighted have 
a long narrow tail, a short, pointed 
beak, or a large, hooked one? 

"And coloring: does it have 


stripes, or bars anywhere?” he asks 
the group. "Does it fly straight, or 
does it dip? Does it have a distinc¬ 
tive song? 

“These features may not seem 
important, but they are field 
marks,’ a diagnostic aid," Bussewiz 
explains, as the group walks along. 
"Peterson (naturalist Roger Tory 
Peterson] was the first to identify 
these field marks. 

"If you remember these unique 
things." he adds with a grin, "you 
don't have to overburden your 
cranial recesses with details." 

The group passes a cork tree — 
named for the texture of its bark, 
Bussewitz explains. "The cork we 
use comes from the inner bark of 
an oak tree, entirely different," he 
says. 

It is a favorite feeding station for 
mourning doves, because of its 
small raisin-like fruits, he says. 
Bussewitz tells everyone to listen 
for the call of the grey-brown birds. 

"It's one long note, and three 
shorter ones — rather plaintive, in 
a pleasant way," he says, 
demonstrating the crying coo that 
has been known to intrigue some, 
and madden others. 

After a few moments’ silence — 
the doves not cooperating — 
Bussewitz leads the group into the 
green-gold willow meadow, in 
search of "redwings." 

"That's redwinged blackbirds," 
he explains. They’re named for the 
red epaulets the male birds have at 
the shoulder of each jet-black wing. 

The redwings are more obliging 
— within a few seconds, one streaks 
by, chasing a ciow, a small blur of 
black pursuing a big black blob. 

"Sometimes you'll see the red¬ 
wings establishing their territory," 
Bussewitz says with a chuckle. 
"They’re somewhat resentful if the 
crows invade their breeding area, 
and they escort them out. 

"One of the earliest signs of 
spring is when the male redwings, 
come back," he adds. "The males 
are usually the advance units, with 
the females following two weeks 
later." 

It takes some looking to spot a 
redwing among the trees. 

"Oftentimes, all you can see of 
the redwing is a little yellow on the 
edge of the spot of red on their 
shoulder." he tells the group. "The 
female is just mottled black and 
brown." 

Bussewitz, a naturalist with the 
Mass. Audubon Society for more 
than 25 years, sprinkles comments 


on the plantings and other wildlife 
at the Arboretum among his bir- 
ding tips. 

"See that tulip tree? In a month 
or so, it will be covered with flowers 
that look just like tulips," Bussewitz 
says. "It's one of our tallest native 
trees." 

A member of the group spots a 
flicker — a woodpecker named for 
its "flick, flick, flick" call. Nobody 
else can find it, though they scan 
the trees. 

“It’s a migratory woodpecker — 
the flickers have just returned," he 
says. "It has an undulating flight, 
and you can see its yellow under¬ 
side and the white at the base of its 
tail." 

He pulls out a paperback copy 
of Peterson’s Field Guide — a 
birder’s basic book — not to look 
up information, but to show 
members of the group what the 
flicker looks like. 

Bussewitz is surprised the 
flicker is back already: “We’re a lit¬ 
tle early as far as the migration 
season goes. 

"But it’s good to start this ear¬ 
ly," he says. "There are fewer birds 
to get to know, and it's less confus¬ 
ing." 

As it is, it's pretty confusing. 

A chorus of cheeps and chirps 
and trills surround the group. 

Some of the more experienced 
birders in the group seem to be able 
to sort out the song sparrow, the 
robin, the redwing and the 
goldfinch sounds. 

The rest of the group settles for 
following their lead, and trying to 
locate the birds the others have 
already identified. 

But it gets even more confusing 
when Bussewitz says some of the 
chirping isn’t coming from birds. 

Standing beside a pond edged 
by cattails, he cocks his head 
toward the water. "Do you hear 
that?" he asks the group. 

There is a high-pitched trilling 
sound. It sounds like it should be 
coming from tiny birds — but it s 
coming from toads, Bussewitz says. 

"The amphibian overture to 
spring," he pronounces it, with a 
smile. "It’s a strictly male chorus, of 
course. Later, when the bullfrogs 
come out of the mud, they’ll add the 
deep notes." 

Birding may be popular for the 
sake of seeing the creatures 
themselves — which really do begin 
to seem like individuals after 
Bussewitz points out their special 
traits — or for the sense of serenity

the early morning walks produce. 

Across the lane, he points out a 
beautiful ornamental cherry tree, a 
drift of pink petals. 

Nearby, a cardinal is easily spot¬ 
ted in the branches of a shad tree, 
which is so covered with tiny white 
blossoms it looks like it’s been in 
a snowstorm. 

Heading around the bend, the 
birders encounter a hillful of for- 
sythia in full bloom — gold from 
the path to the crest of the hill. 

"The goldfinches really like 
these," Bussewitz says. When a 
flock of goldfinches dips and 
swoops amid the forsythia, he adds, 
it is an unforgettable sight. But on¬ 
ly a few seem to be around — and 
they are perched in a nearby 
evergreen. 

A very pretty birdsong comes 
from up the hill, towards the Ar¬ 
boretum's famous stand of lilac 
bushes. One birder guesses it is a 
mockingbird — but can't locate it. 


"They're hard to spot when 
they re not in flight," Bussewitz 
says. "They have a white rump, and 
a long, narrow tail — but you can 
only see that when they're flying. 

Their song is no giveaway, 
either, he adds. 

"They can imitate songs of all 
the birds in the area." he warns. 
"Because you hear a mockingbird 
song once, that doesn't mean you'll 
hear it again. He has a varied reper¬ 
toire." 

Mockingbirds winter at the Ar¬ 
boretum, as do cardinals and a 
small band of robins. 

"One of the reasons we have so 
many birds here — all year — is we 
have so many fruit-bearing trees." 
Bussewitz says. 

"When you get acquainted with 
birds, you find they are not islands 
unto themselves," he says. "You'll 
develop an ecological relationship 
with them, get to know the times 
and places and general habitats 


where they can be found." 

The group finishes the walk 
back where they started — and 
Bussewitz greets some old friends 
who've just arrived, binoculars and 

Peterson's in hand, to see what 
birds they can spot. 

"These folks saw a flicker," 
Bussewitz tells them. 

The newcomers are properly 
impressed with the Arboretum's 
first-of-the-season sighting — and 
the group breaks up as a few of 
Bussewitz' converts pull out their 
guide books and compare notes 
with the newcomers. 

By the gate, a redwing swoops 
past, chirping. He seems like an old 
friend, now. 

And the folks jogging by. stereo 
headphones glued to their ears, 
eyes staring straight ahead, have no 
idea what they're missing.

‘Where To

It doesn't take fancy equipment 
and years of training to become a 
birdwatcher. 

Even the most famous of 
naturalists, John James Audubon, 
started out simply, by setting out 
for an area he thought birds would 
like, waiting, and watching. 

There are. however, a few 
basics: patience, quiet, and obser¬ 
vation. 

That wouldn't sound too dif¬ 
ficult. but it can be tough to be alert 
and watchful when you're rising 
with the sun — about 4:40, these 
days — as your quarry does. 

Old hands at birdwatching en¬ 
dorse the very early morning or 
dusk as the best time to observe 
most birds, as they are most active 
then. 

Certain birds — like 
nighthawks, whip-poor-wills, and 
owls — are best observed at night, 
when they are active. 

But crack of-dawn risings are 
not the only way to catch sight of 
a wide variety of birds. 

Many organized birders' ac¬ 
tivities are scheduled a little later — 
around 7 a.m. — because 
naturalists realize most novices, at 
least, would find it hard to get up 
that early. Once they’re hooked on 
birding, though . . . 


Watch 

Most courses in birding are 
given in the early spring, according 
to the local groups that offer them 
— the Mass. Audubon Society, Bel¬ 
mont's Habitat For The Environ¬ 
ment, and the Arnold Arboretum. 

Right now, all the spring 
courses are filled to capacity. 

"Our birding programs are 
usually the first to fill up; small 
groups are best," says Jean 
Rosenberg at The Habitat. "Our 
evening woodcock and screech owl 
walks — which only take about 
eight people each — are easily fill- 
ed." 

The Habitat still has openings in 
a June 14 Walden Pond walk, led 
by naturalist Al Bussewitz, and a Ju¬ 
ly 24 seminar on shore birds. 
Rosenberg says. 

But both Habitat and Audubon 
Society staffers say the season for 
birding is just beginning — and 
anybody can teach themselves to 
use the basic birder's book, Roger 
Tory Peterson's Field Guide. 

"You can see the migration in 
the next few weeks," Rosenberg 
says. 

"The warblers show up in late 
April and May," says Bussewitz, a 
volunteer staffer at both The 
Habitat and the Arnold Arboretum. 
"They come through here on their 
way north to breed." 


Bussewitz suggests beginners 
go out in small groups, (three or 
four people, at most,) wear quiet- 
colored, comfortable clothes and 
good walking shoes, take along a 
copy of Peterson's guide, and enjoy 
themselves. 

"Of course, it’s always helpful to 
use some kind of optical aid." like 
binoculars, he says. "Some people 
go even further and use a single 
lens — telescope-style — and a 
tripod. 

"Another device some people 
use has a high-pitched squeak — 
it's called a bird squeaker." he odds. 
"You can sometimes attract them 
with high-pitched whistles, too." 

But don't whisper if you hope to 
find warblers — they hear the hiss¬ 
ing sound easily, and it sends them 
flying. 

And don't take the dogs along. 
Bussewitz advises — particularly on 
a stroll through the Arboretum, 
where dogs are common, but not 
invited with open arms. (Dogs can 
also frighten away the birds.) 

Birders — beginners or. old 
hands — can get great support from 
the Mass. Audubon Society, which 
offers a "Birders' Kit" of tide charts, 
tips, listings of local birdwatching 
clubs and a monthly newsletter of 
sightings ($6.30 for one year.) 


They also offer a pamphlet 
listing their wildlife sanctuaries in 
this state: contact them at their 
headquarters in Lincoln — 
259-9500. 

In the meantime, here's a brief 
listing of places to try to sight some 
robins, redwinged blackbirds, 
goldfinches, chickadees, blue jays 
— and perhaps a few you don't 
already know. 

Habitat For The Environment, 
10 Juniper rd.. Belmont, is a 
membership organization, but non¬ 
members are welcome to make a 
visit if they stop by the office for 
permission first. For information, 
call 489-3850. 

Highland Farm, across the 
street from Habitat, is an 
undeveloped area with trails owned 
by the Mass. Audubon Society. Call 
the Lincoln headquarters 
(259-9500) for information. No 
charge. 

Little River Reservation, along 
Alewife Brook parkway in Cam 
bridge, is a Metropolitan District 
Commission preserve that includes 
a wetland habitat. Call the MDC 
(727-95 47) for information: no 
charge. 

Drumlin Farm, South Great 
Road, Lincoln, another Audubon 
sanctuary, has 220 acres of exhibits 


and several trails. Open Tuesdays 
Sundays. 9-5; admission: $3, adults; 
$1.50, seniors and children. 
(259-9807) 

Broadmoor Wildlife Sanctuary, 

280 Eliot Street, South Natick, also 
Audubon-owned, has 577 acres of 
woodland, field, marsh, and pond 
alongside the Charles River. Open 
dawn to dusk: closed Mondays. Ad¬ 
mission: $ 1.50 adults, 75(, seniors 
and children. (655-2296) 

Ipswich River Wildlife Sanc¬ 
tuary, Perkins Row. Topsfleld, is 
Audubon's largest sanctuary, with 
close to 2,000 acres of meadow, 
swamp, ponds, islands, and part of 
the Ipswich River. 

It offers waterfowl empound- 
merits, a back yard bird observation 
area, 10 miles of marked trails, and. 
by reservation, guided early- 
morning bird walks. Open dawn to 
dusk, except Mondays. Admission: 
$1.50, adults; 75c, seniors and 
children. (887-9264) 

Moose Hill Wildlife Sanctuary,

Audubon ‘Brought Awareness 
Of ‘Hature, Conservation 


If John James Audubon could 
have been here for his 200th birth¬ 
day April 26, he’d no doubt be 
amazed at the strength and breadth 
of the conservation movement he 
unconsciously helped to spawn. 

Audubon himself was no con¬ 
servationist. 

There seemed little need for 
such sentiments during his lifetime, 
the years between the American 
Revolution and the Civil War when 
our wildlife and other natural 
treasures seemed inexhaustible. 

And in the eyes of Audubon's 
in-laws, some of whom had been his 
partners and creditors in failed 
business ventures, John James 
wasn't good for much at all. 

"He neglects his material in¬ 
terests," said one. "and is forever 
wasting his time, hunting, drawing 
and stuffing birds, and playing the 
fiddle. We fear he will never be fit 
for any practical purpose on the 
face of the earth." 

What Audubon did do ex¬ 
ceedingly well was to roam the 
wilds of North America from 
Florida to Newfoundland, identify¬ 
ing. observing, collecting and draw¬ 
ing the birds of this continent. 

Whether his subject was a bald 
eagle or ruby-throated humm¬ 
ingbird. Audubon painted them life 
size. 

Most important, he was the first 
wildlife artist to portray birds as liv¬ 
ing, breathing creatures, and to 
show them as dynamic and 
dramatic compenents of a larger 
environment. 

In so doing, Audubon made 
millions of Americans aware of 
birds and of the wonder and beau¬ 
ty of nature. Through his paintings 
and his lively written descriptions of 
bird behavior, he sparked a latent 
interest in America s wild heritage. 

It is not surprising that, three 
decades after his death, the fledgl¬ 
ing bird-protection movement took 
his name as its own. 

"Audubon's greatest contribu¬ 
tion was fostering awareness." says 
ornithologist Roger Tory Peterson. 
"Awareness inevitably leads to con¬ 
cern." 

There are perhaps 20 million 
birdwatchers in the United States 
today, ranging from the casual 
kitchen-window observer with a 
backyard bird-feeder to the zealot 
who will travel to Patagonia for a 
rale sighting. 

If Roger Peterson is the father of 
this modern birding boom, as many 
believe, than J.J. Audubon must be 
the grand-daddy. 

Birds are a vivid expression of 
life," explains Peterson, "and 
because of their high rate of 
metabolism and furious pace of liv¬ 
ing they reflect change in the en¬ 



vironment rather quickly. Birds are 
indicators of environmental quali¬ 
ty — an ecological litmus that 
sends out warnings when things are 
out of kilter.” 

Which may also explain why so 
many birdwatchers, from Teddy 
Roosevelt to Rachel Carson, have 
spearheaded the envirnmenta! 
movement. 

Were Audubon present at his 
200th birthday party, his response 
to present-day America would pro¬ 
bably be a mixture of distress and 
joy. 

He would cry, I think, at the loss 
of so much of his beloved 
wilderness and the marvelous 
wildlife that was integral to it. 

But he could only be heartened 
by the legions of nature lovers who 
are fighting to preserve what re¬ 
mains of our natural beauty and 
bilogical diversity, who are even 
striving to make amends for man’s 
previous mismanagement by 
restoring endangered species like 
the California condor and the 
whooping crane. 

Love of nature is an indespen- 
sable ally of the conservation move¬ 
ment, and John James Audubon 
did much to spread his love.

Today, as a consequence, an en¬ 
vironmental ethic is ingrained in 
our national consciousness. 

Audubon's namesake organiza¬ 
tion, founded to protect birds from 
market hunters and egg collectors, 
now numbers more than half a 
million members. 

Together with many other 
citizen conservation groups, the Na¬ 
tional Audubon Society has 
broadened its mission to include 
the protection of all life — animal, 
plant and human — and the air. 
land and water on which all life 
depends. 
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Goldfinches gather around a feeder designed to attract them. The Wild 
Bird Feeding Institute says it’s easy to set up special backyard feeders 
to attract specific types of birds. 


Spring and summer actually 
can be the most rewarding times of 
the year for people who enjoy 
feeding wild birds in their 
backyards, according to the Wild 
Bird Feeding Institute, based in 
Northbrook, II. 

"Fall and winter are not the on¬ 
ly times of the year to feed wild 
birds,’ advises George Harrison, 
author of The Backyard Bird Wat¬ 
cher. "Feeding birds during spring 
migrations and summer breeding 
seasons can produce some of the 
most exciting wildlife experiences 
of the year." 

Other experts agree. Author 
and bird authority John Terres 
writes in his book, Songbirds in 
Your Garden, " ... feeding birds dur¬ 
ing the summer can be just as 
entertaining as in the winter." 

Aelred D. Geis, a biologist and 
urban wildlife specialist with the 
(J.S. Fish and Wildlife Service, has 
undertaken some of the most ex¬ 
tensive studies ever conducted on 
wild bird feeding. 

"People should feel free to feed 
birds year-round, not just during 
winter when they think the 
creatures are most needy," accor¬ 
ding to Geis. "In fact, birds may 
benefit more from being fed in the 
spring, wh_n their natural foods are 
least available." 

People will benefit, too, because 
spring migrations cause a greater 
variety of species to visit backyard 
feeders. Flocks of such northern 
birds as pine siskins, redpolls and 
evening grosbeaks that have spent 
the winter in the South move north, 
stopping to refuel at feeding 
stations. 

Others become restless and 
more aggressive. Dark-eyed juncos 
and tree sparrows stage mini-fights 
for dominance of the feeding trays. 
Male northern cardinals begin pass¬ 
ing sunflower seeds to their mates 
as the spring courting season gets 
underway in earnest. 

Male American goldfinches 


become blotchy-looking as they 
change plumages from winter's dull 
olive green to spring’s brilliant 
yellow. 

Thus spring becomes an ex¬ 
cellent time to keep feeders filled 
with birds’ favorite foods. For car¬ 
dinals, chickadees, nuthatches and 
titmice, try sunflower seeds. Niger 
(thistle) seed, cracked sunflower 
and both white and red proso millet 
will attract the finches. Beef suet 
will be to the liking of hungry 
woodpeckers and nuthatches. 

Beef suet provides birds with 
needed energy and is a very popular 
food during the spring and summer 
seasons. Unfortunately some peo¬ 
ple hesitate to put suet out during 
warm weather because they fear it 
will melt or attract flies. In fact, if 
it is genuine beef suet, which is the 
fat surrounding the kidney, it will 
do neither. 

In addition to packaged seeds 
that birds consume the year 
around, spring and summer feeding 
fare also can include raisins, berries 
and even chunks of citrus. There is 
something about sweet orange 
juice that is irresistible to, for in¬ 
stance, orioles. A half orange impal¬ 
ed on a tree trunk nail at the feeding 
station will catch the attention of 
the brilliant orange and black birds 
throughout spring and early 
summer. 

Hummingbirds are just as eager 
for sugar water (one part sugar to 
four parts water). Especially made 
hummingbird feeders are available 
at hardware stores, nature centers 
and lawn and garden shops. While 
the only species of hummingbird 
living in the East is the ruby- 
throated, in the West there are up 
to a dozen different varieties of the 
insect-like jewels flitting about most 
gardens seeking flower nectar and 
sugar water. 

Where you feed birds can be as 
important as what you feed them, 
the Institute points out. Each 
species has a specific area in the

natural habitat where it searches for 
food. By filling all the niches with 
feeders and the right kids of bird 
food you maximize the chances of 
having the greatest variety of birds 
in your backyard garden. 

Finches, chicadees and titmice, 
for example, prefer the hanging and 
tube feeders. Cardinals, jays and 
grosbeaks are more comfortable at 
tabletop or tray feeders. Juncos, 
sparrows and doves eat on or near 
the ground. Woodpeckers, nuthat 
ches and creepers search for food 
on tree trunks, which is where suet 
feeders should be placed. Bird 
feeders for all of these feathered 
friends usually are available 
wherever quality, prepackaged bird 
food is sold. Plans also are available 
to make your own. 

As summer approaches and 
migrating birds have reached their 
breeding grounds, the clientele at 
backyard feeders changes again. 
Summer birds are nesting birds. 


They stop frequently at feeders for 
quick snacks as they take a break 
from nest building, egg laying or 
feeding their hungry youngsters. 
And it is during the summer season 
that young birds will begin joining 
their elders at backyard feeding sta¬ 
tions and birdbaths. 

Regardless of where you live in 
North America, wild birds at 
backyard feeders easily add interest 
and fulfillment to any summer day. 
Plus, most backyards are breeding 
territories for a variety of summer 
residents. 

If you live in the Northeast, you 
likely will have a pair of robins, 
house wrens, chickadees and 
downy woodpeckers nesting 
arourjd your home. In the Midwest, 
also watch for cardinals, juncos and 
English sparrows. 

If you live in the south, you 
could have a pair of mockingbirds 
defending your yard against all 
other mockingbirds as well as 


against the neighborhood cats. 
Watch, to, for cardinals, brown 
thrashers and towhees. 

In the Southwest, cactus wrens, 
long-billed and LeConte’s thrashers 
and scrub jays are frequent 
residents. In Northwestern yards, 
Steller's jays, various thrushes and 
golden-crowned sparrows are 
common. 

"In some respects," George Har¬ 
rison notes, "summer feeding can 
be more enjoyable than winter 
feedings. Many birds will bring their 
young along to teach them how to 
extract seeds from feeders or eat 
suet." 

In all, brilliantly colored 
songbirds flitting about the yard 
can be as enjoyable as the most 
beautiful spring and summer 
flowers.

Local Man Guides 
Annual Shrine Do

A local mar. Paul F. Miller of 
Arlington, has an unusual respon¬ 
sibility these days. 

He's in charge of lions, and 
tigers, and death-defying cyclists — 
and making sure as many as 56,000 
people have the time of their lives. 

Miller is the Potentate of the 
Aleppo Temple, head of the 13.000 
Shriners who live in Eastern 
Massachusetts. 

In that role, he is in charge of 
the Shriner s annual circus in their 
Wilmington auditorium. This year's 
circus, their eighth, starts Monday 
— May 6 — and runs through Sun¬ 
day. May 12. 

Although the Shriners are well- 
known for their clown, toy car and 
marching band parade antics, 
neither Miller nor his brother 
Shriners will take part in any of the 
performances. 

That's a very common 
misconception." Miller says, with a 
laugh. "Most of the Shriners are of 
an age where that wouldn't be very 
good lor them — I think our 
average age is 55 to 60. 

"We hire a professional circus: 
we re using Stardust Enterprises 
Irom Connecticut." he explains. 

"They run a three-ring circus, 
and go all over the country." Miller 
says. "For this one week in May. 


they’ll be in our auditorium in 
Wilmington." 

The circus has most of the tradi¬ 
tional acts, Miller says: "They have 
the usual lions and tigers and 
clowns — and an act they call. The 
Globe of Death.' 

"It's three motorcyclists who get 
into this globe and ride around; it’s 
pretty scary," he comments. 

There will be 14 performances 
of the two-hour show: morning 
shows at 10 on May 7,8,9,10; 
matinees at 1:30 on May 6, 11 and 
12; and evening shows at 7 each of 
the seven nights. 

For Miller, the job is mostly ad¬ 
ministrative. 

"As Potentate, I’m in charge of 
everything we do at Aleppo Tem¬ 
ple," he explains. "Ultimately, the 
responsibility for the circus and 
everything else we do is mine." 

But many of Shriners are local 
residents, Miller adds: "I would say 
we have a few hundred members 
from Arlington. Belmont and Win¬ 
chester. without any trouble at all." 

In fact, a Winchester man. 
Richard Norris, held the post of 
Potentate Iasi year. 

All the Shriners are also 
Masons, who have reached a certain 
rank in the organization — 
although. Miller says, that rank can 
be achieved within a single year. 


But, beyond the community 
concerns of the Masons. Shriners 
take on a special charitable cause, 
supporting 22 children's hospitals 
across the country. 

"We have 19 orthopedic 
hospitals and three burn-treatment 
centers — one of which is in 
Boston," Miller says with pride. "We 
provide first-rate medical care for 
children up to 18 years old, free of 
charge." 

Aleppo Temple gives more 
than $100,000 a year to help sup¬ 
port the hospitals, but the circus 
itself is not a major fundraiser for 
the hospitals, Miller acknowledges. 

"We do it mostly to put on a cir¬ 
cus for the people in the area, 
primarily the kids," he says. "With 
our ticket prices, we don’t make a 
lot of money on it." 

Adult tickets are $6; children 
pay $3. For the Monday matinee, 
there is a special senior citizens' 
ticket rate, $2. 

Tickets are available at the 
door, or at the Shriner s Auditorium 
box office, which is open daily un¬ 
til 7 p.m. 

Shriner s Auditorium is easily 
reached by car: take Route 93 to ex¬ 
it 13 (Concord rd.); take a left onto 
Fordham rd. The auditorium is at 
the end of the road. There is free 
parking.

Reflections 
On A Decade 

How many years has it been since student voices echoed protest 
in the streets? 

Hell no. we won t go!" rang through the halls of academe. 
Sociology professors waxed poetic on the evils of war. draft cards burn¬ 
ed. and bright young men considered leaving home and family for what 
seemed the less warlike borders of Canada. 

In 1967 and '68 and '69. then the 70s. the Vietnam war grew like 
topsy. the lists of war dead growing longer by the day. 

Those opposing the war then - Communist sympathizers, pinkoes. 
they were called •- for years faced a losing battle against the vast ma¬ 
jority of the people in the country. 

Young men seeking deferments or exemptions were called draft 
dodgers, and were ostracized and lost their jobs or their friends or their 
scholarships. They were unpatriotic. They weren't willing to die for their 
country. 

No. they weren't. 

But those were the days before movies like “Coming Home," and 
"Apocalypse Now," and “Deer Hunter." Those were the days before 
people ackonowledged the futility of joining a war that had gone on 
for hundreds of years. And before the latest genre of war movies showed 
the hopelessness of this particular fight. 

In fact, it was a decade after the height of the war's unpopularity, 
years after the end of the war, before those movies were even made, 
let alone received critical and popular acclaim. By then, no one ad¬ 
mitted ever supporting the war. 

Those intervening years made all of us realize the hopelessness of 
the Vietnam War. I don’t know a single man who served there who 
returned to live a totally normal life. 

And so, as we celebrate a war-free decade, 10 years since America’s 
end in Vietnam, are we any wiser? Are we wiser as individuals or as 
a country? 

Just as the first few years of America's involvement in Vietnam were 
little reported in the news media, are we seeing similar patterns in South 
America? Are the steamy jungles there any more palatable than those 
a half a world away? 

As we look at the last 10 years, as we realize how right the mar¬ 
chers were nearly a generation ago, have we learned any lessons? 

The people who marched then are today worried about brown spots 
in their grass, or which color Volvo would look best in the garage. But 
maybe we should spend a minute, and read the papers, and think back 
a bit.

Our Children 
Guard Parental Spatters 


By Willard Abraham 
Ph.D. 


Arguments between parents — 
or should we call them "differences 
of opinion"? — are not so unusual 
in connection with how we bring up 
our children. 

Our attitudes and our own up¬ 
bringing often cause us to differ 
with the other parent, and a child 
might get caught in the middle. 

Here are some examples in re¬ 
cent letters. 

Q. Is it realistic to expect a 
3-year-old to read? My husband In¬ 
sists that it is, and he is pressur¬ 
ing our little boy so much that the 
result is tears, running to Mother 
for comfort, and a lot of hostility 
building up between my husband 
and me. 

I don’t think there’s anything 
at all abnormal about our son, but 
my husband is beginning to feel he 
is backward, maybe even a little 
mentally retarded. I'll admit that 
he has a hard time learning the let¬ 
ters of the alphabet, but is that so 
unusual in 3-year-olds? 

A. Some 3-year-olds can be 
taught to read by formal or informal 
methods, but most of them are con¬ 
tent (and so are their parents) with 
building up their experiences and 
vocabulary through conversations, 
toys, games, play and other ac¬ 
tivities. 

Reading to young children, wat¬ 
ching television together, talking to 


them and giving them a chance to 
get ready to read are the practices 
with which parents and preschool 
teachers can be effective. 

If a 3-year-old rebels against a 
formal structured technique of 
teaching reading that does not 
necessarily indicate he or she is 
"retarded." 

You might talk to your 
youngster's preschool teacher or 
the parents of other 3-year-olds, and 
you'll probably find quite a range of 
pre-reading and reading skills 
among young children. It may be 
revealing for your husband to par¬ 
ticipate in these discussions. 

I’ve sent you two articles of 
mine to share with him, titled "Help¬ 
ing Your Child Get Ready to Read” 
and “Reading With Your Young 
Child." Others also can receive 
them if they indicate which one 
they want and enclose a self- 
addressed, stamped envelope with 
their request. There is no cost. 

Q. Primping and posturing, 
center of attention, grabbing for 
the spotlight — these are 
characteristics of our 4-year-olds 
and frankly I’m worried. Vanity is 
something remote to both my hus¬ 
band and myself, and here we have 
this little girl whose whole life it 
seems to be. 

He thinks it’s kind of cute, and 
I feel it’s obnoxious. He doesn’t 
want her to go to a nursery school 
and I think it’d be good for her. He 
praises her when there’s absolute¬ 


ly no basis for it, and I believe 
that’s a mistake. 

Please help me handle this 
matter before it gets even more 
out of control. 

A. It's easy to understand why 
you are upset based on what you 
have shared here, but from my 
point of view it's only one side of 
the story. Your husband obviously 
looks at things differently. However, 
your perception is very real to you. 
so there is a problem within your 
family. 

Someone who is competent has 
to listen to both sides, and perhaps 
observe your daughter. Out of con¬ 
tacts with all three of you some 
recommendations may come with 
which all of you can live. 

A psychologist within your local 
school district might be able to 
refer to your child or family 
psychologist in your community 
who could be available to you. 

Let me filter out one specific 
factor in your letter: "He doesn’t 
want her to go to a nursery school." 

I have a bias in favor of a sound 
educational program for young 
children that has evolved from ex¬ 
tensive research, reading and obser¬ 
vation. Carefully selected programs 
for young children can pay rich 
dividends in developing social 
maturity and academic 
achievement. 

Your objective counselor might 
help your husband cope with his 
reluctance in having her attend a 
preschool program.

Nowadays, well, my mother’s 
gone, but if she were around I guess 
I’d have to take her out to dinner, or 
at least send her an FTD bouquet. 
Like all the other “Days," Mother’s 
Day has become a big business. 

The greeting card industry earn¬ 
ed $175 million from Mother’s Day 
cards last year, and for many 
restaurants and florists it's the 
busiest day of the year. 

Mother s Day is a fairly recent 
phenomenon, and has only really 
taken off in the last twenty years or 
so in the U S. 

In England, there has been a day 
set aside to honor mothers for a long 
time. 

It used to be called “Mothering 
Sunday" but is now also known as 
Mother’s Day, but it has always been 
celebrated in March. According to the 
World Book Encyclopedia, the first 
known suggestion for the Mother’s 
Day in the U.S. was made in 1H72 by 
Julia Ward Howe. 

She suggested it be held on June 2 
and that it be a day dedicated to peace 
in the world. 

For several years, she held an an¬ 
nual Mother’s Day meeting in Boston. 

Others began conducting Mother's 
Day celebrations on different days. In 
1907. Anna Jarvis of Grafton, W.Va. 


began a campaign for a national 
observance of Mother’s Day to be 
held on the second Sunday in May and 
began the tradition of wearing a car¬ 
nation. 

Ms. Jarvis’ church in Grafton 
began dedicating services to mothers 
and in particular honored the 
memory of Jarvis, own mother. 

The day did not receive national 
recognition until May 9. 1914, when 
President Woodrow Wilson signed a 
joint resolution of Congress recom¬ 
mending that the government 
observe Mother’s Day, and the follow¬ 
ing year proclaimed Mother’s Day as 
an annual national observance. 

Many people remember Mother’s 
Day as having greater religious 
significance than it does today. 

That’s because it was not only a 
day when you did something special 
for Mom, but also a day for honoring 
the memory of mothers who had pass¬ 
ed away. 

People made it a special point to 
attend services that day, and these 
were dedicated to mothers. 

It became the custom to wear a 
pink or red carnation if your mother 
was alive, and a white one if she was 
deceased. 

That made it a sad day for many 
people. 

It took a while for Mother’s Day to 
catch on. too. People don’t take up 
these things and make traditions of 
them overnight. 

My mother, for example, didn’t 
like Mother’s Day when whe was 
younger because she hated corsages: 
“—make you look like a well-kept

grave,” she used to say. Teachers, 
always hungry for themes for their 
sticky little projects, had a large part 
in the history of Mother’s Day. 

Florists, of course, knew a good 
thing when they saw it. 

The greeting card industry was in 
a boom period in the 1920’s as 
Mother’s Day was getting 
established. 

They were just then beginning to 
design special artwork with matching 
verses for each holiday, and today a 
card is the very least you can do for 
poor old Mom. 

People don’t just pin on some 
flowers and go to church anymore. 
Adult children give their mothers ex¬ 
pensive presents and send beautiful 
flower arrangements. 

Of course people aren’t that crazy 
about corsages anymore. According 
to Dick Ouellette of the Daisy Shop in 
Winchester, florists may have been 
partly responsible for this: trying to 
show value for the customer’s money, 
they did overload those corsages a bit. 

His shop will deliver about 1400 ar¬ 
rangements this year, of which about 
a quarter will go out of town. 

This year, FTD’s Mother’s Day ar¬ 
rangement comes in a choice of a 
recipe box or a utensil caddy and 
ranges in price from $20 to $40. 

Ann Tirrell of the Belmont Flower 
Shop recommends that out of town 
orders be placed two or three days in 
advance, otherwise the local shop 
may be out of certain flowers. 

She says there are more and bet¬ 
ter varieties all over the glass 
storefront — now that’s a far cry from 
a pink corsage! 

I guess the days when a little cor¬ 
sage went a long way are behind us. 

The past always seems simple and 
kind and rather bucolic, as we forget 
the hardships that were endured. 

There was another special day 
that people celebrated at around the 
same time which has now disap¬ 
peared altogether, perhaps in direct 
correlation to the increase in hype for 
mother’s day. 

Many people fondly remember 
May Day; not as a parade in Lenin 
Square or an SOS, but a day to 
celebrate Spring, people used to make 
little paper baskets or buy straw ones. 


and filled them with flowers and 
delicately wound the flowers around 
the handle. 

Then, they would tie these baskets 
to their neighbors’ door and disap¬ 
pear, leaving a precious little 
surprise.

Town Meeting Eyes 
Pension, Health Costs 


By JILL i\l. HIGGINS 

Winchester Town Meeting 
members whisked through a series of 
money articles with minor debate on 
Monday during the second of the an¬ 
nual spring sessions. 

The High School auditorium was 
filled as residents painstakingly 
labored over items on the budget tal¬ 
ly. Town Meeting officially began on 
April 22. but a local bylaw bans any 
action on money articles until the first 
Monday in May. 

A 10-minute slide show aimed at 
pointing the finger at the town 
Department of Public Works was 
about the most lively event Monday 
night, as residents chuckled while 
resident/narrator Peggy Hallisey 
described mismatched park benches 
and trash bins that she called “un¬ 
sightly.” 

Meanwhile. Town Meeting 
members sent the message to Select¬ 
men that they want further study of 
agenda issues before they will 
authorize major expenditures. 

Among studies asked for by voters 
is a detailed plan listing the 
assessments of all property in town. 
Assessors’ Chairman Frank Mahoney 
said his board would have those 
figures by tonight’s Town Meeting 
session, which will begin at 7:30 at the 
High School auditorium. 

After a half hour of steady ques¬ 
tioning by voters, Town Meeting 
members approved the Finance Com¬ 
mittee’s $289,000 request for 
workmen’s compensation, which is 
$50,000 over last year’s appropriation 
of $239,000. 

While several members question¬ 
ed the sudden increase, Finance Com¬ 
mittee Chairman Patrick Roddy 
defended his request, saying the funds 


had been borrowed last year in order 
to make up for an inadequate budget. 

He said his board had included the 
$50,000 in this year’s budget because 
that sum had to be taken from the 
town’s reserves in order to supple¬ 
ment last year’s budget. 

“Historically, we’ve under¬ 
budgeted,” explained Roddy. “For 
several years we have had to borrow 
from another account in order to 
cover our expenses. We just felt that 
it is appropriate to plug those 
historically added funds directly in¬ 
to the budget.” 

Although one resident suggested 
that the town keep the budget at 
$239,000 and again plan to siphcr the 
$50,000 from the reserve fund. Town 
Meeting member Sally Kincaid 
reminded voters that state law allows 
the town to tap that account only for 
emergencies. 

“The reserve fund is only for unex¬ 
pected uses,” said Kincaid. “ We 
can’t be digging into the reserve fund 
if we already know we'll be needing 
$50,000.” 

One resident then asked what the 
town is doing to prevent accidents and 
to curb workers’ compensation costs. 
Former acting town manager John 
Ciarcia responded that the town 
follows all Occupational Safety and 
Health Administration safety rules. 

Following the Finance Commit¬ 
tee’s recommendations, voters then 
spent nearly $1 million while grappl¬ 
ing with the skyrocketing costs of 
health insurance for town employees. 
Members called for the Selectmen to 
consider new health plans for town 
workers, in an effort to cut the high 
costs of the popular Blue Cross/Blue 
Shield plan. 

The $995,100 appropriation for 


fiscal year 1986 reflects an increase 
of about 1*1 percent over last year’s 
$870,000 allocation. During fiscal year 
1984, $737,747 was spent for insurance. 

According to comptroller Joseph 
Bonner, if the costs continue to 
skyrocket as they have, expenses will 
be about double in five years. 

“This is a major budget item that 
is growing at an incredible rate every 
year. The cost of medical insurance 
is going up and up. At this rate, we’re 
going to to be paying $2 million in¬ 
stead of $1 million,” said Bonner. 

The town now has about 810 
workers covered by insurance pro¬ 
grams. mainly enrolled in the Blue 
Cross/Blue Shield system. Bonner 
said workers are entitled to join 
whichever health plan they choose, 
although most opt for Blue 
Cross/Blue Shield. 

Bonner said 545 are on Blue 
Cross/Blue Shield, while 212 are 
covered by the Bay State Health 
Maintenance Organization and 53 are 
covered by the Harvard Community 
Health Plan. He added the town pays 
half the cost of the coverage, while the 
employee pays the balance. 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall 
told the meeting that while state law 
does not preclude the town from offer¬ 
ing coverage by other insurers, the 
decision is a lengthy one that must be 
approved by state and local officials, 
ns well as by bargaining teams 
representing the workers. 

“I assure you that it is not a quick 
process. You have to go into the 
background as to why Blue 
Cross/Blue Shield is chosen so often. 
It is the choice of the majority of the 
workers,” said Randal). 

Randall explained that workers

Town Pushes Recycling As Trash Plant Costs Rise

As Town Meeting members shuffl¬ 
ed into Monday night’s session, they 
picked up bright yellow leaflets that 
described the town’s newest cam¬ 
paign against high trash disposal 
costs. 

The Department of Public Works 
campaign urges residents to do a bet¬ 
ter job of recycling household trash. 
Officials want residents to be more 
conscientious about sorting out bot¬ 
tles, cans and other trash, so that the 
town can reap the benefits of a well- 
oiled recycling program. 

In the long run, said DPW head 


Dominic Serratore, it could mean a 
savings of about $80,000 per year — 
about 10 cents on the current tax rate. 

“It means a commitment by Win¬ 
chester residents. But it also means 
a savings. For instance, obviously, 
someone with a house valued at 
$200,000 could save about $20 per year 
on their taxes,” he said. 

He’s hoping that the dollar savings 
may be just the right incentive to get 
people to support recycling. 

“If we can get people to be more 
conscientious about recycling, then 
we can also save on the hauling fees,” 
said Serratore. 


Just over a decade ago, Win¬ 
chester Town Meeting members 
haggled over plans to join a regional 
trash program. Now, as part of that 
22-community group, the town is fac¬ 
ing a major increase in hauling and 
disposal fees. 

The DPW initially presented a $3.9 
million budget request to the Finance 
Committee. But in an April 26 memo, 
Serratore asked Selectmen for 
$165,000 more to cover the $12.67 per 
ton more needed to meet the $42.67 
cost per ton for tipping (dumping) 
and hauling. The cost for hauling 
refuse is $10.50 per ton and is in effect 


until October 1986. The tipping fee, 
however, will be a net cost of $32.17 
per ton. The amount budgeted for this 
year was a rate of $19.50 per ton, ac¬ 
cording to Serratore’s memo, and is 
$12.67 per ton below the current 
estimated fee. 

It is estimated that the cost for 
hauling and disposal will exceed 
$42.50 per ton as of July 1, almost dou¬ 
ble the current cost. Twelve years 
ago, the town was told to expect fees 
of about $11 per ton, w ith added costs 
upping the total to about $15 per ton. 

At this point, the town isn’t even of¬ 
ficially using the new joint refuse

center in North Andover. The pro¬ 
gram is still in the gearing-up phase, 
with Winchester and the other com¬ 
munities sending trash to the plant on 
an experimental basis until July. 

Sally Kincaid, Winchester’s 
representative on the New England 
Solid Waste Committee’s (NESWC) 
executive board, said on Monday that 
all 22 towns are facing higher-than- 
expected costs. And the higher costs 
are expected to continue for about six 
years, she added.

Out Of The Old Station . . . 

Fire Personnel Expect More 
Headaches Before Dust Settles 


By NANCY PICK 

Winchester’s Fire Dept, set up 
temporary headquarters in a Park 
Department garage last week, calling 
the old station “unlivable” because of 
dust and dirt from renovations. 

The new arrangement is better, 
firefighters say, despite asbestos- 
coated ceilings, a bathroom shortage 
and Main st. traffic jams. Fire Chief 
Robert W. McElhinney said the 
department’s firefighting efficiency 
should not be affected by the move. 

Meanwhile, the bill for moving 
equipment, transferring phone and 
alarm lines and renting a 70-foot 
mobile home may top $5,000, said 
Walter J. Tonaszuck, chairman of the 
town’s Permanent Building Com¬ 
mittee. 

He said $1,000 would be paid by the 
contractor working on the Mount Ver¬ 
non st. police and fire station, 
Cumberland Construction Co. of 
Woonsocket, R.I. According to 
Tonaszuck, the Fire Dept, will con¬ 
tribute about $3,000 from energy ac¬ 
count surpluses, and the building 
committee’s contingency fund will ab¬ 
sorb the rest. 

Contractor Arthur J. Chianese 
said Tuesday night the renovation and 
expansion project had fallen behind 
and would likely miss its mid-July 
contract deadline. 


Tonaszuck said the original con¬ 
tract set a late June deadline, but was 
extended two weeks because of un¬ 
foreseen construction work. 

Engineer David Arnold said con¬ 
tractors will be “shooting to finish on 
or about July 9. But being realistic 
about it, it could very well slide until 
Sept. 1.” Arnold, owner of Arnold 
Engineering Co. Inc. in Bellingham, 
has been hired by Cumberland to 
draft a final work schedule for the 
project. 

Tonaszuck said a more exact 
target date may be announced at a 
Permanent Building Committee 
meeting in two weeks. 

As for the displaced firefighters, 
they say conditions are better in their 
new quarters behind Department of 
Public Works buildings on Lake st. 

Still, the setup is less than ideal. 
The Park Dept, garage ceiling is lin¬ 
ed with asbestos, a suspected cancer- 
causing material. Although most of 
the fibers have been sealed in, a loose 
flap of asbestos hangs down in one 
corner. 

McElhinney requested a mobile 
home for the firefighters — who work 
two days and two nights straight — 
after seeing the ceilings. “One of the 
reasons we got the trailer was to get 
(the firefighters 1 out of there,” he 
said. 


On the wall, a sign reads, "Cau¬ 
tion. Asbestos dust hazard. Do not re¬ 
main in the area unless your work 
requires it. Breathing asbestos dust 
may be hazardous to your health.” 

Pointing to the ceilings, Fire Cap¬ 
tain Charles McNutt said, “I guess 
they have been sealed, but there are 
holes in it. The dust is still there. 
Maybe they think that because we 
breathe toxic gases (on the jobl we’re 
exceptional.” 

Meanwhile, DPW director 
Dominic Serratore said of the ceiling, 
“We did do some remedial work there 
last fall. Unfortunately that area 
deteriorated this winter.” 

He said he had no funds to fix the 
ceiling this spring but plans to repair 
it this summer, probably in August or 
September. 

Bathrooms are another problem. 
Firefighters must share a single 
bathroom with one toilet in the Park 
Dept, garage. McElhinney said a 
bathroom in the trailer won’t be con¬ 
nected unless “one of our firemen has 
the ingenuity to do it himself.” 

Still, firefighters aren’t complain¬ 
ing. Said firefighter John Fmngillo, 
“Anything’s better than where we 
were.” 

Fire Capt. Norman Delorey said 
conditions at the Mount Vernon st.

For Highway Exits 

According to Representative Sher¬ 
man W. Saltmarsh, a member of the 
Joint Transportation committee and 
the Special Committee on 1-93, the 
Department of Public Works will soon 
be erecting new exit number and 
name signs on 1-93 from Canton to the 
New Hampshire state line.

December, engineers said its vibrations might 
dislodge loose bricks. Selectmen approved 
$10,000 in emergency money for stopgap 
repairs, and four steel cables held the tower 
together for the winter. 

High up on the tower, deep fissures run be¬ 
tween the bricks. Although the cracks are not 
apparent from the street, engineers who got a 
bird’s-eye view from an aerial lift said the 
structure needs immediate attention.

What’s the worth of a Winchester land¬ 
mark? Ten thousand dollars? A million 
dollars? Two million? 

Town Hall, 98 years old. is in dire need of 
repairs. Town Meeting voters will rule whether 
to save it or tear it down. If it stays, they will 
decide how to foot a $2 million bill to restore 
it, inside and out. 

Local Historical Commission members say 
every brick should stay. With National Preser¬ 
vation Week coming up May 12. they say the 
town should protect its historical resources 
from the wrecker’s ball. 

They say the building’s worn bricks breathe 
town history. 

Col. William Parsons Winchester himself 
gave impetus to construct the building. In 1850 
he wrote Selectmen with an offer: he would 
donate $3,000 to build a town hall if Selectmen 
named the new town for him. 

Selectmen held up half the deal they lik¬ 
ed the name. But it took 35 years to get the 
Town Hall project off the ground. 

Finally, in 1887 the cornerstone was laid, 
and the colonel’s funds were used to buy the 
building’s clock tower. Cast in the bell is the 
inscription, “This clock and bell commemorate 
the gift of William P. Winchester to the town 
which bears his name.’’ 

The bell is silent these days, though. Last 


from falling. The slate roof need repairs. Cop¬ 
per flashing along the roof line must be replac¬ 
ed along with gutters. In all, the price tag to 
fix up the exterior alone may be $1 million. 

Still. Historical Commission members 
argue Town Hall is worth every penny. It’s a 
prime example of Richardsonian architecture, 
they say. and the true symbol of Winchester. 

Town Hall is an imposing building. Built on 
a foundation of Rockport granite, it has a solid 
look, yet it doesn’t dwarf the surroundings. 

The building wears enough eccentricities to 
give it a friendly character. There are small 
rectangular windows and huge arched win¬ 
dows. tiny round openings and even two curv¬ 
ed “eyebrow dormers’’ peeking out from the 
roof. 

Round towers protrude in a portly way, 
while the main clock tower stands a majestic 
125 feet tall. On its side is engraved the past 
names of Winchester: Waterfield 1638, 
Charlestown Village 1640, Woburn 1042 and 
Winchester 1850. 

At the main entrance, six small arches top 
three wide ones, reminiscent of a Roman 
aqueduct. Carved columns wear graceful leaf 
patterns, wrapped around spirals and curlicue 
shapes in the stone. 


The Boston architectural firm Rand and 
Taylor designed the building, led by Winchester 
resident George D. Rand. Rand and Taylor also 
designed the Young Ladies’ Seminary in 
Northfield, the Hotel Hampton in Boston and 
the State Hospital for the Insane in Worcester. 

Originally, Town Hall housed the police sta¬ 
tion - complete with basement jail — the 
20,000-volume town library, the historical socie¬ 
ty and various civic offices. Police moved to 
their own quarters in 1913, and a new library 
opened behind Town Hall in 1931. 

Besides Town Meetings, the auditorium has 
held Assessors’ debates, Winton Club cabarets, 


even United War Fund Benefits flaunting Bette 
Davis and Bob Hope.

Then, at fall Town Meeting, the Town 
Manager forecasts a bond issue request for just 
below $1 million. 

Once outside repairs are under way, plans 
for inside work may be decided. Chief among 
the costs could be making Town Hall accessi¬ 
ble to the handicapped. The price tag for such 
alterations could mean another $1 million

Moms Mark ‘Their’ Day Every Day 


This week’s report records local 
representatives' votes on key rollcalls 
from the week of April 29-May 3. 
There were no important roll calls in 
the Senate 

CENTRAL AMERICA (II 3291 > — 
House 91-53 referred to the Rules 
Committee resolutions expressing the 
Massachusetts House’s feeling on 
United States policy regarding Cen¬ 
tral America 

Supporters of referral argued the 
House was inappropriately being us¬ 
ed as a forum for foreign policy 
issues. 

Opponents said the House should 
continue debate and take a stand on 
the issue. 

A ‘ Yea’’ vote is for referring the 
resolutions to the Rules Committee. 
A “Nay" vote is against referral. 

Rep. Sherman Saltmarsh voted 
yes. 

JOBS WITH PEACE (II 5977> — 
House 73-65 approved a new version 
of a “Jobs with Peace Budget" urg 
ing the U S. Congress to cease un¬ 
necessary spending on new military 
programs and to instead spend funds 
for civilian needs provided that 
similar verifiable cuts be made in the 
Soviet military budget. This new ver¬ 
sion replaced an original version 
which did not mention the Soviet con¬ 
dition and called for increased 
civilian spending and a reduction in 
spending on nuclear weapons, foreign 
military intervention, and wasteful 
military programs. 

Supporters of the new version said 
it would insure a strong military and 
insure the U.S. keep pace with the 
Soviets. 

Most opponents said the original 
version is better and argued that U.S. 
domestic spending should not be bas¬ 
ed on what the Soviets spend on the 
military. The House, after approving 
the new version, later rejected it on 
a voice vote. 

A "Yea” vote is for the new ver¬ 
sion. A “Nay" vote is against it. 

Saltmarsh voted yes. 

TAX REBATE (II 5990) — House 
145-1 approved and sent to the Senate 
the bill providing a one-time $64 
million tax rebate and establishing 
two “rainy day funds" — a local aid 
stabilization one for cities and towns 
and state stabilization fund — to pro¬ 
tect the state and local communities 
in the event of an economic downturn. 
The $64 million tax rebate, featuring 
a sliding scale of one-time exemptions 
on 1985 tax returns, gives a savings in 
the range of $5.40 for an individual 
taxpayer earning more than $20,000 to 
$30.30 for one earning less than $8750. 
The range for couples is between 
$10.80 for a combined income of more 
than $40,000 to $62.50 for a combined 
income of less than $17,500. 

Supporters said the package was 
a fair and reasonable one which 
utilizes the state’s surplus in several 
ways including offering some tax 
relief to everyone. 

Opponents said the surplus would 
be better spent by the state on 
necessary programs. 

A “Yea" vote is for the package. 
A “Nay” vote is against it. 

Saltmarsh voted yes. 

RULING OF CHAIR (II 5990) — 
On several roll calls, the House 
upheld Speaker Keverians’s ruling 
that amendments to the $64 million 
tax rebate package went beyond the 
scope of the bill and cannot be con¬ 
sidered by the House. Supporters of 
the Speaker’s ruling said the bill calls 
for a one-time tax rebate and claim¬ 
ed that any permanent cuts or other 
changes in the tax laws were out of 
order. Opponents said the rulings 


were a flagrant misuse of the rules to 
cut off debte and dismiss proposals 
that would offer more tax relief 

Three roll calls are listed below. 
The Speaker’s ruling was upheld 
125-30 on an amendment for a perma¬ 
nent personal income tax reduction; 
122-28 on elimination of the 7.5 percent 
surtax: and 113-30 for a tax credit of 
up to $5(K) for tuition paid to a private 
school in Massachusetts. On all roll 
calls, a “Yea" vote supports the 
Speaker’s ruling that the amendment 
cannot be considered. A "Nay” vote 
is against the ruling. 

Saltmarsh voted no three times. 

ON BALLOT (II 5990) — House 
98-46 defeated an amendment placing 
a non-binding referendum question on 
the 1986 ballot asking voters whether 
they approve the $64 million tax 
rebate package. 

Supporters said this does not affect 
the bill but simply gives voters a 
chance to express their opinion. 

Opponents said the question is un¬ 
necessary and claimed it is obvious 
voters want a tax reduction. 

A "Yea” vote is for the amend¬ 
ment. A “Nay" vote is against it. 

Saltmarsh voted yes. 

TAX REDUCTION EUNI) (II 
5990) — House 94-58 rejected an 
amendment establishing a Tax 
Reduction Fund and providing that 
the House and Senate Ways and 
Means Committees annually recom¬ 
mend an amount of money to be 
transferred from the slate's Stabiliza¬ 
tion Fund to the Reduction Fund and 
recommend legislation to repeal or 
reduce a tax in that amount. 

Supporters said the amendment 
extablishes a policy on how to deal 
with surpluses and insures a portion 
would go toward tax reduction. 

Opponents argued that any year’s 
surplus should be dealt with in that 
particular year on an individual 
basis. 

A "Yea" vote is for the amend¬ 
ment. A "Nay" vote is against it. 

Saltmarsh voted yes. 

FORMULA (II 5990) — House 
117-32 rejected an amendment chang¬ 
ing the formula for distributing the 
tax rebate by eliminating income 
categories and exemption ranges of 
$1(H) to $1200 and instead giving each 
individual taxpayer an additional 
deduction of $600 and every couple an 
additional $1200. 

Supporters said this would offer 
real tax relief to everyone and noted 
that without it many taxpayers would 
only save $5. 

Opponents said this would cost 
millions more then the $64 million and 
claimed it would not apply to those on 
fixed incomes and would remove pro¬ 
visions intended to help those with low 
incomes. 

A "Yea" vote is for the amend¬ 
ment. A “Nay" vote is against it. 

Saltmarsh voted yes. 

STRIKE REBATE (II 5990) — 
House 141-4 rejected an amendment 
striking the $64 million rebate provi¬ 
sion from the bill. 

Amendment supporters said the 
rebates are very small and claimed 
the money could be better used to 
fund necessary state priorities. 

Opponents said the state has a 
surplus and that some of the money 
should be returned to taxpayers. 

A “Yea” vote is for the amend¬ 
ment. A "Nay" vote is against it. 

Saltmarsh voted no. 

DEPENDENTS (II 5990) — House 
105-36 rejected an amendment giving 
individual taxpayers making up to 
$15,000 and couples making up to 
$30,000 an additional exemption of 
$200 for each dependent.

We would like to respond to the let¬ 
ters that have appeared in the Win¬ 
chester Star and Woburn Times 
regarding the Winchester Select¬ 
men’s meeting of April tti and the 
issue of the Rotondi family proposal 
for the 70-unit apartment complex on 
Forest Street. 

The chief criticism leveled has 
been at chairman < Michael) Saraco. 
He is being used as a scapegoat and 
the criticism of how the meeting was 
conducted is nothing but a 
smokescreen-an attempt to divert 
Winchester residents’ attention away 
from the real issues-the plan itself 


obliviousness to the notion of 
deadlines. 

The life of this baby has been in¬ 
extricably woven into my life as a 
writer.

and the way it is being railroaded 
through. 

Those who are calling Mr. Saraco 
out of order and calling for his 
resignation are ignoring the fact that 
Selectman Alan McDonald was, in 
ethical terms, acting much more out 
of order. 

After acknowledging an intimate 
connection with Sam Rotondi, he 
voted in favor of the proposal. This 
shows favorable and partisan treat¬ 
ment to a close friend from whom he 
has accepted campaign contributions. 

Mr. McDonald claims to be acting 
in a fair and unbiased manner. 
However, voting on such a sensitive 
issue under these circumstances af¬ 
fects a clear disregard for the ethical 
considerations that should be most 
prominent in the mind and actions of 
a public official. 

Indeed, it should be Mr. McDonald 
who should be asked to resign for not 
excusing himself from the voting for 
a conflict of interest. 

Selectman Judith Muggia voted in 
favor of the proposal without a 
thorough understanding of the 
underlying details. Perhaps she 
should also be asked to resign for 
voting yes on an issue she didn’t ful¬ 
ly understand. At best, she should 
have abstained. 

What the critics of the meeting 
really want to do is to avoid an honest 
discussion of who is supporting the 
proposal and why they are so hurried¬ 
ly trying to railroad it through. 

The cirtics are also not mention¬ 
ing the April to meeting of all of the 
town’s boards involved in housing 
decisions. At that meeting, observers 
were shocked to see how flagrantly 
certain Selectmen were trying to set 
up the political machinery for the 
Rotondi proposal to sail through. 

Without it being on the agenda. 
Selectman Wade Welch proposed that 
Mr. Chadwick Maurer, Town 
Manager, be named the town’s chief 
executive officer regarding EOCD 
matters. Shouldn’t Mr. Welch also be 
asked to resign for making such a pro¬ 
posal out of order? 

What is really at issue here is the 
exploitation of a neighborhood to 
serve political purposes and for per¬ 
sonal economic gain. Current zoning 
status throughout the town is at risk. 
The whole project is designed to avoid 
the town residents and government. 
Mr. Rotondi is opting to avoid the 
fairer, more democratic process of 
changing zoning through a vote of the 
Town Meeting members in favor of 
just going before the three-member 
Board of Appeals. 

If zoning variance is granted for 
his project, a precedent would be set 
that could be repeated in every 
precinct of the town. Any 
neighborhood with undeveloped land 
would be vulnerable, and in no time 
at all the character of our town could 
be forever altered. The Winchester 
ambiance we all love would be per¬ 
manently destroyed.

Not that there haven’t been hard 
times. A fever close to 105 burned in 
his body not long ago, glazing his eyes 
and inflaming his cheeks. There was 
a tumble down the stairs once, and 
even some minor surgery. 

But mostly there’s been joy for us 
all in the gift of his life, joy simple and 
pure and undiluted. 

He’s fun to live with. He stands in 
his crib at the start of a nap, yelling 
to hear himself veil and shaking the 


a Winchester neighborhood, it would 
be a joke - but it is the Rotondis, so 
nobody here is laughing. What one 
could only see as a bad joke is really 
a nightmare, and Winchester had bet¬ 
ter wake up! 

Let’s look at the facts. The Roton¬ 
di family owns approximately 4 and 
one-half acres of land that is zoned for 
single-family residences. In 1984-85, 
they paid the town of Winchester just 
$732.05 in real estate taxes on that 
land. Now, they are going to sell that 
same parcel of land back to their 
family for $400,000. Is inflation that 
out of control, or is this an example 
of the way certain families in our 
town get their property assessed? 

Let’s look at the proposal itself. 
Take a walk around your 
neighborhood. Pick out 8 consecutive 
houses and their respective yards. 
Now in their place put 70 apartments, 
105 assigned asphalt parking spaces, 
etc. Be honest. Would you like Roton- 
di’s version of suburbia’s answer to 
the asphalt jungle sitting in your back 
yard? Let’s be serious. The Ron- 
tondi family has a right to develop 
their land; however, the neighbors 
have a more important right to live 
their lives in peace protected by town 
boards which respect the zoning laws 
of Winchester. We cannot stand by a 
let politicians trade favors for the 
financial gain of one of their own, 
especially not when it means cir¬ 
cumventing the laws which have been 
the basis of Winchester’s zoning 
policies.

Their purpose was to visit the chur¬ 
ches and distribute their Christian 
books among both Protestant and 
Catholic Christians.)

The church is alive and well. We 
spoke to packed audiences each ser¬ 
vice. The people appeared eager to 
learn more about God and the Bible, 
especially in the countries of Poland

and Armenia. Reports were frequent 
that the underground church in 
Russia is more than 100,000 strong, 
although it is invisible to the system. 

The overwhelming observation we 
made concerning the daily life of 
Eastern Bloc peoples is the total con¬ 
trol that is exerted over them in all 
areas of life. The Russian people are 
never allowed to mix and mingle with 
foreigners except on the streets. They 
cannot stay in the same hotels, nor 
live among them in housing. 

Obtaining food and goods is a dai¬ 
ly challenge for all Eastern Bloc peo¬ 
ple. Almost everything visible, 
whether goods or edibles, are sparse 
and inferior quality. The stores to a 
western eye look almost empty. 

In one country, our hostess was ex¬ 
cited to have found a bathroom set. In 
a city of 150,000 people, 10 bath sets 
had been obtained from] 
Czechoslovakia. She was number io.j 
It would be months before more 
would be available, if at all. 

We were interested to see that 
Communist realize people have an in¬ 
nate need to worship. Their god of 
course is Lenin. His face literally 
blankets the entire Eastern Bloc. We 
watched several groups of school 
children in a mile long line. 4 deep, 
red caps, red biographies, waiting to 
view the body of Lenin. 

It made us wonder if the 
humanistic education in America suc¬ 
ceeds in declaring God illegal for all 
public life, just who or what do they 
plan to replace Him? Even the Com¬ 
munist realize the necessity of a god. 
It just happens the one they chose has 
been responsible for the death of more 
than 60 million people in our century. 

In southern Russia, at the foothills 
of Mt. Ararat, we found a once free 
nation of Armenians all but swallow¬ 
ed up by Soviet culture. There was 
shocking poverty and fear of any 
religious violations. Children cannot 
be taught in the church service. They 
may only attend. 

It is great to be home in America. 
Freedom is a priceless reality. Any 
one of us can fly. drive, shop, express 
our opinion, choose our work, and 
worship without fear. As a young Rus¬ 
sian said to us at one of their national 
airports, "The American smile is 
famous all over the world." 

And why not? We are a blessed 
people.

!Muraco Second Qraders 
Let Imaginations .Soar 

Spring is a great time to fly a kite — especially during the Japanese kite 
flying festival known as Boys’ Festival or Children’s Day. 

When second graders in Marguerite Maserian’s art class learned about 
the May 5 festival, they decided to whip up their own fancy flyers. 

Armed with crayons, paper and vivid imaginations, (hey fashioned col¬ 
orful kites similar to those flown from Japanese households during the tradi¬ 
tional festival. 

According to the tradition, Boys’ Fesitval kites resembling the carp, a type 
of fish, are flown throughout Japan to honor each son in a family. The carp 
is a symbol of strength according to Japanese tradition, because it swims 
upstream during mating. 

The fish-shaped kites symbolize strength, courage and determination 
qualities Japanese fathers hope their sons will acquire. For this reason, the 
carp kites have long been the symbol of Boys’ Festival. 

The largest kite — which can oe up to 15 feet long - is flown for the eldest 
son. It flies at the top of the pole near the Japanese home, and beneath it 
fly smaller kites, according to the number of sons in the family. 

Other traditions for the festival call for parents to arrange miniature 
helmets, suits of armor, swords, spears and bows and arrows in the family 
home to inspire younger sons to be brave, strong and determined. 

In the morning, family members also takes a special kind of bath, called 
a shobu-yu, to cleanse away bad spirits and bad luck. The bath water is 
scented with sword-shaped iris leaves called shobu, which were commonly 
used by Samurai warriors to give strength and vigor

Winchester Hospital volunteers 
conducted free health tests for 330 
people during Health and Wellness 
Day, held recently at Knight of Col¬ 
umbus Hall. 

Only one test, hlood screening, re¬ 
quired a $10 fee. 

Normally, the test costs $375, ac¬ 
cording to hospital figures. Out of 203 
people whose hlood was checked. 1H 
showed abnormalities requiring 
treatment and one was admitted to 
the hospital. 

In other tests, blood pressue tests 
showed 48 abnormalities among 284 
participants; lung capacity tests 
showed 12 abnormalities in 131 par 
ticipants. height anti weight 
measurements revealed 31 abnor¬ 
malities among254participants: oral 
exams showed 16 abnormalities 
among 82 participants; and foot 
screening showed 33 abnormalities 
among 56 participants. 

Out of 169 people who had their vi¬ 
sion tested, only one abnormality was 
discovered.

Question: \Mi;it is the most press¬ 
ing issue confronting teachers* unions 
in 1985? 

In my opinion, the most serious 
concern is the lack of new teachers 
coming into the union. Due to declin¬ 
ing enrollment and Proposition 2'.. 
the turnover r ite of teachers in the 
last 7 years has been almost non¬ 
existent. 

When l came to Winchester in 
15)67,1 was one of 85 new teachers. In 
the past several years, we’ve been 
lucky to have two or three new 
teachers per year coming into the 
system. 

This has caused a stagnation of the 
union in that the same people have 
been in various leadership positions 
over the last 10 years We need newer 
and younger people with new ideas 
and the strength ol youth to carry the 
association forward. 

I think that the single most impor¬ 
tant issue facing the commonwealth 
today is to make some reforms in the 
Teachers' Retirement System that 
would allow those people with 30 
years of service to retire and not be 
heavily penalized if they are not yet 
65. This would allow the infusion of 
new blood at a higher rate.

Question: What dors the elemen¬ 
tary school report card tell parents 
about a child's performance in rela¬ 
tion to other children? Do teachers at 
this level grade on a curve or follow 
any similar standardized policy? 

The rationale and purpose of 
elementary grading is stated on the 
report card that is sent home each 
marking quarter. 

There are basically two questions 
that should be answered as a result of 
receiving the elementary report card. 

1 Is my child developing and perfor¬ 
ming to the best of his or her ability? 

The report card will give a 
reasonable sense of a child’s achieve¬ 
ment in relation to ability, in various 
subjects, at the present time The 
combination of an achievement grade 
and an effort grade suggests how 
closely a child's performance mat¬ 
ches his or her ability. The acieve- 
ment grade is based on actual 
performance and not on a "curve.” 

2 Where does my child stand at pre¬ 
sent when one compares his or her 
achievement with other children of 
the same age and grade? 

An indication of this is given in the 
Instructional Level boxes for Reading 
and Mathematics The notation in 
these boxes indicates the level at 
which the child is presently working

Sister Irma Meuse, principal of St. 
Mary School since September 1984. 
was somewhat familiar in the Win¬ 
chester area because she had been 
principal of St Patrick School in 
Stoneham from 15)72 until 15)83. 

Seeking a change from ad¬ 
ministration at that time, Meuse went 
to Cheverus School in Malden, where 
she taught math and religion at the 
junior high. 

It was a return to her roots, since 
she had attended both Cheverus 
Grade and Cheverus High School. 
Meuse feels tliat the time spent in full¬ 
time classroom teaching has made 
her more sensitive to the stresses of 
teaching and has helped to make her 
a better administrator. 

"Sometimes, it's hard to recall 
what it is really like being with a 
classroom of children day in and day 
out. I now have a better understan¬ 
ding of why teachers sometimes 
forget to carry out some of the direc¬ 
tives and requests that are sent from 
the principal’s office 

When asked about the differences 
between St. Patrick School and St 
Mary School, Meuse says that one dif¬ 
ference is St. Mary’s class for 4-year- 
old children. This program has ex¬ 
isted at St. Mary’s for several years 
now, and is a structured, well- 
balanced program, which helps 
prepare the youngsters for the 
kindergarten level 

Another difference is the fact that 
St. Mary’s has a well-established 
computer room with eight computers 
and is staffed by a part-time com¬ 
puter instructor. "Both of these pro¬ 
grams have added a new dimension 
to my view of a comprehensive 
elementary school.” she said. 

After entering the religious com¬ 
munity of the Sisters of Providence. 
Meuse received her bachelor's in 
education from St. Mary of the Woods 
College in Indiana. She then earned 
her master’s from Indiana State 
University, and has also taken post¬ 
graduate courses in administration 
from Boston College. 

Before becoming a principal, she 
taught in Indiana, Illinois, Maryland, 
and New Hampshire. Her wide ex¬ 
perience in teaching in varous types 
of schools has broadened her views of 
education, she said 

Although she gives the outward 


appearance of being quiet and 
serious, her keen sense of humor is 
known to those who have worked 
closely with her. "One needs to have 
a sense of humor in order to keep 
things in a proper perspective,” she 
says. "Otherwise, the stress and 
demands of administration can 
become overpowering.” To relax, 
Meuse enjoys reading mysteries, do¬ 
ing crossword puzzles, and walking 
along the beach. 

She says the primary purpose of 
St Mary School is to "provide an ex¬ 
cellent education in a thoroughly 
Christian environment.” 

"We want our students to use the 
fundamental skills of reading, 
writing, and mathematics in a profi¬ 
cient manner at least consistent with 
the student’s natural ability,” she 
said. 

However, as a Catholic school, 
religion is also a vital part of the cur¬ 
riculum "We try our best to carry out 
the three fold purpose of Catholic 
education: the forming and building 
of community; the teaching of doc¬ 
trine, and the carrying out of service 
activities." said Meuse 

Emphasizing the virtue of respect 
is also an essential part of the pro¬ 
gram. They are encouraged to 
respect authority, and to understand 
that each person has rights that need 
to be respected. 

Another aim is to help the students 
learn to be more responsible for 
his/her own actions The children are 
encouraged to be self-disciplined, said 
Meuse. 

"Religion, respect, responsibili¬ 
ty. as well as academic excellence 
should be the distinguishing 
characteristics of Catholic schools.” 
she added 

"While my first year here has 
been very challenging, it has also 
been very rewarding. My tasks have 
been made so much easier by the 
friendliness and acceptance of the 
children, the active support and en¬ 
couragement of the parents, the 
assistance and backing of the pastor 
and parish priests, and the coopera¬ 
tion and caring concern of my staff,” 
she said. 

She added that she feels her work 
at St Mary’s can be more productive 
as she acquires additional knowledge 
of the strengths and needs of the St. 
Mary School community.

During the 5.0(H) meter champion¬ 
ship race held in Franklin Park, 
Boston, he beat his nearest com¬ 
petitors by more than 17 seconds.

When he enters road races, he 
likes to go out and lead the race, 
which he did when he won the Jordan 
Marsh 10K with a time of 30:54.

seconds. 

He was invited to run the highly 
acclaimed Mill Rose Games in the 
high school division, with competitors 
from all over the country. Instead, he 
will run the Sunkist Invitational track 
meet held in Sacramento.

Even with all his achievements, he 
feels he hasn’t yet come near his 
peak.

Naughty Songs Are 
A 16 th Century Art 


By XANCY PICK 

French Renaissance music packs 
a few surprises. 

Despite its elegant sound, the 
lyrics can lx* downright scandalous. 

Winchester native Thomson 
Moore leads the Dunstable Singers, a 
madrigal group that sometimes 
delves into the bawdy side of art. 
Recently, they performed "A Concert 
of Renaissance Phylthe and 
Phoolishness” at the French Library 
in Boston. 

“Most people think of madrigals 
as being as dry as toast,'’ says the 
group's tenor, Bruce Lancaster. 

Yet Orlando di Lasso’s 10th- 
century love songs are anything but 
dry In one. a man addresses his 
young and innocent lover: 

••Fifteen-year-old flower, may Cod 
guard and keep you! I have 
discovered five express points in love. 
First there is the look, then the sizing 
up. and then the kiss. 

“Touch follows kiss and then all 
these lead to the last point, which 
is ... I dare not say But if you 
come to my room. 1 will gladly show 
you.” 


dash after each other, weaving in and 
out, only resolving at the end. 

According to Moore, the French 
“chanson” was the popular music of 
the 16th century, and composers 
published thousands in France and 
the Netherlands. A respectable 
bourgeois family might pull out the 
musical scores after dinner and fill 
the night with singing (not TV). And 
love was usually the theme, whether 
poetic or bawdy. 

French chansons are a challenge,

The racy lyrics are disguised in 
the interwoven lines of the song. 
Besides, only Francophones would 
understand. And so, the group gets 
the “excitement of singing truly filthy 
songs in public," as Moore put it. 

In any madrigal piece, it’s a 
challenge to follow the lyrics, 
regardless of the language. The words 


Moore says, because of the quick 
syllables. “You have to be singing all 
the time." Moore says he first pick¬ 
ed up the language from his mother, 
Marjorie, of Dennett rd., who studied 
French at Harvard. 

Moore led a madrigal group at 


Winchester High School, before his 
1974 graduation. Then he to went to 
Harvard, where he studied music, 
German and Latin. Next, Moore 
studied at Stanford University for a 
degree in musicology and per¬ 
formance. 

When he returned from California, 
he savs, he needed a “musical outlet” 


and founded the Dunstable Singers. 
The group has been together for three 
years, performing for Renaissance 
enthusiasts, schools, even weddings. 

Moore works at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology library and 
lives in Somerville with his wife, 
Sarah Milburn Moore, and baby Em¬ 
ma Cecilia.

station were terrible. Construction 
crews were supposed to work around 
the firefighters, he said, but “when 
they started drilling holes in the walls 
and the floors, you couldn’t live, you 
couldn’t eat.’’ 

“We had to leave because we 
couldn’t breathe, the dust was so 
heavy,’’ said firefighter Paul Tonello. 
“Pieces of brick would fall down when 
they were drilling. It was filthy.” 

On Friday, the floors of the station 
were stripped, wires dangled from the 
ceiling. “Once they took the linoleum 
off and they started drilling holes, it 
was unbearable,” said Delorey. 

Tonaszuck said the Permanent 
Building Committee did not an¬ 
ticipate living conditions would get so 
bad. Neither did the firefighters. 

“I don’t think they thought it would 
be this messy,” said McElhinney. 
“We thought we could live through 
it.” 

Contractors estimated firefighters 
could return to the station in one 
month. But McElhinney called that 
schedule unrealistic. He said two or 
three months seemed more probable. 

A ground-floor drainage system, 
lights, flooring, an emergency 
sprinkler system and painting are 
still needed, he said. He said he hoped 
work would move faster with the 
firefighters away. 

Meanwhile, the firefighters get to 
enjoy a luxury trailer, complete with 
a matching living room set, televi¬ 
sion, carpeting, a full kitchen, even a 
working fireplace. Only the bathroom 
doesn’t work. 

The trailer was rented from 
Fairlane Mobile Home Rental in 
Lunenburg. McElhinney said it costs 
$850 per month.

cross the DPW lot and exit at Palmer 
st. But afterwards, they must turn on¬ 
to Main st., possibly during rush hour. 
“Getting out there is very 
dangerous,” said Fire Capt. John 
McNutt. 

McElhinney said the department's 
firefighting response should not be af¬ 
fected, though a few extra minutes 
may be required for the ladder truck 
to come down from the West Side sta¬ 
tion. where it’s now being housed. 

On Thursday afternoon, movers 
were piling the last of the firefighters' 
belongings into their van, including 
boots and helmets, pillows and 
blankets. 

At the other end. the Park Dept, 
garage was lined with firefighters’ 
dressers, still streaked with plaster 
dust. Stacks of striped mattresses lay 
in the corner. 

Dick Tofuri, the town’s 
Superintendent of Parks, said he had 
48 hours to move out his trailers, lawn 
mowers and trucks. “We’ve got them 
scattered all over the place," he said. 
Park equipment is now stored at 
Muraco School, at the highway yard 
and at Wildwood Cemetery, he said. 

Keeping track of operations might 
pose a challenge this summer, Tofuri 
said. “Eve got to use a tank of gas just 
keeping up with my men,” he said. 
“The hardest part is getting started, 
but they’ll get used to it after a 
while.’’ McElhinney said choices 
for a substitute station were very 
limited, because of the size of the fire 
trucks. He said the auxiliary fire sta 
tion was considered, but w’as found 
too small to fit both departments' 
trucks. 

Despite the new location, fire 
emergency phone numbers are un¬ 
changed. All Fire Dept, permits can 
be obtained at the fire chief’s office 
in the basement of Town Hall.

“In good faith, it was supposed to 
lx? about $11 — maybe $15 with the ex¬ 
tra costs,’’ she said. “I understand 
why people get upset when the cost is 
so drastically different. It was sup¬ 
posed to gradually reduce to about $5 
per ton, and by the 15th year of opera¬ 
tion, we were even supposed to be 
making money.” 

Kincaid said low’er oil costs have 
contributed to the problem, because 
oil-related energy is not as costly to 
the utility companies. Since the utili¬ 
ty companies pay the difference be¬ 
tween steam energy (which will be 
bought from NESWC) and the oil 
costs they w’ould have incurred if they 
had not used the steam, lower oil 
prices mean lower revenues. 

By federal law. utilities must buy 
steam from any particular source, in¬ 
cluding the NESWC regional plant. 
The New England Power Co. will buy 
NESWC steam. 

According to Kincaid, the price of 
oil represents the cost of power the 
utility pays to generate its own 
energy. With lower oil costs, NEWSC 
gets less moeny for its steam because 
the difference between the oil costs 
and the steam is lower. 

“They will pay us the money it 
would have cost them to have 
generated the steam from oil,” said 
Kincaid. She added that it’s called the 
“avoided cost,” because the utility 
avoids the (usually higher) oil cost. 

“But with oil prices dropping 30 or 
40 percent, that actually hurts us,” 
she added. “NESWC is probably one 
of the few who actually are penaliz¬ 
ed by low oil prices,” she told Town 
Meeting. 

Still, she said, considering that 
many towns are now scrambling for 
landfill rights, the NESWC members 
are luckier than most. 

“At least we had the foresight to 
prepare for the landfill problems that 
other communities are now facing. 
With NESWC, we know exactly where 
we’ll he dumping our trash, plus we 
have the added guarantee that we can 
dump into the Peabody landfill for the 
next 20 years.”

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Meanwhile, the town can ease the 
impact of the higher costs by recycl¬ 
ing the cans, bottles and newspapers. 
The bins of recyclable material are 
then sold. In essence, said Serratore, 
Winchester can make money off of

Serratore said that last year about 
900 tons were processed through the 
recycling center. “We think it’s not 
unreasonable to expect that we could 
recycle twice as much this year," he 
said.

Bair Say ‘Motherhood 3s 3\[ot Like Jt Used To Be

In the good old days, a woman hav¬ 
ing a baby was surrounded by mother 
and grandmother and aunts and older 
sisters, who'd been there before, and 
could offer help, advice, and the loan of 
clothes and baby equipment. 

But. today, with our highly mobile 
society, many women find themselves 
sharing their good news with family 
members by long distance telephone. 

When Mom lives in Carolina, and sis 
lives in Ohio, it's hard to ask for recom¬ 
mendations on a doctor, or a hospital, 
or a good place to buy maternity clothes 
near Boston. 

And the whole situation gets more 
complicated, when more women have 
jobs outside the home: where to buy 
maternity dress for success ' suits: how 
to tell the boss; what legal rights a preg¬ 
nant worker has. 

But now there's a book that should 
make it easier lor the mother-to-be to 
find what she needs: Having A Baby In 
Boston. 

It was written by Barbara Rosenbaum 
and Toby Schlein. two Lexington women 
who found themselves having their first 
babies — here — while their families 
were far away. 

I didn't know where to begin to find 
out what I wanted to know." says Rosen¬ 
baum For example: with all the options 
available here — midwives, physicians, 
home births, birthing rooms, hospital 
delivery — I never looked into my op 
lions. I just assumed I would stay with 
the doctor who did my well-woman 
care.' 

Schlein had some family in the area, 
but still found her choices overwhelm 
ing. "And. nine years ago. there weren't 
even a lot of pregnant women around, 
she recalls. 


Rosenbaum and Schlein went 
through their first pregnancies with just 
their husbands for immediate support. 

But the two women met when their 
older children, then two-year-olds, were 
in a play group together. Both children 
and parents became good friends. 

"We sort of saw each other through 
our second pregnancies, lending clothes 
back and forth and just being suppor¬ 
tive." Rosenbaum says. 

In the course of their many conver¬ 
sations. the two women decided that 
there ought to be some sort of central 
reference guide for other women in their 
situation. 

"We checked the libraries, and there 
was nothing like it." Schlein says. 

They decided to do something about 
it. 

The paperback book that resulted 
(more than three years later) is a kind 
of comprehensive consumers' guide to 
having a baby — and coping with the 
aftermath — in the Boston area. 

It includes listings of health care op¬ 
tions. doctors who will preside at home 
deliveries, genetic and emotional 
counseling services, prepared childbirth 
classes, pregnancy exercise courses, 
places to buy maternity clothes and 
baby things at a discount, or second 
hand, parent support groups — and 
more. 

This book has everything in it we 
wish we knew when we were having our 
babies. Schlein explains. 

They're not authors by profession, 
they both say. Rosenbaum has a 
background in social work. Schlein in 
education. 

"We didn't set out to write a book at 
all." Schlein says, with a half smile. "We 
thought we'd just put together these 
listings: it was kind of naive. We ended 


up doing a lot more writing, and editing 
the stuff we had. than we ever thought 
we would. 

They wrote to hospitals and 
organizations and stores, asking them 
to respond to their survey questions. 

"We didn't know if they'd take us 
seriously — two ladies with no publisher 
and no letterhead and no organization 
behind us." says Rosenbaum with a 
laugh. 

But. with a few follow up contacts, 
nearly everyone did take them serious¬ 
ly. Schlein says. "We got nearly 100 per¬ 
cent response from the hospitals in the 
area, and close to that from the 
organizations." 

It took Schlein and Rosenbaum 
more than three years to produce their 
book, working while the children were 
in nursery school, and evenings and 
weekends. Their husbands, they say. 
were extremely supportive. 

They always acted as if they believ 
ed it could be done, and we were capable 
of doing it." Schlein says. 

After a few unsuccessful tries at 
marketing the book to a publisher, they 
got an assist from Wheelock College — 
and eventually linked up with Harvard 
Common Press, in Harvard. Mass. 

The 185-page book is chock-full of 
handy information, like: 

• Suggested questions to ask doc¬ 
tors, hospitals, nurse-midwives and 
others as parents-to-be research their 
options; 

• Which hospitals have birthing 
rooms, allow another person besides the 
father in the delivery room, provide 
special services: 

• The hospitals' answers to ques¬ 
tions on the frequency of Caesarean and 
vaginal births, the types of anesthesia 
used, and the types of prepping re 


quired: 

• A handy food-groups exchange 
chart, listing suggested daily servings of 
dairy products, fruits and vegetables 
breads fats, and proteins — for non 
pregnant, pregnant, and breast-feeding 
women: and 

• Information on the rights of 
pregnant workers, including state law on 
maternity leave: 

There are all sorts of tidbits ol ink» 
mation tucked into the book

Twins is headquartered in Arlington 
Heights.

New mothers are beautiful. 
Their eyes shine. Their skin glows. 

Freed from big bellies, labor 
pains and lurking fears, they radiate 
with new life. 

Giving birth, says Catherine 
Ciardi. "has to be the most wonder¬ 
ful feeling you can ever experience 
in your life. It's just a natural'high. 
It's like sitting on top of the world 
the moment they say, 'Everything's 
fine, she has 10 fingers and toes."' 

Still, Ciardi knows babies are a 
challenge. I think you fly high for 
about a week and then you get 
them home and they're up all night 
crying." 

Ciardi. a Woburn resident, gave 
birth to her second child by 
Cesarean section last Tuesday mor¬ 
ning at Winchester Hospital 
Although she walked slowly 
through the maternity ward on Fri¬ 
day. her deep brown eyes were 
brilliant. Ciardi is elated about her 
newborn. Amanda Catherine, seven 
pounds, four ounces. 

(It was either going to be Aman¬ 
da Catherine or Krista Lee. Says 
Ciardi. "When I aw her, I said, 'Oh, 
she's definitely an Amanda 
Catherine.'") 

At 27, Ciardi doesn't plan to 
stop with two children. "I’d like to 
have three or four," she says. "I 
came from a big family. The way I 
feel, that's what life is all about." 

Ciardi breast feeds her new 
daughter, quite a commitment. 
"You start with three minutes on 
each side," she says, "and work up 
to 10 minutes on each side." 

A lot of W’omen don't want to 
breast feed, she says. "My sisters 
are totally against it," but she says 
breasts have a natural function. 
"The way I feel is. what else are they 
there for?” 

Until recently, Ciardi worked for 
GTE. Now, though, she says she's 


fed up with work. 

"This is it. No more work. I’m 
home now. It was hard juggling with 
one baby." 

At GTE, she was a vice presi¬ 
dent’s secretary. "It was really a lot 
of responsibility, with work to take 
home. I kind of ended up neglecting 
my son." 

"Some women are career 
women," she says. "I imagine by the 
time they reach 40 they feel they're 
missing out on something. But then 
they’ve had other things mothers 
haven’t had." 

Down the hall, Paula Callahan. 
29. is healing after giving b irth to 
Eric the day before. She says she 
chose his name "mainly because I 
like it." 

At home, she has 5 '/ 2 -year-old 
identical twin boys. 

A former hygienist. Callahan 
looks healthy and strong. Still, so 
recently out of the delivery room, 
she uses the hospital bed to sit up. 
taking the strain off her exhausted 
abdominal muscles. 

She was in labor for 12 hours, 
from 12:30 a.m. Thursday until 
12:30 p.m. the same afternoon. 

"I think with the first baby peo¬ 
ple don't fully understand that it's 
going to be something a little more 
than a beautiful, natural ex¬ 
perience," she says. 

Although she took a pain killer 
at the end. Callahan used the 
Lamaze method of natural 
childbirth through most of the con¬ 
tractions. Special breathing techni¬ 
ques helped control the pain. 

Her husband. Harry, was a life- 
saver, she says. 

He actually helps keep you 
concentrating on the breathing. He 
keeps you cool, he supports you. he 
tells you that you are going to make 
it." 

To help concentrate during 
labor, Callahan focused on a photo 


"I think because it has been five 
years, it's like having the first one 
all over again."

‘Rates Selection 
Jor His Letter

Letter-writing seems to be a 
dying art. 

People don't register their con¬ 
cerns by mail these days. They go 
on a march, or phone in their 
protests. 

Invitations and thank-you notes 
have gone the same way: even love 
letters have given way to a few lines 
scribbled on a Hallmark card. 

For all but a few people, letter¬ 
writing has become merely a 
grammar-school lesson — an 
academic exercise. 

That’s a trend the 
Massachusetts Envelope Company 
would like to reverse, for obvious 
reasons. 

So, in honor of the firm’s 75th 
anniversary, they sponsored a 
letter-writing contest to prove to the 
state's 4th-, 5th-, and 6th-graders 
that writing a letter can make a dif¬ 
ference: "Kidswrite." 

Students in 1,400 elementary 
and middle schools all over the 
state were invited to write to Gover¬ 
nor Michael Dukakis about their 
major environmental concerns. 

To make it part of the real 
world, the students were promised 
a response by state officials. 

"The competition is designed to 
reinforce basic writing skills and get 
the kids involved in the democratic 
process at an early age," said a 
Mass. Envelope Co. spokeswoman. 
"We wanted to come up with 
something that would be practical. 

"Everyone in each class par¬ 
ticipating writes a letter, and then 
the class choses one letter to send 
to the Governor." the spokeswoman 
explained. 

The kids took to the idea of 
writing a real-live letter, the Mass. 


Envelope Co. spokeswoman added: 
"We got truckloads of letters; just 
thousands." 

Local students were among 
those letting the Governor know 
what they think. 

Joan Black’s fourth-grade class 
at the Dallin School in Arlington 
wrote letters. 

"It's really something when 
businesses and industries recognize 
education that way," commented 
Dallin principal Mary Murphy. "It’s 
hard to make it real when we teach 
letter writing. Teachers can come 
up with all the gimmicks they want 
— but it won’t top an answer from 
the Governor.” 

Fifth- and sixth-graders in Steve 
Frazee’s and Mary Scharch’s classes 
in Winchester’s Lincoln School tried 
their hands at the competition. 

Student scribes from Carol 
Lynch's sixth-grade and Maryann 
Benges’ fifth/sixth-grade classes at 
the Vinson-Owen School in Win¬ 
chester also took part. 

The kids in Marilyn Mazur’s 
sixth-grade class at the Chenery 
Middle School in Belmont put their 
two-cents worth in, too. 

And a letter by one of their 
number, Jason Callanan, was 
chosen by a panel of volunteer 
teachers as one of the top letters in 
the Greater Boston area. 

Callanan’s neatly handwritten 
letter (in textbook-perfect form) fills 
three pages, and focuses on con¬ 
tamination of the state's water 
resources. 

"Dear Governor Dukakis. '' he 
wrote. 

"I would like to talk to you 
about what I think is a serious pro¬ 
blem in Massachusetts. It s the way 
our water is being treated. 


“Some of our water is con¬ 
taminated with hazardous wastes 
from companies. Other wastes have 
blended in with our fish, and have 
poisoned them. 

7 learned about this crisis last 
summer . . . .1 can remember my 
aunt saying, ‘Enjoy the swimming 
here now, because next year they'll 
probably shut this place down. ’ 

“And sure enough, the next 
summer, the pond sat alone; with 
no kids jumping and splashing in it. 
no swans wading in it. and no fish 
left in (what use to be a) pond. . . 

The sixth-grade environment¬ 
alist goes on to mention that 
several children who live near that 
Woburn pond have had cancer 
which may be linked to the 
chemicals in the pond. And, he 
notes, other types of pollution are 
costing fishermen and clammers 
their livelihood. 

The young Vernon rd. resident 
had some suggestions for the 
Governor, too. 

"Some of the ways I think we 
can overcome this problem is by 
making some laws with teeth in 
them, and strictly enforcing the 
laws of pollution we already have, 
he wrote. ‘We could have meetings 
at schools, and show people that we 
care. 

"If we all work together and 
cooperate, we can fight this pro¬ 
blem and win. We must take care 
of our water now. before it is too 
late," Callanan concluded. 

The young man of letters is the 
son of Marilee and Kevin Callanan. 
He says he's "a pretty good stu 
dent." It took him about an hour- 
and-a-half, altogether, to do three 
drafts of the letter. 

"I was surprised and happy to be 
in the top," Callanan said. "Thurs¬ 
day, we re supposed to get a cer¬ 
tificate from the Governor." 

Callanan and the 23 other 4th-, 
5th-, and 6th-grade students whose 
letters were chosen will be at the 
State House today, to read their let¬ 
ters to the Governor, and receive 
their awards. 

Letters which were not submit¬ 
ted to the Governor will be sent to 
Secretary of Environmental Affairs 
James Hoyte — in special red-and- 
white Kidswrite envelopes — for 
responses.

Locals Join 35 Designers 
In Decorating Show House

There aren't many people who 
can resist a chance to peek at the 
way other people decorate their 
homes. 

And what decorator could resist 
having free reign to decorate a 
room, or redesign a garden? 

The Junior League of Boston's 
Show House and Garden Tour, an 
annual fundraiser, answers both 
temptations — and does it for a 
good cause. 

This year's Show House is the 
Endicott Estate, at 656 East Street 
in Dedham. The house and grounds 
are open foi tours, now through 
May 19. 

Two local people. Jennie L. 
Brockelman of Winchestei and 
Benjamin Nuhabedian, A.S.I.D.. ol 
Arlington, are among the 35 
designers who teamed up to 
transform the house and grounds of 
the Endicott Estate. 

Brockelman. w ho runs her own 
business. Murals Etcetera." 
painted a mural in an alcove of the 
house. 

Nahabedian. in business as 
Benn Theodore Ltd. on Mass. ave.. 
decorated one of the bedrooms in 
the house for a young girl, drawing 
his theme from a French children's 
story. 

All the decorators involved 
donate their time and materials, 
and arrange for furnishings (which 
are removed after the show) 
through their professional contacts. 

It's a professional investment, 
given the hordes of people who visit 
the Show House each year. But it's 
also a chance neither of the local 
designers would pass up. 

It's a very nice way to display 
one's work to the public, and. at the 
same time, a charity benefits. 
Nahabedian explains 

Designers are usually invited to 
try for an assignment on the Show 
House. Nahabedian says. 

"The designer selects three 
rooms, and submits ideas for 
them." he explains. "They're just 
quick, verbal explanations of what 
we intend to do; then, we prepare 
a sketch, after we've been assigned, 


for the program book." 

It probably isn't quite as calm or 
simple as Nahabedian makes it 
sound. 

"They have an open house, and 
all the rooms are numbered." ex¬ 
plains Brockelman. a first-timer at 
all this. "You're supposed to sit 
down and tell them, on the spot, 
what you propose to do with it. " 
The Mural 

"I found this little alcove — it 
used to be the front entrance — and 
it didn't even have a number." she 
says. I thought, nothing ventured, 
nothing gained . . . and I propos¬ 
ed a mural. They liked it." 

Because the mural would re¬ 
main in the house after the show, 
Brockelman consulted the Dedham 
Historical Society about some ap¬ 
propriate themes. 

I wanted to be sure it would 
really be something they'd want to 
have." she explains. The mural is 
done on canvas, and then installed 
like wallpaper. 

"I depicted the Endicott estate 
and some of its outbuildings on one 
side, and the Fairbanks House 
|another historic house in Dedham] 
on the other side." Brockelman 
says. 

Brockelman. a Mount Holyoke 
graduate and an alumna of the 
Worcester Art Museum school, 
began painting murals about six 
years ago. (She did the mural in the 
Winchester Selectmen s office.) 

As a longtime Winchester resi¬ 
dent. she went to Koko Boodakian 
and Sons to ask to borrow an Orien¬ 
tal rug to finish off her alcove — 
and discovered the Boodakians had 
an Endicott connection all their 
own. 

When Koko Boodakian. the 
father, was starting out in business 
in this country. Miss Endicott was 
wonderful to him." Brockelman 
says. "She bought all her rugs from 
him. and really remembered them 
during the Depression. The petit- 
point fire screen in their store was 
given to them by Miss Endicott." 

Boodakians loaned a rug for the 
alcove, and for several other rooms 
in the Show House. 


The Girl’s Room 

The house, which Nahabedian 
describes as "a rambling. Queen- 
Anne/Georgian hybrid that goes on 
and on." presented some real 
challenges and opportunities, he 
says. 

"The first floor has a mahogany 
dining room and an oak living 
room; and it's rather peculiar in its 
architectural choices," he observes. 

Nahabedian drew the challenge 
of decorating a little girl's room 

"I based my room on the French 
story book, Madeleine, so it has a 
very European feel to it." he ex¬ 
plains. "The selection of furniture 
wasn't little-girlish, so it would take 
her ftom her youth into her teen 
years and college — and after that, 
would make a very nice guest 
room." 

He did the room in pastels, 
"mainly ice-pink." and dark French 
walnut furniture. 

And there are lots of little-girl 
things around the room," he adds. 

Nahabedian grew up in the field, 
working with his father. 

"I was exposed to it all the time, 
so it seemed like a natural evolu- 




tion." when he majored in it at the 
Maryland Institute in Baltimore, he 
says. 

The Show House Hours 

The Decorator’s Show House 
and Garden Tour is open through 
May 19. 

Hours are Monday-Saturday. 
10-3; Tuesday-Thursday, 6-8:30 in 
the evening; and Sunday afternoons 
from 1-4:30. 

In addition to the work on the 
house and grounds by the 35 
decorators and designers, there will 
be a boutique of handcrafted items, 
and a refreshment tent, the "Cafe 
Pineapple." with salads, sand 
wiches. desserts and beverages. 

Cameras are not allowed, but 
each visitor receives a souvenir pro 
gram, which includes the designers 
sketches and descriptions of the 
rooms. 

Children under 8 years old are 
also not welcome, for obvious 
reasons, and probably wouldn't en¬ 
joy it, anyway. 

Tickets ($8) are available at the 
door. Parking is available on the 
premises. For more information,

Honey, Vinegar Are Answer For Reader

Dear John; Before you go off 
the air, so to speak, l thought I 
would put In my two cents’ worth. 

Over a year ago I decided to try 
your column’s advice on honey and 
vinegar. I took it faithfully for over 
a year, before breakfast and before 
supper. 

Before I started 1 had to hang 
on to the cellar railing and go down 
one step at time. Today I go down 
almost as when I was 30 years old. 
I’m 65 now. 

I did run into one problem, 
however, and now have cut back 
successfully to two to four times 
a week. The problem was acute in¬ 
digestion, probably due to overuse 
of vinegar. 

The letter you published was 
correct in that, after using it for a 
year, one should cut usage to two 
to three times a week. 

In the meantime, my acute in¬ 
digestion, which may or may not 
be related to the honey-vinegar 
usage, left a day or two after I cut 


back on the honey-vinegar and us¬ 
ed a half bottle of Mylanta. 

Because of that problem, 
however, 1 decided I should write 
to you for the Certo article and 
your new leaflet on arthritis. 

I’m enclosing a small donation, 
and a stamped, self-addressed 
envelope. I purchased some Certo 
and grape juice, but I’m not sure 
how to use It. — Walter 

Dear Walter: I'm not sure about 
that word "Mylanta". Is it a coined 
word? 

I'm delighted with the luck you 
had with honey and vinegar. Of 
course you used puie apple cider 
vinegar. 

At this point I have to remind 
new readers that requests must be 
accompanied by a stamped, self- 
addressed envelope. Just a loose 
stamp in the envelope doesn't do it. 

As to donations, we can always 
use them to pay the leaflets, etc. 
They don't need to be as big as 
yours. Walter, but I thank you 
anyway. Let me know how you 
come out with the fruit pectin (Cer¬ 
to) and juice. 


Dear John: Enclosed Is a self- 
addressed, stamped envelope and 
$1. Please send me the vinegar 
and Certo formulas. I have ar¬ 
thritis. 

My doctor has me on Zeldene. 
Please send me all information you 
have on arthritis, and what about 
WD 40 and DMSO? . Mildred 

Dear Mildred: I know a letter ap¬ 
peared in the column advocating 
use of WD 40 for arthritis. Personal¬ 
ly, I'd be rather afraid of it until I 
heard verification on how good it is. 
This just doesn't sound right. 

Better stick to fruit pectin, ap¬ 
ple cider and vinegar — things we 
know a lot more about. 

Dear John: I am sending some 
self-addressed, stamped 

envelopes requesting your printed 
material on arthritis (including 
Certo and others) be sent to these 
people. I’m also including a check 
for $20 to help toward printing 
this material. 

There was a letter in your col¬ 
umn requesting help for dry It¬ 
ching skin. I have dry flaky skin 
around my nose, in my ears and 
along the hairline. I think It’s refer¬ 


red to as facial dandruff. I used to 
use Cardran to control it. 
Sometime within the last couple of 
years KDKA radio in Philadelphia 
advertised this product. 

This product is not a cure, it’s 
for controlling psoriasis. I’m sure 
they will send your your informa¬ 
tion If you will request it. (Relief 
and Co., P.O. Box 20, State Col¬ 
lege, PA 16801). Hope this helps 
someone else as much as it helped 
me. I was paying over $11 for a 
very small tube of Cardran. 

My condition is far less critical 
than psoriasis, but it is a nuisance. 

Thanks for your column. It's 
refreshing to see the caring and 
sharing. I read it in the Valley Jour¬ 
nal Green Sheet. 

I just called the Relief and Co., 
and the current price is $24.35 (in¬ 
cluding shipping and handling) for 
a 12-ounce jar.

Our Children 

2nd Grader Faces Old Problem

Q. I’m 7 years old and in the 
second grade. There is that girl in 
my class. Her name is Alexis and 
I like her alot. But she doesn’t pay 
any attention to me. That makes 
me sad. What should I do? 

P.S.: My mother told me to 
write to you, and she corrected my 
spelling.) 

A. You were so nice to write to 
me. Why not look around your 
classroom and see if there are other 
girls who act as though they like 
you. If you give them a chance, you 
might like them, too. It even could 
happen that if you pay less atten¬ 
tion to the girl you like now and 
more lo others, that girl may start 
to notice you more. 

Good luck to you. 

(P.S.: Your writing is very good, 
and tell your mother her spelling is, 
too.) 

Q. My husband I are planning 
a vacation and we differ on the sub¬ 
ject of whether our baby should go 
with us. (The baby will be 6 
months old when we go.) 

I feel we should take the baby 


with us. She’s very good, healthy 
and happy, and I’ve offered to take 
full responsibility for her. 

He wants this to be a “second 
honeymoon”, and believes that 
baby would be a drag on our plans. 

Even though we have a compe¬ 
tent babysitter who would be with 
her, and my mother who lives near¬ 
by would check up every day and 
be available if there Is any 
emergency, I would worry every 
minute and be lonely for her. I’m 
just not ready to leave her totally 
in someone else’s hands. 

We’re not the arguing kind, so 
even this quiet difference is 
unusual for us. Is there any kind of 
compromise we can work out? 

A. One possibility is a shorten 
ed vacation this time (perhaps on¬ 
ly a few days), going without the 
baby, and saving time for later on 
when she is older and when you'd 
be less uncomfortable leaving her. 
During the few days away, the 
babysitter and your mother can 
know wheie you are and how to get 
in touch with you. and you could 
call in once or twice a day. 

You and your husband both 


deserve the private time that a "se¬ 
cond honeymoon" might provide. 
Your offer to take full charge of the 
baby if she goes along is generous, 
but you know as well as I do that 
just having her there (as good as 
she is) would cut into the time and 
privacy that he apparently wants for 
both of you. 

The longer vacation away from 
the baby would frustrate you, and 
not going on a vacation would be 
unsatisfying to him (and perhaps to 
you). So this time the shorter period 
might be a possibility. 

Why not talk it over, and see 
whether it's agreeable to both of 
you?

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$10.5 Million 
School Budget 
Escapes Cuts 


By NANCY PICK 

Town Meeting voters stamped out 
a move to reduce school spending last 
Thursday and passed the $10.5 million 
education budget intact. 

Then, at Monday night’s Town 
Meeting session, voters rallied to 
keep alive $50,000 for school carpets 
and fresh paint, overturning a move 
to slash those funds. 

Last Thursday Sally Kincaid of 
Prospect st. led a budget cut cam¬ 
paign. She told Meeting members 
that school spending was bloated and 
“flagrantly ignores the continuing 
drop in school enrollments.” 

Kincaid proposed cutting the 
budget by 1 percent, or $105,000. The 
cut. she said, would be “little more 
than a slap on the wrists of both the 
School Committee and the Finance 
Committee.” Both boards should 
make a better effort to curb school 
spending, she said. 

Kincaid cited statistics saying there 
were more teachers in the schools 


than necessary. She said 55 fewer 
students would be at McCall Junior 
High next year, and called for propor¬ 
tionate staff cutbacks. 

She said 30 teachers could be 
spared in all, saving the school 
$750,000. 

Meanwhile, Supt. Charles Mit- 
sakos said two junior high teachers 
will be dropped next year, while two 
elementary school teachers will be 
added to keep pace with an increase 
in young child enrollment. 

School Committee Chairman Ed¬ 
ward O’Connell defended every dollar 
of the school budget, saying it includ¬ 
ed “no slush.” He pointed to Win¬ 
chester High School’s six National 
Merit Scholars as the products of good 
schools. “These children did not 
become merit scholars in a vacuum.” 
he said. 

Meanwhile, William McCarthy of 
the Winchester Housing Authority 
said 233 housing units are under con-

Crossing Guards 
Keep Summer 
Jobs Benefits

The town lost the chance to save 
$8.(><K) in unemployment payouts but 
won back the loyalty of its 25-inember 
school crossing guard corps this 
week. 

Monday night. Town Meeting 
members voted to keep the guards’ 
salaries in the police budget, preser¬ 
ving their right to summer unemploy¬ 
ment benefits. Had the guards been 
switched to School Dept, jurisdiction, 
they would have lost eligibility for 
those benefits. 

And they just might have quit their 
jobs, some after 25 years of service to 
the town. 

“I think we’ve got a bargain and 
I think we ought to hang on to (the 
crossing guards) as they are,” said 
Town Meeting member Phyllis 
Williams. She said the guards are the 
town’s only non-unionized employees. 


When he heard about the propos¬ 
ed cutback, crossing guard Richard 
Horn told Selectmen, “I don’t mind 
the weather, whether it’s raining, 
snowing or whatever, because I love 
kids and I always have and 1 spoil 
them. I think the Town Meeting is 
making a big mistake.” 

Robert Frank of Swan rd. raised 
questions about the crossing guards’ 
summer benefits at the May 6 session 
of Town Meeting. He said the town 
could likely save $8,000 by cutting 
those payments. 

Two days later, the crossing 
guards mobilized. They appeared en 
masse at last week’s Selectmen’s 
meeting to get their point across: if 
their unemployment was cut, they 
would quit. 

“What. . .is$8,000?“asked Horn 
in an interview. “It’s nothing. It’s just

Town Votes 
$25.8 Budget

Town Meeting members approved 
a $25.8 million budget Monday night, 
axing $135,(KK) in proposed pension 
funds and $50,0(H) in sewer repairs, to 
stay within Prop. 2D tax ceilings. 

The budget puts the town $4,500 
under the tax levy limit, according to 
unofficial figures from Town Clerk 
Caroline Ward. 

Using those figures, taxes would 
increase to $24.91 per $1,000 assessed 
property value, according to Town 
Comptroller Joseph Bonner. That is 
$1.87 above last year’s tax rate, he 
said. 

However, Town Meeting must still 
i ule on $775,IKK) worth of warrant ar¬ 
ticles requests. If members shoot 
down any article funding requests, 
the tax rate could fall. 

On Monday, Meeting members 
killed a move to pump an extra 
$135,000 into a $630,000 pension 
reserve fund for town employees. Ac¬ 
cording to a 1983 accounting study, 
the town must set aside $20 million in 
future retirement aid. 

Selectman Alan Macdonald said 
Winchester has decided to build the 
pension accounts gradually over a 
30-year period- He said the town has 
already set aside $550,000, which has 
grown to $630,000 with interest 

This year, the Retirement Board 
earmarked another $165,000 for 
another reserve pension account. The 
Retirement Board’s account is in¬ 
dependent of the town’s pension 
reserve account. 

Even without the $135,000 alloca¬ 
tion for the original reserve account, 
Winchester remains ahead of the 
30-year funding schedule recom¬ 
mended by the accounting study, said 
Bonner. 

He said the state is pushing towns 
to save for the future, to offset pro¬ 
jected increases in annual pension 
funding. This year, the town’s retire¬ 
ment plan took a $1.7 million bite out 
of the budget, and Bonner said that 
figure is expected to grow. 

Starting this year, said Bonner, 
the state “is forcing retirement 
systems to put money aside.” The 
state has mandated that by 1988 all 
the “excess earnings" from the 
town’s pension fund must he set aside. 
In Winchester, that amounts to 
roughly $500,000 per year. 


Assessors' Request Killed 

Also on Monday, voters quashed a 
$25,000 Assessors' Board request for 
computer equipment. The money 
would have bought a computer 
package to streamline next year s 
property revaluation, which town 
assessors plan to do themselves 

Assessors budgeted $ 40 .(hh) for the 
project, but found that estimate at 
least $20,000 short of what is needed. 
Assessor Chairman Francis X 
Mahoney said his board learned that 
computer appraisal packages can 
cost as high as $60,(KK) to $70,000. 

Still, he said the town could save 
money with the computer package by 
garnering information that could be 
used in future evaluations Also, he 
said town work would cost less than 
hiring a private assessor, who might 
charge $250,000 to $ 300 , 000 . 

Ultimately, assessors will likely 
have to ask Selectmen for more funds 
to complete the state-mandated 
revalution, said Mahoney. “I think 
Town Meeting was in the cutting 
mood to stay within Prop. 2D. and wo 
were the first victim," he said. 

Finance Committee Chairman 
Patrick Roddy said his board did not 
support the motion, based on a 
"paucity of information.” Selectmen, 
however, backed the Assessors, say 
ing they support the hoard’s effort to 
do its own revaluation. 

Sewer Repairs Postponed 

Town Meeting members also put 
off spending $50,000 to replace the 
Woodside rd. sewage pumping sla 
lion, while approving $71 ,000 for the 
Winford Way and Thornberry rd. 
stations. 

According to Assistant Director ol 
Public Works James Courcluime. 
comprehensive construction bids 
came in $29.(KK) above the $121,000 
estimated cost for replacing all three 
stations. 

Rather than requesting added 
money to meet the higher bids, Town 
Engineer John Ciarcia suggested the 
towai temporarily save $ 50,000 by cut¬ 
ting out the Winford Way replace¬ 
ment. 

Courchaine said the Woodside rd. 
pumping station could hold out 
another year. 

“I think we can keep it together 
with chicken wire and bubblegum." 
he said Tuesday. 


Agency OKs Site 
For Rotondi Plan

Financing Agency has granted initial 
approval of the Forest st. site on 
which former state senator Samuel 
Rotondi plans to build multi-family 
housing. 

According to an April 29 letter 
received by Rotondi, the agency has 
reviewed the site and has 
“determined that the site meets 
agency site criteria for suitable rental 
housing locations.” 

Eleanor White, chief of operations 
at the MHFA, said on Tuesday that 
the agency has not approved specific 
housing plans, but only has agreed 
that the site could lx* used for housing. 

”We have not approved the initial 
housing plan, only the site,” said 
White However, we have invited 
Mr. Rotondi to work with us to come 
up with a plan that will suit the needs 
of the community." 

White said her agency has receiv¬ 
ed “several letters of complaint” 
from Winchester residents about the 
proposal. "Most have expressed con¬ 
cerns about traffic, although some 
have mentioned specific site-planning 
problems.” 

Rotondi plans to build a $4 million 
housing complex in memory of his 
late brother. George, who died of 
cancer last September at age 39. 

The project. George E Rotondi 
Memorial Park, includes plans to 
build 70 apartments on the Rotundi 
family's 4.5 acre Forest st. property. 

One-fourth of those apartments 
would he rented to low-to-moderate- 
income families through a state sub¬ 


sidy program. Five units would be ac¬ 
cessible to the handicapped, 
according to the plan. 

Meanwhile, Assessors Chairman 
Francis X. Mahoney has confirmed 
that the board has increased its 
assessment of the Rotondi land, part¬ 
ly due to pressure from angry 
residents who claim the Rotondis 
have been given an unfair break. 

“It was nothing personal. We just 
felt compelled to reassess our valua¬ 
tions,” said Mahoney. 

“This was an isolated case.” 
Mahoney said. “To the extent that the 
pressure that was brought the 
notoriety — prompted us to change 
our assessment." 

Mahoney said the higher assess¬ 
ment is effective immediately, but 
that the Rotondis can appeal the 
decision. 

“This may well end up in the state 
appellate tax hoard. We’re not God; 
we acted in good faith, making the 
decision we did,” he said. 

“So far as we’re concerned, if they 
(Rotondis > build on the site, it ’s worth 
more,” Mahoney said. “Even if they 
don't build, the cat’s out of the hag 
now. It’s going to be hard to convince 
this hoard now that that land is wor¬ 
thless. 

“It all boils down to our moral 
obligation to act.” added Mahoney. 

Rotondi. meanwhile, questioned 
the board’s actions “What has chang¬ 
ed about the land? Nothing, yet. 

“I can see changing things once 
we build on it," Rotondi acknowledg¬ 
ed. “But if they could assess it the 
same for a while, how can they 


change it because there are plans to 
build? 

“I have no problem with the 
1 change in) assessment once we 
build, hut right now nothing has been 
built yet,” he added 

Rotondi has said the project is 
aimed at commemorating his 
brother, while helping Winchester 
alleviate a housing crunch and fulfill 
fair-housing requirements 

Rotondi has rejected the “housing 
project " label, saying the apartments 
would be spacious and attractive, 
with none taller than two stories. He 
said 75 percent of the appartments 
those not subsidized would demand 
“some of the highest rents in the 
metropolitan area.” 

Rotondi said he expects to submit 
plans lor the housing complex to Win¬ 
chester’s Zoning Board of Appeals 
within a few weeks. 

The Rotondis could pay less than 
5 percent interest on the loans if the 
project qualifies for a state program 
to encourage rental apartment con¬ 
struction, called State Housing 
Assistance for Rental Production 
(SHARP) 

SHARP requires that at least 25 
percent of a development l>e rented to 
families with low-lo moderate income 
levels. 

Selectman Mark A. Lombardi has 
called the Rotondi plans inconsistent 
with a housing agreement signed in 
February with the state’s Executive 
Office ol Uommunitites and Develop¬ 
ment (EOCD). That agreement

pledged Winchester to provide scat¬ 
tered subsidized housing. 

The Winchester-EOCD housing 
agreement reads, “The Board of 
Selectmen and the Planning Board 
shall exercise their best efforts in 
their dealing with private developers 
to encourage the inclusion of com¬ 
ponents of low-to-moderate income 
housing in proposed 

developments .... 

“The Selectmen intend to examine 
programs such as the state SHARP 
Program and Federal 202 Elderly 
Housing Programs, to see if such pro¬ 
grams can provide greater availabili¬ 
ty of affordable housing in 
Winchester.” 

According to preliminary draw¬ 
ings, the complex will include a 
60-unit two-story townhouse with one- 
and two-bedroom apartments. 

Also, two smaller complexes 
would be built, one with six three- 
bedroom apartments and another 
with four three-bedroom apartments. 

Forested land would provide a buf¬ 
fer from Route 93 and recreation 
space, Rotondi said. 

Rotondi has also said he hopes 
single parents in Winchester 
struggling to make ends meet could 
benefit from the new apartments. 

However, he said, the state would 
determine eligible applicants. 

Families qualifying for Section 8 
federal subsidies or state Chapter 707 
rental aid would be able to live in the 
18 subsidized apartments, according 
to SHARP program guidelines. 

To qualify for such certificates, a 
one-person family would have to have 
a maximum income of $14,476, a two- 
person family of $16,544, a three- 
person family of $18,621 and a four- 
person family of $26,800, according to 
EOCD guidelines. 

Marcia Hertz, spokeswoman for 
EOCD, said decisions for the next 
round of SHARP funding for housing 
complexes are expected in July.

Panel Picks Five 
Principal Finalists 


H\ .111.1 M. HIGGINS 

Screening committees for poten¬ 
tial principals for the Vinson-Owen 
and Lincoln schools have chosen two 
local educators among the five can¬ 
didate finalists. 

Local teacher Robert Lynch, who 
has been acting principal at Lincoln 
since January, is one of the can¬ 
didates. 

The other local candidate is 
Joanne Martignetti, a Lincoln School 
teacher who has been on sabbatical 
for the past year. She is studying at 
Lesley College in Cambridge and has 
been on the staff of a local communi¬ 
ty task force on early childhood and 
primary education. 

The other three candidates are: 
Susan Villani of Ashaway. R.I . 
Suzanne McGee of Skowhegan, Maine 
and Linda Kemper of Westford. Ma 

Villani has been a principal in a 
Rhode Island system for seven years, 
while McGee has been principal in 
Skowhegan for the same amount of 
time. Kemper was a principal in Bed 
ford for about a year, according to 


Robert Fitzgerald. Winchester school 
personnel director. 

The announcement ot tne nnansts 
was made at Tuesday night 's School 
Committee meeting, just one day 
before the May 15 deadline establish 
ed in March by Supt. Charles 
Milsakos. 

During the past two weeks, the 
screening panels have interviewed 20 
semi finalists who were chosen at the 
beginning of this month. The inter 
views were conducted in the series of 
five sessions. 

Some 120 applications were recelv 
ed by the screeners, 65 of which were 
received by late March, when the 
principals search began. 

Both principal jobs are expected to 
offer a salary of $36,596, according to 
Fitzgerald, ‘initially, the jobs were 
advertised as paying $37.ooo annual¬ 
ly, but that was trimmed during con¬ 
tract talks with other local principals 

The principal posts opened up in 
early January, after a series of sud¬ 
den disruptions left both Vinson-Owen 
and Lincoln schools without leaders. 


On January 4. Vinson-Owen prin¬ 
cipal Clare M Corcoran stepped 
down after more than 20 years on the 
job. Corcoran left the post to become 
vice president and dean of graduate 
studies at Lesley College in Cam¬ 
bridge. 

The following week in January. 
Lincoln School principal Paula Cal 
frey was found dead at her Malden 
home; an autopsy confirmed carbon 
monoxide poisoning was the cause of 
death 

Since then, Ambrose School prin¬ 
cipal George Flynn has filled in as ac¬ 
ting principal at Lincoln, while 
Vinson-Owen teacher Robert Lynch 
has taken over his school. 

Both Mitsukos and screening 
panel members have said they would 
base their recommendations for the 
new principals on the candidates sen 
sitivity to the local system’s special 
needs, especially in light of the sUd 
detiess of the vacancies. 

It is expected that the school com 
mittee will announce its choices for 
the principal posts by June 


Study Comes Under Fire

Nearly 30 concerned parents at¬ 
tended Tuesday night’s School Com¬ 
mittee meeting to hear a report on 
redistricting plans for local school 
children. 

The report, which summarizes the 
recommendations ol an advisory 
group which first tackled the issue in 
September, calls for extending the 
northern boundary of the Ambrose 
School district to School st 

As a result, students living in that 
area of town who will lx> entering 
kindergarten or grade 1 this 
September will be required to attend 
school in the newly assigned district. 
Students from that neighborhood who 
are now in grades 1-5 will remain at 
their current school, according to the 
recommendations. 

Also, families with students now 
enrolled in grades 1-5 and with 
children scheduled to enter the 
kindergarten and/or grade 1 in 
September may Ik* able to move their 
older children to the same school that 
the younger children will attend. 

“The last thing we want to do is to 
disrupt families,“ said School Supt. 
Charles Milsakos on Tuesday. “There 
is nothing radical here, and the report 
is the result of a well-rounded ad¬ 
visory group that has worked very 
hard.” 

Milsakos added that enrollment 
rules regarding the Ambrose School 
district extension would affect 
families moving into the district with 
both first grade and older children. 

Meanwhile, several school board 


members criticized the report, saying 
enrollment figures were inaccurate 
and therefore unreliable. 

“It's clear to me that there’s no 
way of adequately projecting enroll¬ 
ment.” said committeeman William 
Jervey. “We don’t even know what’s 
going to happen in two years, never 
mind five years from now.” 

He questioned the advisory group, 
which based its figures in part on a 
controversial 19H2 study which 
ultimately resulted in school closings. 

"I'm not sure there’s any perfect 
way of dealing with the enrollment 
question. But when you use the 
numbers from the 1982 study, which 
weren't accurate to begin with, you’re 
only compounding our projection pro¬ 
blems.” 

Ex-chairman I)r Michael Ro- 
nyaneagreed. “I don’t have any con¬ 
fidence at all in these '82 projections. 

On its face, the mathematics alone 
would strongly suggest that the 
numbers are far from adequate.’’ 

He pointed to discrepancies in 
birth rate figures and called for more 
conclusive studies before the commit¬ 
tee votes on any proposed changes. 

“I’d suggest a census-driven and 
economically-driven study to deter¬ 
mine more accurately what we’re 
. likely to deal with I'urthet down the Ql 
road." 

Without such figures, he said, 
“We’re falling into the same trap we 
did in ’82.” 

New School Committee member 
Cathy Gatto, who served on the ad 
visorv board before her March elec¬ 


tion, cautioned the board. 

“As a member of the committee 
that did this study, I just want to re¬ 
mind everyone that we were stress¬ 
ing flexibility We were not bound nor 
were we looking to bind anyone into 
an inflexible situation.” 

Gatto said the group was looking 
at problems pressing the school 
system now, with the hope of reliev¬ 
ing those problems while keeping an 
eye on future enrollment possibilities. 

“We were trying to deal with the 
problems of how to establish exactly 
what it is that we need now. That's 
why we didn't suggest closing any 
schools, because the population is 
likley to shift in the upcoming years. ” 

She added that while she 
understands those concerned about 
the reliability of enrollment figures, 
she feels it would be unwise to put off 
present problems. 

“I understand Dr. Ronyane's con¬ 
cerns, but we do have some problems 
that we have to deal with now. Lincoln 
School is overcrowded, for one. 

“Those who are the ones who'd be 
redistricted say there’s no problem at 
Lincoln, while those who’d stay there 
say there’s no problem at all It all 
depends on who you talk to," added 
Gatto. 

But school board rrteiViber Stephen 
Powers insisted that the census 
figures could mean the difference 
when it comes to deciding the fate of 
Winchester schools. 

“We need some real census 
figures, not just some figures that

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Kraus Calls State Surplus A 


State Senator Richard A Kraus 
says the $171 millions state surplus 
announced recently by Frank Keefe, 
secretary of administration and 
finance, is a myth. 

Kraus, at a Friday press con¬ 
ference in Woburn, said the Com¬ 
monwealth should take care of its 
welfare cases and cities and towns 
before it goes about touting excess 
cash. 

"As long as the Commonwealth 
has large outstanding fiscal respon¬ 
sibilities. we have no surplus," said 
Kraus. He called for stepped up pro¬ 
grams for local aid and public pen¬ 
sions. as well as for welfare 
recipients. 

He added that the so-called surplus 
was created only because the state 
has tailed in some of its most basic 
commitments. He said."If the state 
kept its books like a business, it would 
show a deficit, not a surplus And I 
think the state should conduct itself 
like a business.” 

Kraus argued the state and the 
communities are playing with fire by 
putting off funding pension and 
welfare needs. "Not only do we have 
to fund these things, but in the case 
of pensions and welfare, the longer we 
put it off. the more its going to cost 
us.” 

Despite reforms of the past five 
years, the state’s unfunded pension 


liability has continued to grow. The 
Committee on Public Service 
estimates it will reach $11 billion in 
1985. 

"The state has promised the 
benefits, but it has not invested its 
share to fund those benefits,” said 
Kraus. "Each year we fail to put 
money aside for this, the more we are 
going to have to put aside.” 

Turning to the welfare issue. 
Kraus called for the state to do a bet¬ 
ter job at keeping young mothers and 
families with small children "off the 
welfare merry-go-round." 

He sa.d poverty is spreading to the 
point where more young families 
from local communities are being 
driven from their homes because they 
can’t pay rent and feed the family as 
well. 

"They are at a point where they 
have to decide whether to eat or pay 
the rent. So, they feed their families, 
skip the rent and get evicted. Then 
they get right back into the cycle 
again.” he said. 

"The current system is a machine 
that transforms poor people into 
homeless people. Unable to pay their 
rent while feeding their children, 
young mothers choose to feed the 
children. Then they get evicted; once, 
twice or more. Finally they can obtain 
no furher housing and they join the 
ranks of the homeless needing far 


more ion public resources than it 
would have cost to maintain them on 
adequate welfare.” 

According to the Senate Ways and 
Means, bringing AFDC and general 
welfare recipients up to the poverty 
level will cast about $200 million more 
per year in state monies than has 
been proposed for the 1980 budget. 

Kraus called for increasing the 
state’s already top job training pro¬ 
gram. as well as for more on target 
rental subsidies for financially strap¬ 
ped families 

"We have an already effective job 
training program, but we can always 
do better. And we should also address 
the matter of child care, so that these 
parents can work while lx*ing assured 
that their chidlren are being proper 
ly cared for.” 

On the matter of state aid to cities 
and towns, Kraus stressed the state’s 
obligation to help communites deal 
with the constraints and pressures of 
Prop. 2*2. 

"How can we honestly talk about 
a surplus when towns as well manag¬ 
ed as Arlington were unable in 1985 to 
allow any cost of living increaseto 
municipal employees and are still fac¬ 
ing the prospects of budget shortfalls 
for years to come?" 

Cities and towns had been promis¬ 
ed that 40 percent of the growth 
revenue would be returned to com -

munities as direct local aid. However, 
local aid during the past three years 
has fallen more than $150 million 
short of that promise. 

"Once again, here is a single item 
which by itself virtually eliminates 
the so-called surplus,” Kraus 
remarked. 

He added that he des not support 
Governor Michael S. Dukakis' pro¬ 
posed tax cut, calling it a 
smokescreen of sorts. 

"1 believe the taxpayers, when 
they are fully informed, support good 
decisions, long-range ones versus 
short-range ones. I don’t believe that 
people want a tiny tax cut now when 
they realize that these important 
obligations are going unmet and will 
grow in cost if not met now. Conse¬ 
quently, I do not believe the tax cut 
proposed by the governor is worthy of 
support this year.” 

"Let me put it another way,” con¬ 
cluded Kraus about his view on the 
surplus situation. 

“If the chairman of the board of a 
big corporation reported a shortfall of 
$11 billion, but nevertheless announc¬ 
ed a surplus of $171 million; of which 
$64 million he was declaring an extra 
dividend, wouldn’t somebody raise an 
eyebrow at him? Why should the state 
be any different?"

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Jenks Center Clinic 
Keeps Tabs On Seniors

Keeping a finger on the pulse of 
Winchester's senior population is just 
what the free Keep Well Clinic at the 
Jenks Center does twice a month. 

<)n the first and third Thursday of 
each month, as many as 70 senior 
citizens have appointments and 
gather at the Center to be seen by a 
professional staff of four nurses, in¬ 
cluding a geriatric nursing specialist 
from the visiting Nurse Association. 
Because of her special experience 
with older people, the geriatric nurse 
rechecks anyone the other nurses find 
to have a problem, and makes the 
proper referral. 

The clinic, which is held in the 
large assembly room, concentrates 
on taking blood pressures, checking 
to make sure physicians’ instructions 
on taking medications are being 
Iollowed accurately. 

Polly McGliigan. president of the 
Winchester Seniors Assn . and a nurse 
at the clinic, and Ur. Robert M. 
Smith, chairman of the Health Com¬ 
mittee. have both expressed the hope 
that the Center can expand its ser- 


Identifying Friends

ing friends in early adult years. Ber¬ 
tha Blanchard studies the display and 
recognizes a number of familiar 
faces.

Seniors are also offered annual

Winchester Rotary 
Club funds a glaucoma detection 
clinic, and the American Cancer 
Society holds a colorectal examina¬ 
tion clinic at the Winchester Board of 
Health Office. 

In spite of providing these impor¬ 
tant services, both McGuigan and 
Smith voiced frustration at not being 
able to offer such regular clinics for 
skin, teeth and foot care.

The Real Potential In Real Estate Sells

Keal estate is really in a boom 
period these days. 

I was at a party the other night 
where people were gossiping about 
the amount of money some neighbors 
were able to fetch for the sale of their 
house. The sheer magnitude of the 
number made us all shake our heads 
and look down into our drinks in buf¬ 
faloed silence. 

I have a friend who hit the lottery 
recently and used her winnings as a 
down payment on a two-family house. 
She cleaned out its cobwebs a bit, 
gave it a wash-and-set. and sold it six 
months later for a tidy profit of 
$50,000. 

“Think what you could get for this 
place,” folks say to each other, gaz¬ 
ing around whatever living room they 
happen to be sitting in. “Imagine 
what this house woudl bring you.” 

I pay no attention to such talk 
myself To me it's all hollow specula¬ 


tion unless you’re really in the 
market. 

Besides, I’m never moving again 
that much I’m sure ol I moved five 
times in five years when I was 
younger; my furniture has yet to get 
over the trauma. 

Granted, though, there’s nothing 
so exciting as the thought of moving 
into a new place, and finding all new 
corners to Ik* poking your whiskers in 
1 remember the first move I ever 
made, the first nest I ever feathered, 
with my cousin, the summer I was 20 
It was a fifth-floor furnished apart¬ 
ment, a sublet in the aging heart of 
the big city. A shaking birdcage of an 
elevator hoisted us creakily up to it 
The day we moved in. our moms 
came along to give it the onceover 
They pointed out a bottle of Coke in 
the freezer which had frozen and then 
exploded into nasty shards of glass 
that bristled in six inches of per 


mafrost. They noted the girlie 
magazines piled by the hundreds 
behind the couch, the dollop of ket¬ 
chup on the front of the stove, con¬ 
gealed now into a gel, with one human 
hair imbedded at its center. 

They went home crying, they told 
us later, to think of their babies in 
such filfth. As for us. we thought it 
was swell. A week later we’d not on¬ 
ly scrubbed and disinfected the whole 
place, but painted it too. There’s just 
something about new digs that in¬ 
spires you to this sort of thing. 

In later years, I do recall losing 
some of that glee: apartments loom¬ 
ing early in our marriage went a long 
way toward dampening that youthful 
enthusiasm. The university flat that 
spawned fresh crops of graduate 
school insects, the one whose kitchen 
looked out on somebody’s else’s 
bathroom these were less than in 
spirational. 


But when the time came at last to 
buy us a house, boy — then everything 
changed. 

This is typically true, I unders¬ 
tand Realtors know all about it and 
capitalize on it, too. They show you a 
few really crummy places first and 
then kind of work you up to a fever of 
zeal when they do finally walk you in¬ 
to the one whose refrigerator is ac¬ 
tually NOT in the living room. 

The year my husband and I look¬ 
ed at houses, we almost bought them 
all: a haunted ark alone in a field, 
with airplanes droning inches 
overhead; a colonial hanging by its 
fingernails off the side of a cliff: a 
palace of bad taste done in rubberiz¬ 
ed marble and dripping in the tear¬ 
drops of plastic chandeliers. 

All these captured our fancy at one 
time or another. We were dying to buy 
us a house, and they all seemed to 
have such ... potential 


And they did. too, of course: all 
houses do have potential, just like all 
humans. 

Fortunately, for us, the Guardian 
Angel in charge of real estate was on 
the job. She guided us at last, palms 
sweaty with the cash we were so 
desperate to part with, to the house 
we’d always wanted. 

It was old and funky and fine, with 
fireplaces and ivy and even a few 
mice. I’ll never leave it. I realize now. 
I want my children to get married in 
it. their children to wreck its third 
floor. 

We looked for that special house 
We waited lor it. We even mistook a 
few others for it. Lucky for us. when 
the real thing came along, we knew 
it at once for what it was. II was 
Home. 

And finding it at last made the 
searching all worth while.

The cat’s out of the bag! Select¬ 
man Mark Lombardi said publically 
at the April 29 Selectmen’s meeting 
that Mary Meader should be given a 
citation for the performance of Daniel 
O’Connell in opposing the Rotondi 
family’s housing proposal at the April 
18 board meeting. 

I assume that means that Mrs. 
Meader supplied information that 
was the basis for Mr. O’Connell’s 
presentation. 

That raises some serious questions 
about Mrs. Meader’s position as a 
member of the Winchester Housing 
Authority Board. The Housing 
Authority has the responsibility to 
find and maintain housing in the town 
for low-income, elderly and handicap¬ 
ped persons. 

Mrs. Meader, along with other 
members of the Housing Authority 
Board and members of the Planning 
Board and Board of Selectmen, 
recently signed a covenant with the 
state to use their best efforts to find 
low income housing units in Win¬ 
chester. 

Yet, did Mrs. Meader give Mr. 
O’Connell information leading him to 
declare at the April 18 meeting that 
there is an artificially created need 
for low-income housing here, or to call 
the Rotondi proposal a “bag job”? 

What kind of an Aliee-in 
Wonderland spectacle are we 
witnessing when a member of the 
Housing Authority is apparently 
leading the opposition to the first ma¬ 
jor proposal for low income housing 
in recent years? 

I understand that these same op¬ 
ponents are now circulating petitions 
against the Rotondi proposal, 
possibly based on the same misinfor¬ 
mation. 

It was just such behavior that led 
the Legislature to pass the anti-snob 
zoning law.

In the past, similar bills have been 
defeated partially because of the 
legitimate concern for the safety of 
children going to school.

The extension of daylight saving 
time can also help in the reduction of 
crime. 

An extra hour of light during peak 
travel and shopping time would lx? an 
effective crime deterrent. In fact, 
during the last experiment with ex 
tended daylight saving time, violent 
crimes in the District of Columbia 
declined by more than 10 percent, 
compared to March and April in 
years under standard time. 

For some, the bill is more than just 
a good idea. Over 400.000 Americans 
suffer from retinitis pigmentosa, a 
disease which causes night blindness. 
Extending daylight saving time will 
literally give these people the gitt of 
sight for an extra hour in the evening, 
making this legislation a high priori¬ 
ty for the RP Foundation Fighting 
Blindness. 

In the past, energy conserva¬ 
tionists have been the principal sup¬ 
porters of extension measures. But 
our hill has a broad coalition of 
businesses which support its passage. 
Among the groups supporting the bill 


are convenience stores, restaurants, 
outdoor recreational organizations, 
and amusement parks. 

The public’s preference for the ex¬ 
tension of daylight saving time is con¬ 
sistent ly reflected in public opinion 
polls. 

In polls conducted throughout the 
1974-75 daylight saving time experi¬ 
ment, a majority of the public favored 
the March through October period by 
a ratio of nearly two to one. A recent 
poll conducted by the Chamber of 
Commerce’s Nation Business 
magazine found that its readers sup¬ 
ported extending daylight saving 
time, with 68.9 percent in favor and 
29.5 percent opposed. 

Rep. Moorehead and I drafted our 
bill principally because of its pro¬ 
spects for energy conservation. But, 
like the majority of Americans, we 
also support the extension of daylight 
saving time for another reason: it’s 
convenient and it’s fun. 

Spring is too short as it is; we 
needn't wait until the end of April to 
fully enjoy it. Even Chicago Cubs 
fans, patient waiters that they are, 
would have to agree with that.

Main Street Project 
Pushes For Change 


Don’t cart the laundry bag to the 
Coin-Op laundromat anymore. And 
forget about gazing at watercolors in 
the old Winchester Art Gallery. 

Neither building now stands on 
Main st. 

A New Hampshire-based wrecking 
crew made short work of the 
buildings last Thursday, leveling all 
in slightly more than an hour. 

The huge backhoes brought the 
tired old buildings down with a few 
healthy whacks, as windows popped 
and clapboards splintered under the 
weight of the towering metal beast. 

The demolition makes way for a 
new Hi,000 square foot office and 
retail building, proposed by Win¬ 
chester developer Anthony Albiani. 

The $1.3 million project is ex¬ 
pected to be finished in October and 
could mean GO to 70 new jobs, said 
Albiani. 


He added that of the several en¬ 
trepreneurs looking to set up shop in 
the new building, about six are vying 
to open the town’s first liquor store. 

Although he wouldn't name the 
prospective tenants, Albiani said he 
is unsure whether a liquor store may 
actually open in his complex. 

“Selectmen still haven’t even 
decided who they’re going to give the 
license to, so it remains to be seen 
whether or not it would go in here.” 
he said. 

Selectmen have about 15 ap¬ 
plicants for the town’s sole liquor 
store license, which was adopted by 
referendum last fall. 

In February, the Massachusetts 
Industrial Finance Agency approved 
a $1.3 million industrial development 
bond for the Albiani Development 
Corp. 

The project is part of the town’s 


Commercial Area Revitalization 
District (CARD). Locating in the 
district qualifies the project for the 
low interest rate financing through 
the state financing agency. 

“We’ll probably have four or five 
tenants on each floor,” said Albiani. 
“We have the prospective tenants, 
now we’ll have to sec how we’re go¬ 
ing to divide up the space.” 

He added that the project is mov¬ 
ing along right on schedule, with the 
grand opening likely to be held in the 
fall. 

Meanw'hile, the art association has 
moved to a new’ home just across the 
street. The association held a gala 
opening early this month, at which 
Winchester residents viewed more 
local artists’ work. 

“They’ve got a great place,” said 
Albiani. “I’m glad they were able to 
make out so well.”

His Clocks Have Timeless Appeal

George McFadden lives in a noisy house. 

Tick lock click clack chime sing bing bang. 

McFadden makes clocks. Not just clocks that keep 
time. Not just cuckoo clocks. But clocks with animated 
figures that whirl and dance, that pop up and play music. 
Funny clocks. 

A mirror-image clock hangs on the bathroom door, 
showing true time in the mirror. “Tempus fugit,” it 
reads. 

Time does fly in McFadden’s company. He has an 
endless font of stories culled from 80 years of living. 
Since he retired 12 years ago, he has devoted his days 
to making timepieces in his Ardley rd. home. 

In one clock, an angel drunk on moonshine plays 
“How Dry I Am" on a heavenly organ. McFadden has 
rigged tiny pipes in the clock case to sound on the hour. 

A Doomsday clock, complete with cemetery, hangs 
on the dining room wall. When the clock strikes, a man 
pops up from the grave. The tombs’ epitaphs read “His 
and Hers,” “Faith, Hope and Charity,” and “Don Brown, 
Finally Quiet." (Don Brown, of Highland ave., is a friend 
who’s “always bugging me to do something,” says 
McFadden.) 

I le often slips a joke into his creations. In a medieval 
castle clock, a maid dumps a chamber pot out the win¬ 
dow every hour. 

When a haunted house chimes, two skeletons bob up 
and down, while ghastly green ghouls dance in circles. 
A bat-shaped pendulum swings back and forth, while cof¬ 
fin weights hang down below. 

There are dozens more timepieces, each more enter¬ 
taining than the next. Still. McFadden is modest about 
his gifts. He says clockmaking has slipped since the Old 
Masters. “We are just a bunch of punks compared to 
them.” 

Even the walls of his house are whimsical, covered 
with roosters, flowers and rustic men in Pennsylvania 
Dutch colors. The place has the air of a Hansel and 
Gretel hangout. 

Most people guess he used stencils to paint the 
figures. “But it isn’t stencils. It’s all hand-painted,” 
McFadden says. Still, he shuns the title "artist.” 

“I’m a craftsman, not an artist. I can pick up nearly 
any kind of tool. I was born with the mechanics. Of 
course, I started at a very early age trying to make 
things.” 

McFadden has so many talents he was torn between 
careers. “I was always very much interested in theater. 
It’s a miracle that 1 didn’t turn out to bean actor. 1 was 
a complete extrovert.” 

When he was about 12, he saw “The Birth of a Na¬ 
tion.” one of the first full-length movies “I came home 


and immediately organized a company and did a pro¬ 
duction. I had a theater in my barn chamber.” 

He turned the old barn privy into a star’s dressing 
room, emblazoned “George McFadden.’’ Home was 
Bath, Maine, where his father was a druggist, back in 
the days when a hand-mixed prescription cost 75 cents. 

At the age of 20, McFadden built a storefront 
mechanical Eskimo that actually poured a drink and 
drank it. The trick: a rubber tube ran from the glass 
through the doll’s arms and back into the ginger ale 
bottle. 

Eventually, a soft drink company bought 10 of 
McFadden’s gimmicks. 

McFadden graduated from the Museum School of 
Fine Arts in Boston. When he married, he and his wife, 
Alice, worked together in theater. He built sets; she 
designed costumes. < “Good God, I could paint scenery 
with both hands!”) Her portrait hangs above the man¬ 
tle in McFadden’s living room, showing her in an 
Elizabethan gown. "She had the brains of the family,” 
he says. 

McFadden used to make fanciful presents for his 
wife, who died seven years ago. He gave her everything 
from heart-shaped boxes to Indian squash blossom 
necklaces. He carved old organ keys into African pen¬ 
dants; he made her pre-Columbian and Egyptian 
jewelry. 

Once, he made a lovely pendant from a beef bone, 
picked up off the floor after the dog had finished gnaw¬ 
ing it. “1 can make something out of almost nothing,” 
says McFadden, a connoisseur of the town dump. 

Gadgets clutter the basement. McFadden plays "In 
the Good Old Summertime” on his homemade circus 
calliope, powered by a converted vaccuum cleaner. 

And loand behold Mr. MeFadden’s Magic Miracle 
Money-Making Machine, which turns blank paper into 
dollar bills! 

The trick, housed in a belt-driven black box, is amaz¬ 
ing, fascinating, inscrutable. And, true to cliche, it’s all 
done with mirrors. McFadden’s favorite hobby is 
reading magic trick catalogs. 

In the basement, McFadden concentrates on clock 
repairs. He can take a piece of old wooden junk cabinet 
and turn it into a band-painted beauty. But he’s slowing 
in his true creative work. 

“I haven’t made any clocks this year. I ’m getting so 
damned old.” McFadden had a stroke last year on Fri¬ 
day the 13th. 

Upstairs, the dozens of clocks strike. 

McFadden hardly listens any more. Except when he 
first wakes up. “Sometimes I lie in bed and listen to them 
going off the morning.”

Goal Setting Is All Important In Running

It was a typical out-of-town writing 
and racing engagement. The meeting 
started early, with doughnuts and bad 
coffee. The meeting ended late, with 
a lot of hot air and bad coffee. 

The flight was 45 minutes late 
returning to Boston. The airline 
served dinner, which looked like 
something that once was brown, and 
bad coffee. 

When I finally reached home, it 
was already late in the evening, an icy 
April rain steadily falling to cover the 
streets and sidewalks with a shiny 
glaze. I was tired, hungry and on the 
verge of a caffeine fit. 

On top of all this. I was wrestling 
with one dark thought that would not 
go away: you've got logo out and run. 

To run or not to run. It is a ques¬ 
tion that befalls all of us sooner or 
later It is a question all of us need to 
ask before we start serious training. 
It is a question that should already be 
answered, and that answer takes the 
form of setting a goal. 


Girls 


Setting a goal is absolutely the first 
step you should take before lacing up 
your new Mikes, no matter what level 
you run. An achievable goal is the 
carrot that keep you training, though 
you may have to miss an episode of 
Dynasty or run in the rain. 

Your goal is something you should 
think of every day, and something you 
should strive to achieve every day. It 
should be set with more thought than 
just deciding you want to do some¬ 
thing. Your goal should define the 
kind ol runner you are. the type of 
training you do, as well as the objec¬ 
tives you wish to achieve. 

Objective 

The first consideration to make 
when setting a goal is to honestly 
decide why you are now running or 
why you want to start running. 

You may simply be running to lose 
weight or to keep from regaining 
weight lost from a recent diet. You 
mav w ant to firm up your body. 
May 1)0 you just, luce! do. enjoy the 
social aspects of running with a few 
friends. 


But more likely, your objective is 
to probably run faster. So. write down 
what you want to do how much 
weight you want to lose or how much 
faster you want to run, and shoot for 
the stars. But be reasonable; allow 
yourself enough time to gain it 

My neighbor, Kay. who is about 30 
and smokes a pack of cigarettes each 
day, told me a few weeks ago that he 
is going to run a 1()K (6.2 mile) road 
race in under 35 minutes. Now, Kay 
has the muscle definition of the Pills- 
bury dough boy and runs out of breath 
going from the couch to the refrige¬ 
rator for a beer. His is an admirable 
goal, but it is out of his reach. His goal 
should be to run under 35 minutes 
some day. if he really wants to do it. 
I have no doubt with hard work this 
can be achieved, but for this year, 
Kay should just try to quit smoking 
cigarettes and start running a few 
miles every day.

Disaster Drill Tests 
Hospital’s Readiness 


Winchester Hospital recently 
received 19 mock earthquake “vic¬ 
tims” in a drill designed to test its 
readiness for a disaster.

Town Manger W. Chadwick 
Maurer said Finance Committee 
members “did not feel that it was fair 
or proper that these people should 
also be collecting unemployment,” 
since they had “reasonable assurance 
of returning to a job in the fall.” 

Selectmen backed the crossing 
guards and came to a consensus to 
back their benefits at Town Meeting. 
Selectman Wade Welch said, “1 can't 
imagine changing an $ 8,000 budget 
item because of a comment made on 
the Town Meeting floor. I’m violent¬ 
ly opposed to it." he said. 

Bertha Heitz of Water st. has been 
a crossing guard for 18 years. She said 
the summer compensation is just a 
convenience for some guards, but for 
others the loss would mean hardship. 

Rhea Mandeville of Upland rd., a 
crossing guard for 13 years, took a dif¬ 
ferent view. She said her fellow 
guards were more upset about chang¬ 
ing to School Dept, leadership than 
about losing summer unemployment 
benefits. I don’t think unemploy¬ 
ment is a big issue. I just don’t think 
they want the change,” she said. 

She said the guards collect about 
$45 per week in the summer, depen¬ 
ding on their seniority. Not all cross¬ 
ing guards collect compensation, and 
those that do. get paid about five 
weeks per summer, she said. 

Police Chief .John P. McHugh told 
Selectmen the crossing guards have 
an “outstanding” safety record and 
“never in my experience has this 
group ever been a burden to the 
Police Dept.” 

He said only three of nine com¬ 
munities in the area pay unemploy¬ 
ment compensation to their crossing 
guards in the summer.” 

Crossing guards work a 15-hour 
per week schedule and earn about 
$t(H) per week, said McHugh.

"The fine fishing at many of 
these areas has been enhanced 
through stocking by state fish and 
game agencies." according to Col¬ 
onel Carl B. Sciple. head of the 
Corps New England Division. ; Most 
areas offer picnicking, boating, hik¬ 
ing. sightseeing and swimming;" 

Possession of a state license and 
adherence to state regulations are 
the only requirements to use the 
lakes and streams for fishing. All 
Corps reservoirs are open without 
charge to the public. Anglers 
should check state regulations on 
seasons for specific species.

Located in the historical zone of 
Concord, the 18-room Colonial- 
style house has been lovingly 
renovated by innkeepers Gregory 
Burch and Marilyn Mudry. 

Lovely antiques and an eclectic 
mix of artwork create a harmonious 
beauty which reflects the talents of 
the owners. 

Burch, an artist and sculptor 
who displays his work throughout 
the inn. designed the inn's logo, 
graceful script lettering with a rose 
and-green flowered border. 

Brightly colored handmade 
quilts. Mudry s creations, cover 
guest room beds, which range in 
.style from 1810 canopied 
mahogany to 1820 pine rope. 

The inn’s five guest rooms 
| range in price from $60 per night 
for a single room with shared bath 
I to $95 lor a double room with 
private bath. 

Guests receive a breakfast of 
fresh fruits, baked goods, and fresh- 
ground coffee in the dining room 
each morning and are served tea 
upon arrival. 

Detroit-born Burch explains 
why he bought the inn nine years 
ago. 

I was looking for studio space 
(and also a nice old building that 


needed some work because those 
are my talents. I wanted something 
that would be income-producing to 
support my studio. After exploring 
several possibilities, this was the 
one to fall together. It was the 
perfect idea. 

"We get a lot of guests at the 
beginning or end of trips." Burch 
explains. 

They fly into New York and out 
again. Some want to tour Boston 
but don't want to stay in the city or 
pay city prices. We get a delightful 
clientele — educated and in¬ 
teresting people from all across the 
world. 

We've made some great 
friends with European travelers and

keep in touch with several Japanese 
people." 

Burch says some of his most 
memorable guest were from 
mainland China. "Only the cream 
(of this group) get to travel. 

Clientele varies according to 
season, and consists mostly of 


business travelers during coldei 
months and tourists during the 
busy summer months. Guests 
usually stay one to five days. 

Burch says he tries to weed out 
callers who may not enjoy the inn s 
tranquil environment. 

If there's a business traveler 
who needs to make a lot of evening 
calls or if someone asks whether 
there's a bar or swimming pool, we 
may give them the names of places 
which better fit their needs." he 
says. 

Burch, who traces his ancestry 
to the Concord area, explains he 
doesn't advertise Hawthorne Inn. 
We re listed in probably twenty of 
those guide books. People learn 
about the inn from books and by 
word of mouth. We have a great 
deal of return business." 

Burch adds he considers Coun¬ 
try Inns and Back Roads, by 
Norman T. Simpson, the most 
reliable guidebook to American 
inns. 

Many authors just send me a 
questionnaire to fill out each year, 
but Simpson comes by to inspect." 
he says. 

Burch says he enjoys innkeep¬ 
ing because it allows him a lot of 
time with his family, which since his 
marriage to Mudry in 1981 has 
grown to include a two-year-old 
daughter, Ariel, and a five-week-old 
son. Ezra. 

I don't have to commute." he 
explains, cradling his son. 

But the job involves a certain 
amount of sacrifice and hard work, 
he quickly adds. 

This business has unique 
pressures. It's physically confining. 
Seven days a week. 24 hours a day 
you are on call for guests. There are 
no weekends off. and that can be 
tough. It also has the same 
drawbacks that any small business 
has — payroll, hiring help to clean 
and work the desk." 

Burch and Mudry offset the 
pressures of their round-the-clock 
business by maintaining family 
quarters in a separate area of the 
house and closing down during 
January. 

Standing in the inn's cozy living 


room, a sprawling yard and a tiny 
pond just beyond the windowpane. 
Burch explains the appeal of this 
inn: "People who come here are 
seeking out the atmosphere. Most 
hotels look so much the same. Bet¬ 
ween Miami and Boston Holiday 
Inns, there isn't going to be any dif¬ 
ference."

Clare Murphy and Jane Ciar- 
Fella run a relaxed and friendly bed¬ 
and-breakfast business in their 
13-room Victorian house in Bel¬ 
mont. No bellhops, no room ser¬ 
vice. but slay as long as you like.

Belmont Bed and Breakfast pro¬ 
vides guests a true-to-life glimpse 
of suburban Boston. 

Murphy and Ciar-Fella. whose 
household includes four students, 
started Belmont Bed and Breakfast 
to offset high living expenses. "We 


bought this house with the idea of 
doing this. We are both divorced 
women and thought renting roon.-i 
would help us cover expenses. 
Murphy explains. 

After renovating the buildings 
third floor to accommodate guests, 
the women began renting rooms 
last November. Guests share the 
kitchen and living room with fami 
ly members. 

"Out customers are people 
who ve just moved to the area and 
haven’t found a house or apartment 
yet. We don’t have a lot of vaca 
tioners because were not in a 
tourist area." Murphy explains 
Most guests stay from one week to 
one month, but longer stays are not 
discouraged, she adds. 

For $90 per week guests receive 
a room, parking, once-a-week maid 
service and a casual breakfast. 

Murphy explains the breakfast 
arrangements: "My partner makes 
homemade muffins and coffee and 
we leave it out for guests if we aren t 
around when they get up in the 
morning. If they want something 
complicated, we provide the ingre 
dients and they assemble it 
themselves. We both.work. 

Murphy, who owns the Payson 
Hall Bookshop, a rare-book store in 
Belmont, says the bed-and 
breakfast operation perfectly com 
plements her other business. 

"B&B is not a hard-driving 
business. It’s easy-going. You don t 
have to be in a certain place at a 
certain time. I can handle both 
businesses easily because they both 
provide flexibility of hours. 

Murphy and Ciar-Fella split the 
workload, with Ciar-Fella. an ac 
countant. keeping books and cook 
ing and Murphy handling customer 
contact and administrative 
problems. 

When there's a problem with a 
guest that has to be dealt with. Jane 
likes to go up to her room and hide 
under her afghan." Murphy jokes 

In addition to requiring a securi 
ty deposit and references. Murphy 
says she screens guests during their 
initial inquiries. 

I look for an easy going per 
sonality. If they start asking how

many plugs are in the room or what 
color the curtains are. I'm not sure 
they'll be happy here. 

"Running the B&B expands our 
horizons because we meet so many 
interesting people." Murphy 
comments. 

Right now we have a scientist 
from England of Indian origin who's 
come to settle here. He's starting a 
business and will stay through the 
summer because he doesn't want to 
bother looking for permanent digs 
right now. 

And a man who moved here 
from Mew York, a former boxer who 
is now an athletic teacher. And 
tomorrow an older lady is moving 
in. a Greek scholar. 

On the negative side, you give 
up a lot of -our privacy. If you value 
your peace and quiet, this business 
is not for you." Murphy says. 

Murphy's own experiences with 
bed and breakfast influenced her 
decision to open a guest house. 

"I was inspired to do it by a trip 
to Ireland I took six years ago. 


Every night I stayed in a different 
one. It’s such a nice way to travel. 

Sometimes I think of opening 
a place on the Morth Shore, where 
you'd get more of a tourist 
clientele." Murphy reflects. "But I 
couldn't do that now with my 
obligations here in Belmont. It is 
very personal, you have to be there 
to answer their questions..you have 
to be hospitable." 

Harvard Square 

Just beyond the neon glare of 
Massachusetts Avenue, in an oasis 
of elaborate old buildings and cob¬ 
blestone sidewalks, you'll find Har 
vard Square Bed and Breakfast of 
Cambridge. This 10-room Victorian 
house provides temporary lodging 
to those traveling through Carp- 
bridge and Boston. 

Plants crowd the city sized front 
yard. Huge black numerals against 
pale yellow shingles unmistakably 
identify this house as *] 16. 

Inside, a whimsical mixture of 
old-fashioned and modern, new and 


old furnishings creates a casual, 
cheerful atmosphere. 

Edie Pepper and Arnold Rob 
bins, both psychiatrists, added a 
bed and-breakfast business to their 
hectic schedules two years ago. 

"We just decided to do this one 
day and then a month later we had 
it in action, explains Pepper, who 
said they initially received guests 
from several bed and-breakfast 
referral agencies. 

Pepper says she started this 
business for fun. When I was in 
Europe. I stayed at bed and 
breakfasts a lot and enjoyed it. 
Since I don't have time to go to 
Europe for a while. I thought I'd do 
this. It's a good way to meet people 
from all over the world." 

Guests pay $35 nightly for a 
double room and $30 for a single. 
Most guests say one or two nights. 
Pepper says. 

Breakfast is prepared on the 
run. We leave out doughnuts, muf 
fings. bagels, croissants, cereal. We 
don't have time to make a big 


breakfast for them. I don't think 
anyone's ever asked for eggs. Well, 
maybe one person once." she 
comments. 

Business is erratic. Pepper 
says, with her three guest rooms 
most in demand during college 
graduation weeks. 

"We've already received at least 
20 calls for June graduations, she 
explains. Fall and summer are 
relatively busy, with few visitors 
during winter. Overall, she explains, 
business is slow. "We probably turn 
down as many as we take. We say 
we ll shut it down whenever we re 
too busy," she says. 

Pepper, who recently began 
advertising in the yellow pages, 
says she would rather operate on 
her own than receive guests from 
referral agencies. 

"We like it much more on our 
own. We are directly talking with 
the people who will be visiting here 
and can make sure that they'll be 
happy here. 

For example, that stairway is 
steep and if an elderly peison was 
thinking of coming here we'd make 
sure they know that. The agencies 
didn't always remember to tell peo¬ 
ple things like that. 

"We encourage everyone to 
come and look at the place ahead 
of time, or if they don t live in the 
area to have a friend or relative 
come over, she continues. 

Catering to guests can make a 


busy schedule even more 
demanding. 

Sometimes when you've got a 
lot of things happening it can be 
hard to handle." Pepper explains 
Safety is also a concern. "It's a risky 
thing, she says. 

We screen people. We try to 
ask questions to determine why 
they're coming here. 

Pepper says she enjoys the 
varied clientele tfiis business at¬ 
tracts. 

It's great having different peo¬ 
ple from different places here. We 
learn about other countries and 
other customs. 

" What's also interesting are the 
reasons why people come here — 
the meetings and events going on 
that I didn't even know about. 

Pepper offers an offhand, not 
quite serious analysis of past 
guests. 

"Canadians and Mew England 
ers are a mixed bag. Vermonters 
are good and people from Connec¬ 
ticut arc not so good. Those from 
California and Mew York are also a 
mixed bag and Southerners are the 
biggest complainers. 

"People come to Havard Square 
Bed and Breakfast because they 
find it more charming." Pepper pro¬ 
claims. "Or a nearby hotel is book¬ 
ed. Or we know somebody. Or. 
because we pass out business 
cards."

Automobile Racing History in Lexington 


America's love affair with the 
automobile is nearly a century old. 
After the first American aulo race 
in 1895 over a snowbound 52-mile 
course in Chicago, interesst in the 
automobile was phenomenal. 

Autos combined a new concept 
of human mobility with the spec 
lack* of competition, speed, and 
roaring through great open spaces. 

In Search Of Barney Oldfield: 
Auto Racing In America,' 
1895 1985.m an exhibit of 
American racing auto art. cat s. and 
memorabilia, is open through Nov. 
17 at the Museum of Our National 
Heritage in Lexington. 

Oldfield" offers a glimpse of 
the history of auto racing in 
America, utilizing historical and 
contemporary cars, paintings by 
noted automotive artists, 
photographs, sculptures, and other 
artifacts 

Highlighting, through art. the 
cateers of early speed demons 
Barney Oldlield, Ralph DePalma. 


Eddie Rickenbacker. Ralph 
Mulford. Ray Hartoun, Sig 
Haugdahl. Louis Chevrolet, and 
others, the exhibition recreates a 
sense of the early races, and the 
men and the cars that became part 
of the legends. 

Berner Eli Barney'' Oldfield (d. 

1946) participate in many facets ol 
auto racing. Known tot his track 
showmanship, he ws suspended 
from tacing almost as many times 
as he broke a record, valid or 
otherwise 

Paintings by automobile artists 
John Burgess, Peter Helck. Sandra 
Leitzinger. Robert Mittenmaier. and 
Randy Owens illustrate classic 
autos and scenes, and races such as 
the Vanderbilt Challenge Cup. the 
American Grand Prize. Indianapolis 
500. Watkins Glen, and Sebring. 
Oldlield appears with other famous 
drivers in many of the paintings. 

Another feature of the exhibit is 
the seldom-seen Vanderbilt 
Challenge Cup, the 30 pound silver 


trophy created by Tiffany, on loan 
from the Smithsonian Institution. 

The Vanderbilt Challenge Cup 
race was organized In 1904 by 
socialite -sportsman William K 
Vanderbilt, Jr., as an international 
team event to stimulate develop¬ 
ment of the American auto in 
dustry. 

An annual race under the 
auspices of the American 
Automobile Association, it soon 
became a major social as well as 
automotive event. 

Cars on display will include a 
191 1 Simplex speed car; a one- 
sixth scale miniature working 
model of a 191 I Simplex II In 
dianapolis tacer; a Penske PC-9 In 
dy racer driven by Mario Andretti; 
and an Indy roadster driven by Don 
Davis in 1961. Boh Grimm in 1962 
and 1963. and Boh Wente in 1964. 

On May 19. vintage American 
cars will be parked in front of the 
Museum of Our National Heritage 
in honor of the museum's 10th an¬ 
niversary. 


The Minuteman Rallye. to be 
held June 30. is open to novices. It 
will run between the Museum of 
Transportation in Brookline and the 
Museum of Our National Heritage 
in Lexington. 

During August a Sunday after¬ 
noon film series at the Lexington 
museum on auto racing will be co¬ 
sponsored with the Museum of 
Transportation, which will have an 
exhibit on sports cars, "Fast and 
Fancy." 

Throughout the summer, 
automobile collectors clubs will run 
rallyes between the two musuems. 

Founded in 1975, the museum 
is a museum and library of 
American history featuring chang¬ 
ing exhibits on America's growth 
and development from its founding 
to the present. 

Located in historic Lexington, it 
was the Bicentennial project of the 
Scottish Rite of Freemasonry in the 
Northern Jurisdiction of the US.

Should Moms Work? 


Lonely Voice Asks 


By Willard Abraham 
Ph.D. 


Q. I feel like I’m a voice crying 
in the wilderness, so please don’t 
use my name in your column. I’m 
sure I’d have a lot of women 
picketing my house. 

It’s all because I think my wife 
should be at home with our young 
children (they are 1 and 3 years 
old). She is eager to get back into 
the work she does very well. Her 
reputation is well-established as an 
administrative secretary so 
whenever she makes herself 
available, a lot of people will want 
to hire her. 

We could use the additional in¬ 
come (who couldn’t?), but I think 
the top priority is our children’s 
welfare. 

I try to help out as much as I 
can when I get home from work, 
but I can’t leave my job during the 
day to help her out. She doesn’t 
complain about the time she 
I spends with the children. 
However, she is anxious to get a 
job, earn a living and be out of the 
house more. 

What is your level-headed opi¬ 
nion on this matter? 

A. In a moment I’ll share my opi¬ 
nion, which is pietty specific. But 
first the proper approach for the two 
ol you seems to be a compromise 
that will at least partially satisfy 
both of you. 

Seeking a well-run preschool for 
your 3-year-old and setting a date 
when you both will be reasonably 
comfortable about leaving your 
younger one in competent hands 
may be topics you can discuss. 

Another angle is related to the 
fact that more and more companies 
are establishing preschools where 
their employees work, so that either 
you or she might have a chance of 
periodic daily contacts with your 
children during your working days. 

A basic opinion that I know I 
share with millions of others these 
days is this one: Both men and 
women have equal rights to work, 
earn a living (with equal pay for 
equal competencies) and take care 
of their children. 

Within families there may be 
mutually acceptable variations to 
that theme, with stay-at-home or 
part-time working fathers or 
mothers. But the basic rights men¬ 
tioned above still seem totally 
justifiable to me.

about X-rates books that are in 
great quantity in most super¬ 
markets? 

We have raised our 16-year-old 
daughter to respect good 
literature, and now look at the 
deluge of junk that can tempt her 
at every turn. 

I don’t know what do about it. 
Do you? 

A. It is a logical topic to discuss 
with her English teachers who pro¬ 
bably put emphasis on other kinds 
of literature. If they are competent 
teachers they can perhaps make 
some of their choices at least as at¬ 
tractive as the current products. 
(Some of them probably will be ac¬ 
ceptable current releases.) 

From my own experience I 
know how a wondeful teacher 
brought excitement to us through 
books like "David Copperfield." Of 
course, she had an easier job than 
today's teachers. There w-as less 
television and movie competition. 

Another route is through the 
model provided by parents. Your 
reading choices and the enjoyment 
you get from them will be observed. 

We can't put blinders on our 
children and censorship is a ques¬ 
tionable device to use. However, 
good teaching, parental example 
and balance in the free selection of 
youngsters may all be helpful ap¬ 
proaches.

think. It’s all because she insists 
on weighing our young baby at 
least twice a day. I suspect she 
does it even more when I’m not 
around. 

Kind of silly, isn’t it? 

A. Not particularly, if it's a 
first baby over whom parents can 
sometimes be pretty excited. It all 
depends on parental personalities. 
Yours may be more calming and ac 
cepting.

Board Weighs Liquor Plans 


By NANCY PICK 

If some town officials have their 
way, the local Chamber of Commerce 
may be booted out of its rented office 
to make way for a liquor store. 

Selectman Wade Welch said Mon¬ 
day the town should take advantage 
of liquor sale profits and put the store 
in town-owned Winchester train sta¬ 
tion. The Winchester Chamber of 
Commerce now rents that building. 

Meanwhile, the Chamber’s Ex¬ 
ecutive Director, Catherine Alex¬ 
ander, said she was totally opposed to 
the plan. 

“I don’t believe the town should be 
operating liquor stores or infringing 
upon private enterprise.” she said. 
She also was skeptical about any pro¬ 
posal that would oust the Chamber 
from its office. 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer is drafting a preliminary ap¬ 
plication form for the liquor license, 
somewhat simplified from the official 
state form. The form will allow two 
options: either renting the train sta¬ 
tion from the town or keeping the 
store entirely in private hands. 

Selectman Judith Muggia does not 
want the town to get wrapped up in li¬ 
quor sales.

The Rev. James J. Haddad will do 
more than tend to his flock in Win¬ 
chester when he returns home from 
Rome on Sunday. 

Haddad was recently chosen by 
Cardinal-designate Bernard F. Law 
as executive director of the Ar¬ 
chdiocesan Development Office in 
Boston. 

But members of St. Eulalia’s 
Parish need not worry about losing 
their pastor to the hierchy. Haddad 
will just add his new duties to his 
already demanding schedule at the 
local parish. 

Haddad, who has been pastor at 
St. Eulalia’s since January 1977, will 
assume his new responsibilities June 
1. He will work with the Vicar for Ad¬ 
ministration and Vicar General and 
will be responsible for all fundraising 


morally, no town belongs in the 
business of selling booze,” she said in 
a Tuesday interview. 

Selectman Welch, however, said 
he simply wants the town to get a 
share of the liquor store’s profits. 
“I’m interested in the bucks,” he said. 
“I want the town to get a piece of the 
action.” 

Welch said the liquor store could 
funnel needed money to Winchester 
as the Prop. 2'j tax cap begins to 
choke off town revenues. 

At the Selectmen’s meeting, he 
stood up for converting the station. “I 
maintain it is the most appropriate 
location I for the package store I,” he 
said. The building is far from traffic 
and residential areas, said Welch, has 
parking and is zoned for business. “It 
requires nothing except someone who 
wants to come in,” he said. 

Selectman Alan Macdonald, 
however, was not as favorable. “1 
think legitimately it can be maintain¬ 
ed as an option.” he said Tuesday, 
“but I am concerned about the town’s 
involvement in being the landlord.” 
He said he thinks the town should 
focus on governing civic affairs, not 
running a business.

Haddad was scheduled to return to 
Winchester on Sunday after traveling 
to Rome, where Law was to be 
elevated to cardinal in a public con¬ 
sistory on Saturday. 

In appointing Haddad. Law said. 
“The work of development is essen¬ 
tial for the support of the many 
pastoral and charitable ministries 
which already exist-, as well as those 
which we hope to see in the future.” 

Law added that Haddad’s “en¬ 
thusiasm and administrative abilities 
will provide important leadership” in 
the development of the Boston Ar¬ 
chdiocese. 

Haddad will lead 
and coordinate such programs as the 
Archbishop’s Annual Appeal, a new¬ 
ly launched fundraiser that has 
received a great deal of attention 
throughout the Catholic community.

“We feel it’s not really in the best 
interest of the image of the town to be 
selling liquor,’’ Magee went on. 
“There would be a great possibility ol 
giving tacit approval of liquor. The 
town would give the wrong message 
to teenagers.” 

Magee said town center stores are 
hoping to reap benefits of having a li 
quor store nearby. But the train sta¬ 
tion. he said, “would probably be one 
of the least desirable locations” 
because it is somewhat cut oft from 
the business community. 

On Monday night, Selectmen rul¬ 
ed out three other liquor store ar¬ 
rangements One called for the town 
to both own and operate the liquor 
store itself, by creating a town liquor 
store department. 

A second option would mean the 
town would own the store, while hir¬ 
ing a private firm to run it 

In a third option, the town would 
allow a private property owner to rent 
space for a liquor store. Utimately, 
the town would have to grant ap¬ 
proval to both the liquor store 
management and the property owner.

Pastor Is Cardinal Aide 


Clarence Borggaard: 
Man Of The Year

At 85, Clarence Borggaard hasn’t 
resigned himself to a rocking chair on 
the front porch and long-winded tales 
about the past. 

Far from it. He has a future to 
worry about. 

Just back from a three-week trip 
to Japan, Borggaard can often be 
found in the back yard of his Franklin 
st. home. Looking robust, shirt off, 
perspiring slightly in the sun, he 
might be ploughing up a section of his 
garden or weeding the lettuce. 

Born in rural Worcester in 1899, he 
remarks,“I’ve never reneged on the 
farm.” In his Winchester garden, 30 
types of vegetables are thriving. 
“Onions, horseradish, Jerusalem ar¬ 
tichokes,” he ticks them off on his 
fingers. 

Gardening is only one of 
Borgaarrd’s springtime activities; 
another is Town Meeting. Since 1954, 
he has been a Meeting member, 
voting, as he puts it, “Not as a 
representative of this neighborhood, 
but as a representative of what is 
good for this town as a whole.” 

Last Wednesday night. Borg- 
gaard’s contribution to Winchester 
was officially recognized when the 
Chamber of Commerce chose him the 
town’s Outstanding Citizen. 

Borggaard seems more surprised 
at the distinction than anyone else. He 
missed the first part of the announce¬ 
ment, he explains, and suddenly 
realized, “Jesus Christ, they’re talk 
ing about me.” 

Borggaard says the awards com¬ 
mittee must have been “scraping the 
bottom of the bucket ” when they pick 


ed him, “a broken-down old jack-of- 
a 11-trades.” 

He makes this remark while stan¬ 
ding beside the Rototiller he uses to 
plow his garden, a machine most men 
of 40 wouldn’t have the strength to 
use. 

Borggaard’s first trade was farm¬ 
ing. But at 22, he “left behind the trac¬ 
tor and harrow and plow,” he says, 
moved to Boston and became a 
trucker. 

Mostly, Borggaard hauled wool, 
cotton and cement blocks. Business 
was good, and he built up a fleet of 
trucks, Ixiught a large garage in Med¬ 
ford, and in 1941 moved into his pre¬ 
sent Winchester home. 

But in 1944, Borggaard’s luck ran 
out. His garage caught fire and burn¬ 
ed to the ground. The blaze started in 
a pile of cardboard boxes stored in the 
building, he recalls. It quickly spread 
to the trucks and then something "ex¬ 
ploded and took the roof right off. 

“The girders just turned to mush,” 
he says melodramatically. 

In 194*1, with his garage and equip¬ 
ment in shambles and his insurance 
claims insufficient, things were 
tough. But, says Borggaard. "in those 
days, nothing stopped me.” 

After the firemen doused the 
flames, he sat down to see what could 
be salvaged from the mess. Two car¬ 
nival rides he hauled to fairs as a 
sideline escaped the fire. So, he ex¬ 
plains, ' I swung into show biz.” 

In the 1950s Borggaard was the 
first man to put up a ferris wheel for 
the EnKa Fair. He was also the first 
carny on Nantucket, having struck a 
smart deal with the island’s ferry 


operator. 

By far his biggest customer was 
the Catholic Church. During the late 
’40s and early ’50s Borggaard organiz¬ 
ed dozens of fundraising bazaars for 
such parishes as Holy Name and 
Blessed Sacrament. 

”1 knew more priests than anyone 
else,” the ex-impressario says. 

Eventually, Borggaard proved as 
successful in the carnival business as 
he had in trucking. At his peak, he ran 
a 17-ride show. 

Yet, in the mid-1950s, he had more 
bad luck: the Catholic Church stopped 
sponsoring bazaars. He kept going for 
another couple of years but admits, 
“I was done and I didn’t know it. 

Meanwhile, Borggaard’s first wife 
was diagnosed with cancer, and his 
daughter, Virginia, caught meningitis 
and lost her hearing. “I was right on 
the breaking point,” he recalls. 
Nothing helped lot walking “I 
couldn’t take it any more — walk, 
walk, walk, walk 

“Whom the Lord loveth, he 
chastiseth,” Borggaard says several 
times. “It was rough going, but that’s 
what tempers you.” 

As years went by, life got a little 
easier “I kept going, one way or the 
other," he remarks He remarried in 
I960. His wife, Margaret, he says, had 
a good job and they were able to live 
on money from land sales. 

His daughter also overcame her 
trials, he says with pride. She stayed 
in the Winchester school system, 
graduated from Gallaudet College in 
Washington, D.C., and today is a

Jeremiah Keefe, Winchester’s 
new Housing Authority director, says 
he isn't too concerned that Town 
Meeting members voted against a 
$5.IKK) salary boost for his job. 

Keefe, recently named to the ex¬ 
ecutive director’s post, said public 
service was his reason for applying, 
not money Retired at age 50 from a 
career as a steel industry 
businessman, he is a six-year veteran 
of the Arlington Housing Authority, 
where he serves as treasurer. 

Winchester Housing Authority 
Chairman Joseph Riga took a dif¬ 
ferent stance on the salary hike, 
which failed by voice vote at Town 
Meeting. He said Keefe would have to 
work more than the 20-hour week paid 
for by the state and should get over¬ 
time wages. 

“We’re asking the man to put in 
more time and why shouldn't he be 
compensated? In today’s market, 
who does something for nothing?” 
Riga asked after Thursday’s Town 
Meeting. 

Both Selectmen and the Finance 
Committee recommended turning 
down the $5,000 request to supplement 
the director’s $10,500 salary. Accor¬ 
ding to Selectman Judie Muggia, no 
other towns in Massachusetts sub¬ 
sidize the salaries of their housing 
authority directors. 

However, Selectman Wade Welch 
spoke in favor of the raise. The town 
will lose state money if its fair hous¬ 
ing program fails, he said, and the 
burden of action falls primarily on the 
Housing Authority. 

He said Winchester needs to add 
subsidized housing programs, and 
asked, “How do you get those pro¬ 
grams if you don’t have full-time or 
at least a three-quarter time ex¬ 
ecutive director working on them?" 

Town Meeting member Charles 
Tseckares disagreed. He said the 
town needs people with a real com 


mitment to fair housing, not more 
money for housing directors. 

On Tuesday, Keefe said he has no 
plans to step down from his Arlington 
post when he takes over in Win¬ 
chester. “There's no conflict of in¬ 
terest,’’ he said. 

Keefe ran for an Arlington Hous¬ 
ing Authority post when the town was 
in a bind, he said. Arlington had 
received a $2.5 million housing grant 
but had no place to put the program. 

The solution, he said, was to com¬ 
bine elderly housing with the public 
safety building. 

Keefe, who lives in Arlington, said 
he had no in-depth knowledge of Win¬ 
chester’s housing status. “I walk in¬ 
to Winchester as a neophyte,” he said. 

He said he plans to sink his teeth 
into the town’s policies starting June 
1. Keefe said he won’t actually take 
over the reins until July, following a 
one-month transition period with Ex- 
ecutive Director Dorothy Shannon 
still running the show. 

Shannon had threatened to resign 
last July because of salary issues. At 
the time, she said, she had too much 
work to fit into the 20-hour work week 
prescribed by the state’s Executive 
Office of Communities and Develop¬ 
ment (EOCD). 

Because of the town’s relatively 
small number of public housing units, 
EOC’D would not authorize more pay, 
she said. 

In other housing news. Selectmen 
recently voted to send eviction notices 
to tenants of two town-owned houses 
on Alben st. and Highland ave. The 
homes will be converted to subsidiz¬ 
ed housing and placed under the 
jurisdiction of the Winchester Hous¬ 
ing Authority. 

A third house on Reservoir st. has 
already been vacated and renovation 
work is underway. However, Housing 
Authority member Mary Meader told 
Selectmen the landscaping needed at¬ 
tention.

Featuring 
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Proposal Cleanup Would Improve Aberjona River

A proposal to clean up one of the 
most infamous hazardous waste sites 
in the country could mean a slight im¬ 
provement in the quality of the Aber 
jona River in the next few years 

Officials from the federal En¬ 
vironmental Protection Agency 
<EPA) and the state Dept of En¬ 
vironmental Quality Engineering 
(DEQE) met Tuesday night at 
Woburn High School, releasing pro¬ 
posals by Stauffer Chemical Co. for 
cleaning up what has been dubbed. 
“Superfund site * 1,” the Industri 
plex site along Route 93 in north 
Woburn. 

(The Industri-plex site was the 
first to be listed on the EPA “priori 
ty list” when Superfund was created 
in 1980.) 

Stauffer Chemical Co., a former 
owner of the site, presented the clean¬ 
up proposals as part of a preliminary 
study it conducted under a consent 
agreement with the EPA and DEQE. 
Under the Superfund law. Stauffer 
and other former owners are liable 
for a share of the cost of the clean-up. 

Stauffer’s proposals are still being 
reviewed by federal and state en¬ 
vironmental experts, said EPA’s pro¬ 
ject manager Richard Leighton A 
public hearing on the proposals will 
be held in June; a full copy of Stauf¬ 
fer’s study is available in the Win¬ 
chester Public Library. 

Stauffer proposed three separate 
phases for the clean-up, because the 
250-acre Industri-plex site, which has 
been under EPA and DEQE] scrutiny 
since 1979, has three waste pollution 
problems. 

There are sections where the 
groundwater has been contaminated 
by toluene and benzene; scattered 
sites where decaying animal hides 
are buried, creating noxious odors; 
and more than 43 acres where the 
ground has been contaminated with 
toxic heavy metals like arsenic and 
lead. 


From 1853 to 1931. arsenic-based 
insecticides and chemicals used in¬ 
local textile, leather and paper in¬ 
dustries were made on the site. From 
1934 on, several firms manufactured 
glue there, using animal hides. 

“Stauffer, the last of the glue 
manufacturing companies, came for¬ 
ward to speak with DEQE and EPA 
in 1981.“ Leighton said. 

When Stauffer signed the consent 
decree with the two agencies in May 
1982, the Industri-plex site was believ¬ 
ed to have an arsenic pit, a chromium 
lagoon, and several piles of buried 
hides. 

“Further study showed that 80 to 
100 acres of land were contaminated 
with sludges containing heavy 
metals.” Leighton said. 

Stauffer’s proposal called for cap¬ 
ping the hide piles, and venting gases 
through an activated carbon filter to 
remove odors, and for capping con¬ 
taminated soil with more than 30 in¬ 
ches of soil to prevent direct contact. 

In the second phase of study, in 
May 1983. a plume of groundwater 
contaminated with benzene and 
toluene was discovered. 

The two chemicals, common in 
gasoline, had not been present in 
earlier testing, Leighton said: “The 
best we can determine is that it is the 
result of midnight dumping." 

The groundwater shows no sign of 
contamination with the heavy metals 
on the site, Ix?ighton added. 

Because the groundwater has the 
potential to further contaminate 
Woburn’s now-closed (i and 11 wells 
— it is moving at about a foot a day 

EPA and DEQE officials want to 
see the groundwater contamination 
treated. 

Stauffer recommended “air¬ 
stripping’’ to clean the groundwater, 


Leighton said. 

That process involves pumping the 
contaminated groundwater through a 
“steel-wool-like’’ medium to disperse 
it, Leighton explained. Then air is 
forced through the water. 

“As the air is forced through, the 
benzene and toluene are volatalized 
{turned into gasl and sent into the 
air." Leighton said. 

(Stauffer officials said later that 
the amounts of benzene and toluene 
released into the air by the process, 
according to their figures, would be 
lower than existing levels of the gases 
in the area.) 

The cleaned groundwater would 
then be pumped into Hall’s Brook, 
after some secondary treatment to 
remove other organic compounds. 
Hall’s Brook feeds directly into the 
Aberjona River at Mishawum rd. 

The water pumped into the brook 
will meet Class B standards, suitable 
for recreation use — Hall’s Brook is 
now Class C. 

The treated water will also meet 
water quality criteria, standards that 
are not part of the law, but a goal 


water experts strive for, Leighton 
said. 

The amount of groundwater 
pumped into the brook and its impact 
on the Aberjona would vary by 
seasonal conditions, Leighton added. 
“But I would say, at the outlet to the 
Aberjona from Hall’s Brook, it will 
probably add less than 20 percent to 
the volume.” 

The effect on the Aberjona, 
Leighton said, should be a slight 
overall improvement in the flow- and 
water quality of both Hall’s Brook and 
the Aberjona River. 

Leighton and DEQE represen¬ 
tative Robert Cleary stressed that the 
proposals — estimated to cost about 
$13 million — are only Stauffer ’s pro¬ 
posals, and are still under review by 
both agencies. 

A public hearing will be held in 
June, sometime after the 15th, 
Leighton said. The public is welcome 
there, and will also have 10 days to 
two weeks following the hearing to 
submit comments or questions, 
Leighton said.

What plans does Winchester have 
for expanded early childhood 
education? 

Winchester is strongly committed 
to the goal of providing the best possi¬ 
ble education to children in the 
primary years, which, building on 
pre-school and family experiences, 
provide the foundation for the many 
years of schooling to come and for 
lifelong learning. 

As part of a system-wide effort 
taking place this year to strengthen 
our early childhood and primary pro¬ 
grams. a Staff-Community Task 
Force on Early Childhood and 
Primary Education has been formed. 


The Task Force is looking into the 
following topics: 

1 Entry Date: What should be the 
date for kindergarten entry in the 
Winchester Public Schools? If a 
change is recommended, when should 
* go into effect? 

2 Need for New Programs: For 
more than a year, intensive discus¬ 
sion has taken place at the state level 
on the perceived need to strenghten 
early childhood education by pro¬ 
viding new program options at that 
level. 

Such options include pre¬ 
kindergarten programs, transitional 
kindergartern, all-day kindergartens 
and parent-funded pre-school care. 
Are any of these options desirable for 
Winchester’’ 

2. Developmental Assumptions: 
What assumptions about child 
development during ages 6 to 8 should 
underpin our educational program in 
kindergarten and primary grades? 
What are the implications of these 
assumptions for curriculum in 
general and for the approaches to 
various subjects in primary grades? 

The Task Force will forward 
recommendations to Supt Charles 
Mitsakos by the end of this school 
year. 

Catherine S. Alexander 
Winchester School Committee 

What control does the School Com¬ 
mittee have over the initial and the 
continuing quality of teaching per¬ 
sonnel? 

The School Committee plays no 
role in the initial hiring of teaching 
personnel. Hiring of new teachers is 
the responsibility of the principals 
and the assistant superintendent for 
personnel, who in turn make recom¬ 
mendations to the superintendent. 
Then, the School Committee votes 
upon the recommendation of the 
superintendent for all assignments, 
retentions, promotions and tenure of 
each person. 

The role of the School Committee, 
with regard to the continuing quality 
of teaching personnel, is not much 
greater. Evaluation of performance 
is the responsibility of the various 
educators. 

The School Committee’s greatest 
responsibility involves the granting or 
denial of tenure. This vote is taken 
after a teacher has been in the system 
for three years and is made upon the 
recommendation of the superinten¬ 
dent. The key to the entire process lies 
with the evaluators. They are the peo¬ 
ple who must be held accountable for 
the continuing quality of teaching per¬ 
sonnel.

It was a Friday, some month or 
more ago. The world quivered on the 
brink of full spring. 

I had been driving for two days 
through lower New England over 
hills mounded like reclining sheep, 
past rivers rushing with the joy of 
release, under skies moist and clear 
as the eyes of healthy children.

1 happened to be in my car at the 
appointed hour. 


Sure enough, the song came on, 
and sure enough, spinning the radio 
dial, I found it again and again and 
yet again on various stations, for the 
whole of its four-minute duration. 
Muzak even played it in the world’s 
elevators at that moment. President 
Reagan had it piped into the cabin of 
Air Force One. It made for an inspira¬ 
tional moment. 

But this was not all lhat made the 
day special. It was Good Friday, too. 
and the day whose close would bring 
the start of the Passover com¬ 
memoration. 

Kids romped, forgiven school. It 
was close to 70 degrees. And. 
wherever I looked, there were folks 
buying flowers, picking up best suits 
at the Dry-Cleaners, eating ice cream 
cones. 

In the offices I visited, people 
seemed distracted and preoccupied. 
Some wandered in the aisles between 
desks, chatting. Others looked out the 
windows. Many had gone home early. 


There was a sense of silence in the 
blue and billowing afternoon that un¬ 
folded then: silence and surcease and 
the contentment that comes of pursu¬ 
ing private celebration in a time of 
peace and plenty. 

I drove with the windows down and 
inhaled the fragrance of the old Con¬ 
necticut earth. 

A flock of birds passed overhead, 
advancing in close-order drill. They 
travelled in the familiar V-shaped for¬ 
mation, that wedge, that incomplete 
triangle that for so many of us signals 
the onset of winter. 

Only this time, they travelled nor¬ 
thward. Coming home to us, I found 
myself saying aloud to them. And 
welcome back to you. 

The afternoon wore on. Shadows 
grew longer. The road unravelled like 
a smooth black ribbon beneath my 
car. 

At sunset, it carried me through 
the center of Hartford I was heading 
homeward by then, on the way back 


to my own young family. 

The sky glowed in extravagant col¬ 
ors — in shades of peach and rose and 
violet and, at the horizon, a tone of 
green usually seen only about the sup¬ 
ple necks of very young mallards. 

Starlings swooped about the 
golden dome of capitol, rising high 
and then falling with pure abandon, 
transported, it seemed, by the pure 
exaltation of flight. 

The sky began to darken then, and 
this newest Good Friday prepared for 
its end. It began to darken, and this 
newest tide of Passover prepared for 
its beginning.

director, is adamant about staying 
current with medical news. Aerobic 
litness classes are so new that they 
must constantly be adapted, as ex¬ 
perience in them increases. Good 
aerobic teachers attend monthly 
meetings and aerobic fitness 
seminars and are trained in CPR and 
first aid Look for a class with a 
teacher willing and able to answer 
your fitness questions. 

Kathy Marston, another Waltham 
teacher, divides her classes into five 
important parts. She begins her 
classes with a few minutes of warm¬ 
up jogging or walking. This gives 
muscles time to warm up even before 
stretching. 

Marston spends time teaching 
stretching techniques. Many athletes, 
those who bother to stretch at all, do 
no know the proper positions for stret¬ 
ching. A good deal of nagging injuries 
are the result of improper stretching, 
rather than from the actual running, 
cycling or other sport. 

It is quite possible to cause tears, 
for example, in a knee tendon if the 
foot is angled unnaturally. Smaller, 
shorter muscles should be stretched 


first, working up to the larger muscle 
groups, such as the front leg muscles. 

When Marston feels everyone is 
warmed up properly, she leads the 
class in 30-35 minutes of actual 
aerobic activity. She keeps a careful 
watch on every participant to make 
sure no one is over extending 
themselves. 

If you don’t think these classes 
sound like a tough workout, try them! 
Marston has seen a number of ac¬ 
complished runners, bikers, swim¬ 
mers and weight lifters scoff at her 
classes and then nearly collapse try¬ 
ing to keep ud. 

Aerobics has much to offer 
athletes in other sports. While each 
sport, be it running, swimming, bik¬ 
ing or weightlifting, utilizes a certain 
set of muscles while ignoring some 
others altogether. 

Aerobic classes combine 
movements that exercise virtually 
every skeletal muscle in the body. 
Besides increasing overall condition¬ 
ing, muscles that are necessary for, 
but not conditioned by, a certain sport 
are strengthened. A good example of 


that are the back muscles necessary 
for painless running. 

Aerobic fitness classes provide a 
fun alternative to daily running or lap 
swimming that may have become too 
routine. Besides, they offer relief 
from the stress of highly competitive 
sports such as tennis. 

But don’t expect too much of a 
break — most find that they get car¬ 
ried along by the music and the peo¬ 
ple around them and end up getting 
a much better workout than they 
would have received by themselves. 

Aerobic fitness classes will even¬ 
tually become an integral part of the 
training program of a great number 
of successful athletes. Every athlete 
can benefit from the increased 
strength, flexibility, and endurance it 
provides. 

Incidentally, the Boston Celtics 
have incorporated aerobics into their 
daily program! 

And besides all that — it’s fun.

The sole hid that failed would have 
liaised by $5,000 the salary of Win- 
Ichester Housing Authority’s new ex 
lecutive director. < See related story in 
| today’s Star.) 

In all, the town budget weighs in 
[at $20.588,820, a figure that will like 
!y boost the tax rate to $24.90 per 
! $l.ooo assessed property value, accor¬ 
ding to unofficial figures from Town 
Comptroller Joseph Bonner. That 
would be a hike of $1.60 over last 
year’s tax rate 

The biggest outlay Thursday night 
was $739,273 for wage hikes and other 
benefits for town employees. Most 
employees got a raise of 5 percent. 
The motion passed with nary a word 
of debate. 

More controversial was the 
Assessor’s Board second-time request 
for $25,000 in computer expenses. Ac¬ 
cording to Assessors’ Chairman 
Francis X. Mahoney, the money was 
vital to the upcoming revaluation of 
town homes 

He said state officials require 
revaluation every three years and 
could grab Winchester’s state funds 
to do it if dissatisfied with the town’s 
progress.

Ciarcia, a bond issue of close to $1 
million for the facelift work will like¬ 
ly be requested at November Town 
Meeting. 

Meanwhile, engineers would draft 
plans this winter to fix up Town Hall’s 
interior. The building would be made 
accessible to the handicapped and the 
auditorium would be spruced up. said 
Ciarcia. The interior study will like¬ 
ly trigger a second bond issue of 
similar magnitude about $1 million 
for the 1986 spring Town Meeting. 
And. thanks to Town Meeting, a 
cleanup of Upper Mystic Lake is now 
on the horizon. Town Meeting 
members approved $10,250 to 
mechanically rip out plants choking 
the two upper bays of the lake, in¬ 
cluding the area bounded by Everett 
avc. and Lake view rd.. and the 
waters near the Winchester Boat 
Club. 

The state will contribute $30,000 
toward the cleanup effort, which will 
use no chemicals.

According to Selectmen Alan Mac¬ 
donald, the work is not expected to 
begin until the summer of 1986. "We 
still have some hoops to go through," 
he said. 

Before cleanup can begin, the 
town must sign an agreement with 
Arlington and Medford, which also 
border the lake. Unless Arlington 
calls a special Town Meeting in the 
fall, said Macdonald, the measure 
would have to wait for its 1986 spring 
Town Meeting. 

Finance Committee Chairman 
Patrick Roddy said his board had 
originally recommended against the 
cleanup funds, primarily due to a lack 
of information. The board changed its 
tune Thursday, however, deciding to 
back the plan. 


Toxic Waste Will Be Collected 

In other business, Town Meeting 
allocated $4,000 for a collection of 
household hazardous waste. On col¬ 
lection day, planned for a Saturday in 
October, residents will be able to 
clear out such toxic leftovers as clean¬ 
ing solvents, herbicides, pesticides, 
and paint. 

At the drop-off site, a chemist will 
distribute the waste to steel barrels. 
Health Dept, officials said a licensed 
hazardous waste disposal firm will be 
chosen by bidding to conduct the 
disposal. 

Town Meeting also approved 
$5,000 for Winchester’s Conservation 
Commission, which administers town 
wetlands and conservation land. Ac¬ 
cording to board Chairman Margaret 
Howard, the commission has not 
received town money since 1978 

This new allocation will be used to 
update the town’s "Open Space and 
Recreation Plan." Winchester is re¬ 
quired to have a plan in order to 
receive state conservation funds. 

Howard called the town’s existing 
plan "woefully out of date," adding it 
should have been revised three years 
ago to stay in line with state 
guidelines. 

Town Meeting members also ap¬ 
proved $1,500 to cover expenses of the 
Fair Housing Committee, which has 
never before received town funding. 

According to committee Chairman 
Alice Warren, board members 
previously paid expenses out of their 
own pockets. She said this year’s 
allocation will he used to primarily to 
print brochures. She added that any 
leftover funds would be carried to the 
following year’s Fair Housing budget.

rain Waves May Reveal Poor Vision In Children

A new brain wave test may reveal 
hen children have vision problems 
hrecognized by parents, teachers, or 
ven the children themselves, says 
Winchester optometrist Albert L. 
nerburne. 

Often, bad vision can be linked to 
learning disabilities and trouble with 
ehool work. Now, a branch of eye 
are called “behavioral optometry” 
an help children with vision-related 
[earning disabilities see better 
hrough special lenses. 

Electronic testing has revealed 
hat the brain emits Alpha waves at 
he rate of about 10 per second. Scien¬ 
tists say the highest-intensity waves 
tome from the visual cortex, where 
pight is processed. 

Recently, researchers discovered 
/that low-level Alpha signals in the 
Wain are linked to learning, while 
Bhigh-level Alpha waves are linked to 
flearning disabilities. 

Tests on learning-disabled 
| children revealed Alpha signals about 
110 times stronger than average. 

“The pattern was so consistent 
i that researchers were able to predict 
I learning-disabled children 85 percent 
I of the time just by making Alpha 
I measurements,” said Sherburne. 

Behavioral optometrists, said the 
| doctor, can reduce children’s eye 
stress with special lenses. When 
children with learning-related vision 
I problems were tested with the 
“stress-relieving” lenses, their Alpha 
! wave signals were about a tenth as 
strong as without lenses. 

When researchers removed the 
lenses, the signal levels shot back up. 

Shelburne says many children 
with learning-related vision problems 
don't realize they have a problem. 

“They can’t see through others’ 
eyes. They think, ‘Doesn’t everyone 


see books all blurry?’ and go on grap¬ 
pling with school work they just can’t 
handle.’’ he said. 

The children may not complain 
about their sight. But sometimes their 
frustration may show during reading 
period in school. 

Other signs teachers and parents 
can watch for include: 

• The child may have a poor atten¬ 
tion span and daydream or be easily 
distracted. 

• The child may try very hard in 
school but still fail to grasp reading 
assignments. 

• The child may hate to read but 
love to listen to stories. 

• The child may score high on 
tests when information is presented 
verbally, but low on reading tests.

Ulcers: Causes, Signs Described By Doctors 


About 3.8 million Americans navi* 
ulcers, and each day another 1,500 
people got them, according to a report 
released by Boston University 
Medical Center. 

Although doctors have not pin¬ 
pointed the cause of ulcers, they do 
know ulcers are more common in in 
dustrialized societies and may reflect 
the stress of hectic lifestyles, the 
report said 

Ulcers have been linked to smok 
ing, heredity, emotional stress and 
certain medications 

Acording to Statistics, about 5,600 
Americans die annually from ulcers 
and more than 50.0(H) people have 


ulcer surgery, said the report. 

An ulcer is an open sore with an in 
flamed base. Ulcers can occur on any 
on part of the skin or mucous mem¬ 
brane in the body. 

When sores form in the mucous 
membrances of the stomach, they are 
called gastric ulcers. 

When they form in the duodenum, 
a section of the intestine below the 
stomach, they are duodenal ulcers 
Doctors ma\ refer to either type as a 
peptic ulcer 

A peptic ulcer begins with 
hydrocholoric acid, used by the 
stomach to destroy bacteria. When 
the stomach lining loses its resistance

to the powerful acid, or when loo 
much acid is secreted, an ulcer may 
result. 

According to the report, all types 
of people can develop ulcers, not just 
hard-driving businessmen who eat 
fancy meals and drink lots of coffee. 

Ulcers run in families, and people 
with type 0 blood may be more 
susceptible to duodenal ulcers 

Ulcers are more common in 
smokers than in non-smokers, and 
smoking slows the healing rate of an 
ulcer. 

Alcohol increases gastric acidity 


and can damage the stomach s 
delicate mucous membranci 
although doctors are not certain that 
alcohol can cause ulcers. 

Ulcer symptoms can range from 
mild discomfort to stabbbing pain. A 
gastric ulcer may cause pain right 
after eating, although some find it ir¬ 
ritated by an empty stomach. 

A duodenal ulcer is most often 
relieved by eating 

other symptoms ot a peptic ulcei 
include vomiting, nausea and a sense 
of fullness in the upper abdomen. 
Weight loss is also common.

State Begins Plans 
To Ease Rte. 128 Traffic 


State Transportation Secretary 
Frederick P. Salvucci announced that 
the state has begun a major effort to 
alleviate traffic congestion on Route 
128. 

Speaking at a conference on Route 
128 traffic and land use issues, Salvuc¬ 
ci said, “Sections of Route 128 are 
heavily congested now, and, with a 
continuing development boom that 
will add 20,000 new jobs along the cor¬ 
ridor by the end of next year, the pro¬ 
blem is going to get worse. 

“Over the next five years, the 
state Dept, of Public Works will be 
making significant improvements to 
Route 128 and its feeder roads, but our 
construction options are very 
limited,” he said. “The only way that 
Route 128 will be able to accom¬ 
modate the continued growth which 
is the centerpiece of our economy is 
through a cooperative effort by state 
and local officials, area business, and 
commuters.” 

Salvucci said that Deputy 
Transportation Secretary Allan R. 
McKinnon would be leading the state 
initiative to develop solutions to Route 
128 congestion problems. 

McKinnon, who gave the con¬ 
ference keynote speech, said that 
over the next two years the state will 
be making detailed traffic forecasts 
for the entire Route 128 corridor and 
will also be analyzing existing 
development and projecting future 


growth in the 28 communities which 
border the highway. 

“We’ll be working closely with 
local officials and developing a 
catalogue of planning tools that cities 
and towns can use to ensure that 
development is compatible with a 
community’s capacity and 
character.” McKinnon said. “We’ll 
also be working with area businesses 
to encourage alternatives to tradi¬ 
tional, 9-to-5, individual automobile 
commuting — alternatives like 
ridesharing, subscription buses, and 
flexible work hours.” 

McKinnon said that Caravan, a 
private non-profit organization 
established by the state in 1978 to pro¬ 
mote innovative commuting options, 
“will be instrumental in our efforts to 
change 128 commuting patterns. In 
the past seven years, Caravan has ar¬ 
ranged commuting options for 
thousands of Massachusetts drivers.” 

McKinnon noted that “solutions to 
Route 128 traffic congestion must be 
particularly resourceful, because 
most 128-area commuters don’t have 
access to mass transportation alter¬ 
natives." 

“Route 128 is too important to this 
state’s economy to wait for a traffic 
crisis to act,” he added. “By getting 
out ahead of the problem with a 
cooperative, multi-pronged approach, 
we can ensure that Route 128 will con¬ 
tinue to be the Commonwealth’s 
‘Yellow Brick Road’.”

leading educator for the hearing im¬ 
paired. 

Inspired by his daughter, Borg- 
gaard devoted many hours to helping 
the deaf. He raised funds for Win¬ 
chester’s first two teletypewriters, 
machines that allow conversation by 
writing rather than speaking. Today, 
these phones are kept at the library, 
and one of them can be borrowed like 
a book. 

But by far, Borggaard’s biggest 
contribution to Winchester was ad¬ 
vocating the rights of senior citizens. 
He played a major role in fundraising 
and development of the Jenks Senior 
Center and is still a trustee. 

Borggaard’s voice takes on a com¬ 
bative tone when he talks about Win¬ 
chester’s attitude toward the elderly. 
“This town is very niggardly about its 
Council for Aging,” he says. “It 
spends money for kids, but not for 
grandfathers. 

“Young people are going to be old 
people,” he says. “And if they don’t 
like it, think of the alternative.” 

It is this combativeness, this will 
to take an unpopular stance, which 
has made Borggaard indispensible at 
Town Meeting for 30 years. 
Sometimes, he admits, Meeting is “a 
191-to-l club.” 

But, he adds, “You can’t give up 
— you do your own thing." 

At 84, there is no question that 
Clarence Borggaard continues to do 
his own thing. As a member of the 
town’s Planning Board, he has goals 
for the town. But he also has plans for 
himself. 

Smiling, he admits to one of them. 
He wants to make the Guiness Book 
of World Records. 

Just 15 more years and he’ll be the 
first man to have lived in three cen¬ 
turies. He’ll probably make it, too.

Twisting And Turning, 
Old Lace Tndures

For hundreds of years, they've 
endured, tiny threads twisted in pat¬ 
terns so fragile they seem they'd 
disappear in the breeze. 

Over time, they've caught the 
attention of kings, queens and 
bishops, been celebrated by 
painters and songwriters — and 
been relegated to dusty attics. 

Laces have not been a major 
part of fashions — except for wed¬ 
ding and christening gowns — 
since just after World War I. 

But the delicate, antique hand¬ 
made and machine-made frills and 
pretties are having something of a 
revival these days, according to 
Marcia Wood of Winchester. 

Wood, who collects old laces, 
(and has learned to make her own,) 
says people are digging out Grand¬ 
ma's old doilies, and picking up old 
pieces of lace at flea markets and 
antique shops as instant heirlooms. 

‘They're not becoming collec¬ 
tors so much as picking up one or 
two pieces," she observes. She 
ought to know — besides collecting 
lace herself, she sells it in an anti¬ 
ques shop in Newton. 

Some people buy old laces as 
curiousities, some to replace worn 
lace on an antique wedding gown, 
some to use with new clothes, 
Wood says. 

“Old laces — even the machine- 
made laces of the 19th century — 
are often of extremely high quality, 
and very desirable," Wood explains. 

"At that time, women were 
familiar with handmade laces," she 
says. "So they had very expensive 
machines, and made very good 
copies. 

“Now, machine-made lace is 
very shoddy,” Wood says. "I have 
seen a $400 dress with a lace col¬ 
lar: it's very poor quality, and it 
doesn’t even have a finished edge. 

"If anybody wants lace — quali¬ 
ty lace — they should buy old 
laces," she says firmly. 

But those first-time shoppers 
better watch out — buying 
something that intrigued her is how 
Wood got hooked on collecting 
lace, 12 years ago. 

“I was in an antique store, and 
saw a cardboard box full of old lace 
— it was all brown and stained," she 
recalls. "I pulled out a piece, and 
asked the woman, “How much?' 


"She told me $ 1. so I pulled out 
piece," Wood says. "But the 
oman said she meant the whole 
dx — so I took it. 

"When I got it home, I started 
jlling out the pieces, one by one 
- they were all so different." Woo«. 
jys. "I knew there must be 
jmebody out there who could tell 
le what they were." 

The first person to teach Wood 
bout laces was an elderly woman 
om Newton, who’d studied laces 
ecause she was a fan collector. 

"She’d pluck a piece of lace 
om my boxful, and tell me what 
was," Wood says. "At first, it was 
ery confusing. 

“But, eventually, I got to know 
ie laces the way you get to tell a 
aisy from a dandelion — by the 
verall impression," she explains 
Color, shape, design qualities 
naterial; they're all characteristics 
hat point to a certain lace. 

She's also studied laces in 
ourses by the American Institute 
if Textile Arts at Pine Manor Col 
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Wood's knowledgeable enough 
that she can identify certain laces 
on sight, and tell if they're hand or 
machine-made. 

"With this," she says, pulling 
out a piece of silk lace with raised 
patterns, "I know it couldnt be 
made by machine. 

"But a piece of Valenciennes [a 
delicate, intricate but flat-woven 
lace] could be extremely well 
copied by machine," Wood says 

To judge that type of lace, she 
uses a small brass magnifying 
glass, one-inch square. 

Placing it directly on top of the 
lace allows the viewer to see the in 
credibly fine weaving in the lace — 
and lets an expert like Wood see 
telltale irregularities that mark a 
handmade piece. 

Lace — basically, a delica e 
fabric woven from extremely f' ne 
threads in decorative patterns^ 
should not be confused wi 
crochet work or tatting, Wood says 
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Lace

There are three basic types of 
true lace: machine-made lace: 
needlepoint lace: and bobbin lace. 

Machine-made laces are the 
most modern of the three — 
although an Englishman. John 
Heathcote. invented a machine as 
early as 1809 to do what it took 
many hands many hours to do. 

Needlepoint lace, on the other 
hand, may be the earliest type, 
developing from traditional em¬ 
broidery and cutwork in early 16th 
century Italy. It s made on a core of 
fine linen, or built up with a series 
of loop and buttonhole stitches. 

Bobbin laces — the type Wood 
has learned to make — are so call¬ 
ed because of the way they are 
made, with a lace pillow, pins, a 
paper pattern and wooden or bone 
bobbins to carry the threads. 

Many fine threads — sometimes 
hundreds — are wound around the 
bobbins. Woods says, pulling out 
her own antique lace pillow to 
demonstrate. 

One of the things you can do 
with bobbin lace is weave cloth: you 
can t weave with crocheting and 
knitting, so that's one of the telltale 
signs of bobbin lace.'' she explains. 

Picking up a handful of bobbins, 
she demonstrates a leaf stitch.'' 
one thread being woven back and 
forth across three others in a bay- 
leaf pattern. Each row is held in 
place with pins as she finishes it. 

Sometimes, the leaf stitch is so 
liny, it's called a wheat ear. and 
they're about Vta of an inch big." 
she says. 

That's another thing about an¬ 
tique laces. Wood adds. They're 
made of an extremely fine linen 
thread that is no longer made 
today. 

Our finest threads are nothing 
like the threads they had 200 and 
300 years ago. when they were spun 
by hand." she declares. "They work¬ 
ed with threads so fine, you could 
never do it without the wooden bob¬ 
bins — their hands never touched 
the thi .'ads. 

As an example, she picks up a 
shiny, ecru lace collar, at least three 
inches wide. Its pattern looks like 
slightly raised, four petaled flowers 
strewn thickly on an abstract 
background. 

That's Maltese lace. Wood 
says. It's made of silk, and the 
Mowers aren't flowers at all. but 


repeated Maltese crosses. 

It's called Maltese lace, but that 
doesn t mean it was made there |on 
Malta].' Wood adds. Different 
kinds of lace developed in different 
countries, but the patterns carried 
their names with them as they 
travelled to different countries. 

It's one of several lace collars 
she owns. In the 1820s. they had 
a great fashion for all kinds of lace 
neckwear and cuffs." she explains. 
They'd have their dress, and then 
several pieces like this, to vary it." 

The Maltese lace is intricate and 
ornate and very expensive looking. 
It would be prohibitively expensive 
if it were made today. Wood says. 

"There are some people making 
lace today by hand — it's much 
more common in England than it is 
here — but it's simple lace, she 
says. "People don t want to pay the 
enormous prices to give 
lacemakers a ciecent wage. 

"There's 200 or 300 hours of 
work in a collar like this." she says. 
At even $5 an hour, that's a $ 1.500 
collar. (Wood bought her antique 
for about $30. at an auction.) 

Since there's no possibility of 
being paid for this kind of work, it’s 
not being done — not even in 
Belgium. Wood says, rather sadly. 

It's kind of a lost art. 

In contrast, she points to the 
bobbin lace she is making on her 
lace pillow. 

It is a one-inch wide Cluny 
border lace, which she calls a very 
crude version of lace, although it 
is a pretty pattern. 



"I'm using an old |lace| pillow, 
and these are old bobbins, but this 
is crochet thread, she explains. 
And Cluny lace, traditionally made 
in open patterns with heavier 
threads, was generally used for 
trimming curtains. . drapes and 
heavy linens. 


She unfolds an 1860 shawl, 
made of black silk Chantilly lace. It 
is three feet wide on the longest 
side, features ornate sprays of 
flowers, and seems as soft and fine 
as a spider s web. 



This lace was all made by 
hand, in three-inch wide strips, and 
joined invisibly." Wood says, 
modelling the shawl. "It must have 
been rather boring work, though: 
each woman had a specialty, and 
they worked on an assembly-line 
principle." 

She apologizes for not showing 
the shawl off properly — over a 
wide skirt and crinoline, so it would 
drape as it was designed to. 

There was quite a fashion in 
the mid-19th century for white satin 
gowns with black lace shawls over 
them, she explains. 

Lace — unlike antique clothing 
— still hasn't gained enough of a 
following to demand very high 
prices. Wood says. 

Pieces (depending on their size 
and condition) sometimes sell for 
less than $ I at garage sales and flea 
markets, and much of what she s 
found has been under $30. 

Usually. Wood says, that hap¬ 
pens when someone has great- 
Grandma s things in the attic — and 
they don't want them, but they don't 
really want to throw them away. 
She's gotten some of her best 
pieces that way. 

You have to be able to see their 
potential, her husband. Theodore, 
says with a smile. Marcia's brought 
home some of the worst looking 
things, cleaned them up — and they 
turn out beautiful. 

That s really the lure. Wood 
agrees: uncovering the overlooked 
beauty of a piece of craftsmanship, 
the artistry that has made such 
fragile threads endure times 
strains. 

And how many collections can 
you wear?

M ‘Booming O^ljew

Boy meets girl, boy loses girl, 
boy gets girl back. 

A tried-and-true story line, as 
old as the Bible, as successful as 
Shakespeare, and one that is 
enriching the pockets of hundreds 
of budding authors in the field of 
romance fiction. 

The exploding field accounts for 
40 percent of all paperback sales to¬ 
day, with three-quarters of the 
romances written by people who 
have never written before. 

And a Concord woman, who re¬ 
jected her own chance at a contract 
to write romances, is instead 
teaching others how to break into 
the field. 

Jean Caya Bancroft teaches 
"How to Write a Romance Novel" at 
Middlesex Community College. At 
a Saturday morning class, she 
warns her five women students. 
"People who make a success of this 
are those who commit." 

Many successful writers of 
romance fiction are housewives, but 
most have one more element in 
common. Bancroft says. "Someone 
is earning a living for them." 

Romance fiction is telling the 
same story in different ways, accor¬ 
ding to the demands of the different 
publishing lines, says Bancroft. 
Publishers gear their lines to the 
age and moral standards of their 
readers. 

Romance fiction has its own 
style of plot, characters, setting and 
language, says Bancroft. 

Characters may be young or 
older, virginal or divorced, Vic¬ 
torian or passionate, depending on 
the readers’ scruples and the 
publishing line catering to them. 

But the heroine is always a sym¬ 
pathetic character. The hero is 
always irresistable. They always fall 
immediately in love, and are 
separated by problems or cir¬ 
cumstances. And the story is always 
resolved with the couple reunited, 
problems solved, and the pair living 
happily ever after. 

The publishing line determines 
the degree of sexuality in the books, 
says Bancroft. 


"Can the hero and heroine go to 
bed together? Do they have to be 
engaged first? How passionate are 
they?" she asks. 

One key is examining the cover. 

"What are they wearing for 
clothes?" The fewer clothes, the 
spicier the romance line, she says. 
"And where are the man's hands? 

If his hand is on her arm. the cover 
signals a fairly mild content. But if 
his hand is on her thigh, watch out, 
she laughs. 

From the author's point of view, 
"you have to determine what you're 
comfortable writing," Bancroft 
says. 

From sex to scenery, "you have 
to try to be authentic. You want the 
reader to believe it's real. 

"The setting is important. 
American romances tend to be 
centered in the (J.S. But some 
readers use the books for armchair 
travel," she says. 

"Lifestyles don't have to be as 
rich as they used to be. It's ok to be 
middle class. It's just not ok to be 
poor." Bancroft says the only 
reason for a heroine to be poor is 
so the hero can rescue her from her 
plight. 

"The career of the woman sets 
off different types. In CIS. 
romances, the women may have 
fullblown careers. The heroine may 
be a lawyer or a publicist for a rock 
group," she says. But nothing 
dreary. 

And the writers have to 
remember, "the focus is the emo¬ 
tional interchange between the two 
main characters. 

And you have to believe what 
you're reading. Generally, it's the 
heroine's mihd you're in," says 
Bancroft. 

"You're always writing the same 
story: meeting, conflict and resolu 
tion. Different characters, different 
settings." 

Language is another real key. 
she says. 

"Concentrate on your senses. 

"Smell, sound, feel, light, color. 
Always use your senses. 

"Look at things for detail, she 
says. "Watch movement. Think

about sexual encounters. How peo¬ 
ple move is very important." 

Anatomy is important, too. but 
the presentation is everything. 

Throats are romantic, necks are 
not. says Bancroft. Cheeks are nice, 
chins are ugly. And some romance 
lines are so conservative they avoid 
the word leg, and prefer the Vic¬ 
torian limb. 

But sensuous words are best, 
she urges, words that convey feel 
ing and richness and color. 

"Who is the successful writer of 
romance fiction? People who make 
a success are those who commit," 
she warns. 

"Determine how you write best. 
You have to have a system. You are 
pumping out these books •• it's a 
business. 

"Plan your time accordingly. 
Decide what the audience wants 
and needs to know about the 
characters. Come up with as much 
detail as possible. 

"Drav/ your characters. Sketch 
costumes," says Bancroft. "Think in 
terms of conversation. It should be 
natural conversation. 

"It's like watching Twilight Zone 
or Dr. Who, a complete immer¬ 
sion," she says. "If you're writing a 
love scene, get into it. 

"Have a glass of wine. Get into 
the sensuality of it. There are 10 
million ways to say how she caress¬ 
ed him." 

When she writes, Bancroft says 
she does all of her fact-gathering. 

"Then I take a nap. exercise, 
shower. We each write our own way. 
But it's 80 percent preparation. 20 
percent writing. Like cars in a train, 
the cars keep moving up. 

After the fact-gathering, it’s 
shape, shape, shape. Then I sit 
down and write. 

How do you write best?" she 
asks. Set the mood. Put the rose 
on the piano and the classic music 
on the stereo. Establish your 
physical space. 

As a writer, also, it's important 
to have a rich outer life. Analyze 
who you are in relation to sue 
cessful romance fiction writers. Is 
this a career that's suited to you?" 


" Stories usually come out of 
your own lifestyle." Bancroft says. 
It was concern over invading her 
own privacy that turned Bancroft 
away from her own shot at romance 
fiction. 

She had a contract for a series 
of romance novels, she says, and 
had several books nearly finished 
when she decided to abandon the 
project. She wasn't ready to open 
up her own life, and the lives of her 
friends, she says, so she returned to 
more familiar writing. 

Bancroft teaches various writing 
courses including technical writing, 
and has written astrological 
forecasts and children's radio 
shows. Another specialty is hand¬ 
writing analysis. 

As a child she was an avid Nan 
cy Drew fan, and her opinion of 
romance fiction took a giant step 
up when she learned the Nancy 
Drew books were written by a whole 
crew. 

As a romance writer, she warns, 
"you're not an author in the sense 
of the great American novel." 

Once the novel is sold, a new 
author receives an advance with the 
understanding rewrites will be done 
at the direction of the publisher. 

"Who has the ultimate control? 
They do," says Bancroft. After the 
advance, the author can expect 
another $3,000 more plus royalties 
when the book is rewritten to the 
publisher's satisfaction. Establish¬ 
ed authors can command a higher 
price. 

In actually constructing the 
novel, some writers develop a 
detailed outline of events. Bancroft 
had another approach. 

"With my children's fiction, I 
created the characters, then let 
them live. Have you ever had a 
situation where you couldn't get a 
character to do something?" she 
asks. 

"When that happens with 
characters, it's because you're try¬ 
ing to make them do what they 
don't want to do. It’s like entering 
another dimension." she smiles. 
"Sometimes you don't have con¬ 
trol. "

Local Trio Recall 
War, Strife, Death 


By Marie Lee 

The following profiles of 
soldiers from this area represent 
three generations and three wars: 
World War II, the Korean War, and 
the Vietnam War. 

All three — Edward Hartnett of 
Winchester, Andrew Egan of Arl¬ 
ington, and Robert O'Brien of Bel¬ 
mont — were involved in active 
combat, and consider themselves 
extremely lucky to be alive to tell 
of their experiences. 


The Only Heroes Are Dead Ones, 
Says Winchester WWII Vet 
Edward H. Hartnett was bom in 
Somerville on Nov. 11, 1915. He 
was drafted into the Army in July 
1941, and went off to training camp 
at Fort Knox, Ky. Six months later, 
on Dec. 7, Pearl Harbor was attack¬ 
ed and war officially declared. 

That date has a particular 
significance for Hartnett. He was 
due for his first furlough so he could 
be home in time for his wedding on 
Dec. 12. 

On the morning of Dec. 8, his 
platoon sergeant came to find him 
in the mess hall to tell him that all 
furloughs were cancelled. The 
sergeant proceeded to tear up Hart¬ 
nett's furlough papers into little 
pieces, letting them fall in his plate 
Overcoming a few obstacles — 
not the least of which was the same 
first sergeant — Hartnett finally 
convinced his company com¬ 
mander to grant him a leave. He 
was married, as scheduled, on the 
12th in St. Benedict's Church in 
Somerville. 


For the next two years, Sgt. 
Hartnett served at Fort Knox, train¬ 
ing recruits for armored command. 
These would become the tank 
drivers of the great battles to come. 

From Fort Knox, he was 
transferred to Fort Campbell, Ky, 
where he served as First Sergeant 
of B Company, 718th Amphibious 
Tractor Battalion. At Fort Camp¬ 
bell, he trained seasoned army per¬ 
sonnel on amphibious tractors, or 
"amtracs." 

In late 1943, Hartnett was 
transferred to Fort Ord to await 
shipment to the Pacific theater. 

His first major battle was the in¬ 
vasion of the Philippines. He 
remembers the dawn landing at 
Leyte. His LST (Landing Ship Tank) 
was in the third wave landing on the 
beach. 

Hartnett remembers being aw¬ 
ed by the size of the landing force. 

"If I were the Japanese, I would 
have dropped dead at the sight of 
it; they wouldn’t have had to shoot 
me," he says. 

After the initial attack, his unit 
remained for mop-up operations 
that lasted four months. 

It was during this period that 
Hartnett came the closest to losing 
his life, he says. 

While on a sniper-clearing 
patrol, his platoon came under at 
tack by Japanese zero planes. Hart 
nett spotted three shell holes by the 
side of the road. 

He was about to head for one 
when he saw one of his men, a Filip¬ 
pino soldier, moving in the same 
direction. In the instant that it took 


to divert the soldier to another hole, 
a huge piece of shrapnel fell, mak 
ing a direct hit on the shellhole 
they’d both been heading for. 

Hartnett's next major invasion 
was the Battle of Okinawa. The 
718th Amphibious Tractor Bat 
talion worked with infantry divi¬ 
sions, carrying the troops on 
Amtracs and Amtanks from the 
navy ships to the beach. 

This invasion force was twice 
the size of the one that attacked the 
Philippines. Again taking place at 
the break of dawn, the invasion re 
quired thousands of LST's. 

As far as the eye could see, 
there were ships of varying sizes 
and shapes. 

In this battle, Hartnett served as 
a gunner on an Amtrac carrying 
men from the ships to the 
beachhead. After the initial attack. 
He and his men helped unload the 
mountains of supplies needed for 
such a major operation. 

He remembers looking out to 
the east that morning, and seeing 
the sun just above the horizon, a 
huge, blazing orange disk that fill¬ 
ed the horizon. 

“No wonder they call it the land 
of the rising sun," he remembers 
thinking. 

After the landing and initial at 
tack — which lasted two days — it 
took eight months to secure the 
island. Hartnett describes the ex 
perience today as "a big 
nightmare." The Japanese had oc 
cupied the island for years, and 
were securely hidden in caves in the 
hillsides.

Even after the atom bombs 
were dropped on Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki, the Japanese on 
Okinawa would not come out and 
surrender 

Patrols sent out to inform them 
that the wai was over took many 
sounded and dead. Many Japanese 
soldiers committed suicide, think 
ing they would be tortured and kill¬ 
ed if they surrendered to the 
American forces. 

Sqt. Hartnett was discharged in 
December 1945 from Fort Devens, 
after a scary ride home across the 
Atlantic, ducking German U-boats 
whose crews were unaware that the 
war in Europe was over. 

Since his marriage to Luella — 
back in 1941 — he had spent a total 
of five hours with his wife, on a 
furlough cut short by orders to 
return to duty. But. he says, they 
would have the rest of their lives to 
get to know one another. 

Hartnett went to work as night 
manager of the Wine Cellar on 
Beacon Street in Boston, where he 
remained for the next 35 years. 

They raised two children, Judy 
and Barry. Today, Luella is gone, 
and Edward Hartnett lives with his 
daughter and son-in-law and four 
grandchildren at 7 Copley st. in 
Winchester. 

He works part-time at the 
Sunoco gas station on Main st., and 
overhauls bicycles in his spare time. 

Apart from the memories, the 
war left him with a 40 percent 
disability due to ulcers. 

And he still has the coat to his 
uniform, with his campaign medals 
intact. Amazingly, that 40-year-old 
coat still fits him perfectly. 

"The real heroes," Hartnett says, 
“Are the dead ones. The medals 
belong to them." 


Arlington Vet Remembers 
Korea Cease Fire 

Andrew J. Egan grew up on 
Belknap st. in East Arlington. He 
graduated from Arlington High in 
1952. and, following in his father s 
footsteps, joined the Marine Corps 
the following September. 

Egan says bootcamp at Paris 
Island. S.C. was in retrospect, 
worse than Korea. 

Following this period of tough 
physical training and discipline, he 
spent a far more enjoyable three

months at Quantico, Va., which is 
not far from Washington, D.C. 
There, he trained in weaponry. 

His next stop was at Camp 
Pendleton, Calif, where he under¬ 
went more intensive training in ac¬ 
tual warfare tactics and war games. 

In early 1953, Corporal Egan 
found himself on the troopship (JSS 
Walker, one of 3,000 U.S. Marines 
headed for Korea. 

Traveling from Inch’On Harbor 
toward Seoul in a boxcar, his first 
impression of the city was one of 


total devastation. 

Charred remains ol buildings 
stood beside piles of rubble Tanks 
traveled down the streets. When he 
was issued a rifle and live rounds of 
ammunition. Egan says, he knew 
he was in a war. 

He remembers being surprised 
to see civilians and children in the 
streets. All the intensive training 
had produced a picture in which 
civilians had no place — and yet 
there thev were 

Egan was attached to the fifth 
Marine Regiment. F' or Fox Com¬ 
pany During the last months of the 
war, the (J.S. troops, along with the 
other members of the United Na¬ 
tions Forces, had stopped advanc¬ 
ing and were entranched along the 
38th parallel which, to this day, 
divides the two Koreas. 

They fought trench warfare, just 
like the First World War, Egan says. 
The trenches were cold, mucky, 
wet, and rat-infested. But Egan was 
impressed by the cooperation and 
the spirit of camaraderie that ex¬ 
isted between the multinational 
forces. Americans, Britons, Fren¬ 
chmen, Turks, Greeks and others 
fought side by side. For Egan, it was 
a way of getting to know the world. 

His unit was frequently under 
fire. Egan remembers one grueling 
battle to defend three hills — dubb¬ 
ed Reno, Carson, and Vegas — 
from attack by the Chinese and 
North Koreans. 

Egan was wounded in a mortar 
attack and airlifted to a Swedish 
hospital ship in the harbor. He con¬ 
sidered himself a lucky surviror; 
two men standing nearby lost their 
lives in the attack. 

But after only three days of rest 
and treatment — he was bleeding 
from the nose and ears — Egan was 
called back to the front, because 


the Chinese had launched a major 
offensive. His wound permanently 
affected his sight and hearing, and 
later earned him a 30 percent 
disability pension. 

One incident which took place 
toward the end of the war made a 
deep impression on Egan. 

In an attempt to shorten the 
war, the USS Missouri, the largest 
battleship in the world, sailed up the 
ImJim river near the 39th parallel 
and fired her 12 guns at the North 
Koreans. 


The sound of the projectiles as 
they flew overhead was deafening, 
he recalls. Egan was overwhelmed 
by the power they represented. 

In August 1953, a cease fire was 
declared. When the appointed hour 
came, the night was suddenly 
ablaze with multicolored flares. 

On the opposing hills, 
thousands of Chinese and Koreans 
could be seen, where only a feu 
hundred were thought to be entren 
ched. Cheers, bugles and horns fill¬ 
ed the night.

Egan says he can still recall the 
feeling of elation that invaded him 
that moment — and the relief. He 
had survived the nightmare, and 
would soon be going home. 

A few months later, he was sent 
back to the states. Upon landing at 
Treasure Island, near San Fran¬ 
cisco, he received orders for the re¬ 
mainder of his active service. 

He was surprised to find his 
travel voucher made out for small 
change: he would only be going up 
the road to Port Chicago. Egan has 
fond memories of his last year in 
the service, as San Francisco had 


much that reminded him of Boston. 
He was finally discharged in 
September 1955. 

Sgt. Egan had not been back to 
Arlington since his enlistment three 
years earlier. His family celebrated 
his homecoming with a tremendous 
bash. Among the guests present 
that evening was a young lady from 
Medford who would become his 
wife the following year. 

In the meantime, he took advan¬ 
tage of the Gl Bill and enrolled in 
airline school. This training led to 
a career as a space control agent 
with Northeast Airlines and later 
American Airlines. 


For the past 17 years, he has 
worked as a serviceman with 
Boston Gas. 

Andrew and Eileen Egan raised 
seven children. Today, their son, 
Andrew Jr., is serving in the Air 
Force while studying electronics at 
the University of Denver. 

Two of their daughters are mar¬ 
ried, and the Egans have two grand¬ 
children, and are expecting their 
third. They live at 14 Jason court in 
Arlington. 

Egan has been quite active in 
veterans’ organizations. He served 
as Commander of the Arlington 
Post No. 39 of the American Legion 
in 1969-70 and has been a member 
of the Legion's Color Guard for 18 
years. 

For Andrew Egan, Memorial 
Day marks the loss of those who 
were not so lucky and made the 
supreme sacrifice.

Robert J. O'Brien Jr. was born 
in Boston on Aug. 4. 1947. He grew 
up in Belmont, and attended Bel¬ 
mont High School, leaving at 16 to 
work for Bay State gas stations. 

In March 1966, he enlisted in 
the Marine Corps. 

O’Brien said he probably chose 
the Marines because of the rugged 
image portrayed in John Wayne 
movies, and the tough discipline. 

After boot camp at Paris Island, 
he was sent to Camp Lejeune, N.C.. 
for training as a demolition 
engineer. 

During this period, the war in 
Vietnam was regularly in the news. 
When he joined the service, O'Brien 
knew he would most probably be 
sent there, and he wanted to go. 

In October 1966, after a 20-day 
leave, O'Brien was sent to Camp 
Pendleton, Calif., for training in 
jungle warfare. He was then flown 
via Hawaii and Okinawa to Da 
Nang, South Vietnam. 

During his first night on Viet¬ 
namese soil, the airbase where he 
was staying came under rocket 
attack. 

O’Brien was assigned to A Com¬ 
pany, First Engineers, First Marine 
Division. 

When he was with his company, 
every day began the same way. At 
5 a.m., the tank trails had to be 
swept for mines. The rest of the day 
would be spent on operations in the 
surrounding area. Sometimes, his 
unit would be flown out to distant 
operations lasting several weeks. 

During one three-month period, 
O'Brien was among a small group 
of Marines assigned to a hill near 
the Cambodian border which was 
held by 250 South Vietnamese 
Marines. 

In this remote area, the villagers 
had never before seen an American. 
O’Brien’s unit was assigned to clear 
minefields and prepare the area for 
takeover by the U.S. Marines as a 
base for major operations. 

It was the monsoon season; 
helicopters could not find their 
position because of cloudy and 
overcast skies. For two weeks. 
O’Brien and his fellow Marines liv¬ 
ed primarily on rice. 

One night, the Vietnamese 
Marines invited them to dinner. 
Having nothing better, they took 
along as an offering a package of 
moulded hot dogs. 

Next to the bowls of rice anc 
chopped-up hot dogs, there wen

pieces of a beige-colored meat. 
After a few mouthfuls, one of the 
Americans asked what the meat 
was. 

“Squeek, squeek," 

demonstrated a Vietnamese 
soldier. 

There was no mistaking that it 
was rat. At the end of three months, 
O'Brien was evacuated off the hill 
with an enlarged spleen caused by 
drinking bad water. 

After eight months in Vietnam, 
O’Brien was promoted to Lance 
Corporal. He was also awarded the 
Bronze Star for "extraordinary 
courage ... and selfless devotion to 
duty at great personal risk." 

The incident that brought 
O'Brien his Bronze Star occured on 
Aug. 27, 1967. 

He had just returned the 
previous night from a two-week 
operation, and was awakened by a 
rocket and mortar attack at around 
4 a.m. 

That morning began with the 
usual sweep of the tank trail and the 
main road to Danang. A nearby 
prison manned by the South Viet¬ 
namese army had been overrun, so 
all raods and bridges in the vicinity 
had to be checked for mines and 
booby traps. 

Back at the First Marine Com¬ 
pound. O'Brian received a call 
ordering him to clear a mine field 
where 15 CI.S. Marines had 
detonated several mines. The 
sweeping crew had sustained 
serious casualties, and they could 
not evacuate them. 

O Brien remembers driving to 
the assignment on a clear evening, 
a blue sky dotted with puffy clouds 
overhead, and thinking that those 
pretty clouds could be his last view 
on this earth. 

O'Brien did not expect to walk 
out of that mine field. He was 20 
years old. 

He entered the mine field arm¬ 
ed with an old mine detector. But 
the brush was waist-high, and had 
to be cleared by hand, so the heavy 
mine detector had to be left behind. 

O’Brien crept forward on hands 
and knees, clearing the brush piece 
by piece, and checking for tripwires 
and booby traps. 

One of the wounded, 
somewhere ahead of O'Brien, need¬ 
ed to be calmed down. The man 
was from Boston. The Sox were up 
for the pennant — so they talked 
baseball until O'Brien could reach 
him. 

Meanwhile, a crowd of 
onlookers had formed giving him 
support. But they began attracting 
sniper fire; helicopters were sent in 
to provide cover for O’Brien. 

After some time, he found two 
booby traps and three mines. Each 
time he reached one of the wound¬ 
ed, after clearing the area around 
him. O’Brien helped move him 
from the field. 

Four months later, the war was 
over for O'Brien — he was sent 
back home. 

The transition from active com¬ 
bat near the DMZ (demilitarized 
zone) where he had served on his 
last operation, to the streets of the 
(J.S. took place within four days. 

It was a difficult change to 
make, he says. 

Upon landing at a California air¬ 
base. he was disturbed and confus¬ 
ed to see picket signs referring to 


him and his fellow Marines as 
"babykillers." 

The rising tide of anti-war sen¬ 
timent was not made known to the 
combatants in Vietnam at that time. 
During his 30-day leave, he found 
it difficult to adjust to the political 
climate at home. 

O'Brien recalls once causing a 
scene in Harvard Square. He ap¬ 
proached a young man with long 
hair, who was casually wearing a 
dress blues uniform, and ordered

him to take it off. O'Brien says he 
had known men who had died for 
that uniform, and felt that young 
man had no right to wear it. 

After completing his tour of du¬ 
ty at Cherry Hill, N.C.. Robert 


O'Brien Jr. was discharged in April 
1970. 

Back home in Belmont, he was 
apprenticed to a carpenter in Bel¬ 
mont and later worked at the Quin¬ 
cy Shipyard. Then he served for a 
number of years as a corrections of¬ 
ficer at Concord Prison, until he was 
injured in a prison uprising. 

Taking advantage of the Gl Bill, 
O’Brian completed his high school 
education, receiving his diploma in 
1976. 

After some training, he has 
been working as a mental retarda¬ 
tion technician at the Fernald State 
School in Waltham for the last five 
years. 

He is now married and lives with 
his wife, Laurie, at 23 Gordon ter¬ 
race. They have recently bought 
their first home, and will be moving 
to Athol in the near future. 

Besides his job at the Fernald 
School, O'Brien is involved in a 
small business, Call-A-Crew, a pro¬ 
fessional moving, cleaning, carpen¬ 
try. and general handyman service 
for homes and businesses. 

Looking back on his experience 
in Vietnam, O'Brien says. "We had 
our good times and we had our bad, 
and you just have to remember 
those good times.'*

It’s been a hot issue in Winchester 
for a long while, but never has it been 
as hot as during the last year. 

The state has increased its 
pressure on the town to comply with 
fair housing rules — which demand 
that each Mass, community share the 
burden of providing housing for low 
to-moderate income families. 

Winchester has long fought the 
move, but $2.7 million instate grants 
is at risk if the town da’s not comply 

While not everyone is opposed to 
the idea, many have been openly bit¬ 
ter about rules which might bring 
those with lower incomes to their 
neighborhoods. 

The latest proposals have includ 
ed a 70-apartment complex off Forest 
st., a multi-unit complex off Cam¬ 
bridge st., and proposals for a few 
units at a Vine st. apartment building. 


So far. none of the plans have gone 
much further than the blueprint 
stages. 

The most controversial recently 
has been a plan proposed by former 
state senator and Winchester native 
Samuel Rotondi. 

Last week. Rotondi brought his 
plans before a crowded local Plann¬ 
ing Board meeting, at which 
numerous residents cited concerns 
ranging from potential traffic woes to 
drainage ditches. 

It was hardly the first discussion 
about the proposal — nor is it likely 
to be the last. 

And as other plans are likely to 
loom on the horizon, it is perhaps well 
worth reviewing some of the town’s 
housing history. 

In the spring of 1982, Gov. Edward 
J. King signed Executive Order 215,

Housing Issue 
Has A History 
Of Controversy 


Town Manager Chadwick Maurer 
came into Winchester’s great housing 
debate at a rocky time. 

After months of debate, the town 
had just signed its agreement with the 
state, promising to find low-to- 
moderate income housing. 

Now the first of the promises is 
about to be tested. By June 30, the 
town must provide the state with a 
clear picture of its fair housing goals. 

"There are several components to 
the agreement," said Maurer on 
Tuesday. 

Maurer, who has spent con¬ 
siderable time studying the issue 
since he came aboard two months 
ago, is now the town’s housing coor¬ 
dinator. 

On Tuesday, he said the town 
would probably name a new director 
of fair housing — different from his 
post — as one means of meeting the 
state’s requirements. 

He said he was unsure whether it 
would Ik* a separate, paid position, ad¬ 
ding that, "it depends on the amount 
of stipend." He said it is possible the 


director could be someone already on 
the town’s payrolls. 

Meanwhile, he said, the town is 
forging ahead on its state-mandated 
progress report. 

"First, we have to come up with an 
inventory of possible housing sites," 
he said. 

He said town engineer Jake Ciar- 
cia is beginning to draw up a list of 
such sites, in order to meet the Sept. 
30 deadline. By June 30. he must pro¬ 
vide proof that such a study is indeed 
being undertaken. 

"Second, we agreed to encourage 
private developers to include in their 
proposals possible (fair housing) 
units." 

Maurer said as far as the 
developer issue is concerned, that 
matter is in the hands of local boards, 
some of which have been less than 
favorable toward various proposals, 
including the Sam Rotondi plan. 

Rotondi, a Winchester native who 
still lives in town, has proposed a $4 
million. 70-unit housing plan. One

An Old View

Robert Bacon was a prolific man. 
Born in 1772, he had ten children, built 
a gracious estate and founded a fac¬ 
tory that made 85,000 felt hats in a 
single year. 

He lived to the ripe age of 89, long 
enough to see his family rise to pro¬ 
minence in Winchester and to see the 
town itself mushroom into an in¬ 
dustrial center. Robert Bacon could 
have gazed down from his manor 
house 150 years ago over an empire 
of felt factories, shops, stables and 
worker cottages, together known as 
"Baconville ” 

Though he died a leading Win¬ 
chester citizen, Robert Bacon was not 
born in the town. A member of a pro¬ 
minent Boston family, he took a gam 
ble moving out to a tiny rural 
community without a single major in¬ 
dustry. In 1824. he bought two un¬ 


productive mills along the Aberjona 
River in an undeveloped part of Med¬ 
ford (now Winchester). 

The mills, built by John Symmes, 
an early Winchester settler, had been 
the site of a failed steam barge 
scheme. Bacon, an inventive man, 
salvaged the buildings and harness 
ed the Aberjona River to power his 
felt-making industry. 

With his patented machinery, 
Bacon’s factories churned out pro¬ 
ducts at a furious rate, first hat bodies 
and later sheet felt for wallpaper and 
stone polishing 

Winchester was soon changed 
from a sleepy farm communty to a 
manufacturing center, and Bacon’s 
felt mills marked the birth of the 
town’s industrial revolution. 

When the mills burned to the

ground in 1861, writer E.A. Wadleigh 
wrote that “a singular fatality seem¬ 
ed to attend these buildings, and 
made people shy of locating there for 
business purposes.” 

Three times, the Bacons rebuilt 
the charred mills, only to have them 
flooded, when Upper Mystic Lake was 
dammed in 1863. A final factory, built 
at the foot of Grove Place, had better 
luck. But in 1952, the company’s 
owners, no longer Bacon men, took 
the business to Taunton. Abandoned 
hulks, the Bacon mills burned to the 
ground yet one last time in 1957. 

The mills have disappeared from 
Winchester, but Robert Bacon’s 
manor house still stands. Built circa 
1830, the spacious house at 6 Mystic 
Valley pkwy. has a clapboard front 
with brick sides. 

Designed in the transitional period 
between Federal style and Greek 
Revival, the manor is a hybrid. 
Typical of a Federal home, it has a 
symmetrical facade, but its Greek 
Revival entrance porch, supported by 
plain Doric columns, reveals 
America’s changing tastes. 

Remarkably, architect John 


Kutts’ original drawings of the house 
remain intact. The property, 
however, does not. A chunk of the 
front acreage was seized by the 
Metropolitan Park System, much to 
the dismay of the Bacon family. The 
house, long occupied by Robert’s 
daughter, Ann, was sold out of the 
family in 1903. 

Although the manor house is no 
longer owned by a Bacon, the home 
at 31 Grove st. remains in the lami- 
ly. Built as a storehouse in 1865, it was 
converted to a home by Charles N. 
Bacon, Robert’s grandson. Three suc¬ 
cessive generations of Charles 
Bacons lived in the house and ran the 
family felt business. 

At its height, Baconville compris¬ 
ed not only family homes but a cluster 
of worker cottages, some owned by 
the factory, some by the workers 
themselves. The area bustled for 
more than 125 years with employees’ 
families, but today few cottages 
remain. 

Little is left of Baconville’s in¬ 
dustrial character, a casualty of Win¬ 
chester’s transformation from 
factory town to suburban community.

The vibrancy fairly crackles at (he 
Winchester Seniors Assn. Recreation 
Committee’s monthly meetings. It is 
understandable when one scans the 
dozens of activities emanating from 
them, such as: art, bowling, bridge 
and whist, calligraphy, crafts and 
stilchery exercise classes, line and 
ballroom dancing, sewing, day trips, 
bingo, square-dancing, trips, lectures, 
movies, glee club, hikes, sculpture, 
mystery rides, yoga classes, 
macrame classes, a book club and 
more. 

One can see how the committee 
plans an orderly patchwork of ac¬ 
tivities which are scheduled weekly, 
monthly, semi-annually, and 
seasonally. Manning and organiza-

lion are the key ingredients ol the 
Recreation Committee followed close¬ 
ly by implementation. 

If a day trip is being planned the 
place must bo chosen. This involves 
many suggestions, then investigation. 
After a decision is made about place, 
the next step is a restaurant near the 
place being visited. Essential ques¬ 
tions: will the restaurant take a 
group? What is the physical disposi¬ 
tion. or geography of the restaurant? 
Is it on the second floor, is service 
traditional or buffet style, what are 
the menu choices and prices? 

After these things are considered 
and decisions are made, time 
schedules and transportation can be 
confirmed and a trip price is deter¬ 
mined. Then publicity, reservations, 
continuations and collections are 
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made. The average trip includes 44 
people, since that is the number of bus 
seats available. 

The trips are often oversubscrib¬ 
ed and two busses could easily be fill¬ 
ed. but that is usually not logistically 
possible. Consequently, more day 
trips are planned and some popular 
ones are repeated several times so 
more members can be accom¬ 
modated. 

Some day trip destinations have 
been to the Kennedy Library, Fenway 
Park. Suffolk Downs, Museum of 
Science, Wellesley Greenhouses, 
Tufts Veterinarian School at Grafton, 
Lake Sunapee, N.H.. Fuller Rose 
Gardens in New Hampshire, foliage 
in Vermont and Sturbridge Village 
to mention a few. 

Mystery ridys are offered regular¬ 
ly and are always well received. This 
month .leaks members will be travel 
ing in style aboard a double-decker 
bus. 

The day trips are but one segment 
of the Recreation Committee’s job. 
()nc can readily grasp the effort that 
goes into each activity is gargantuan. 


“All of this work, from idea to com 
plction. is done by the .lenks 
members. chairman Randolph 
Kazazian explains “We always plan 
for just a little money over from each 
activity, so we are self-sustaining as 
well as making a contribution to the 
center.” 

For example, at weekly bridge 
and whist parties, each person con¬ 
tributes 50 cents-*, ?.'> cents for the 
Center and 25 cents for the prizes and 
refreshments. 

Kazazian is creative and tactful in 
his approach to everything, such as 
his innovative methods of drawing 
partners at bridge and whist and in a 
surprise bingo prize, such as steaks. 
Everyone enjoys a good steak occa¬ 
sionally. 

The bailiwick most bitter for the 
committee to deal with is the woeful 
lack of space. Often there are just 
more activities, people and meetings 
than corners in which to hold them. 
Confusion and frustration reign when 
this happens 

Not onlv is the size of the rooms a 
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problem, hut for crafts and painting, 
the physical set-up is a problem, too. 

(>nc cannot paint and do messy work 
in a room that is not both bright and 
scrubbable. 

Also, when a group project is be¬ 
ing done, such as a quilt in stitchery. 
where does one store it between ses¬ 
sions 9 Storage is one of the major pro 
blems since fetching is difficult and 
should not be necessary in many in¬ 
stances. 

There are as many philosophies of 
recreation at the center as there are 
people involved. Clearly, there is 
something for everyone. All phases of 
an activity, from planning stage to 
participation, require an expediter, so 
active involvement is the watchword. 

A committee person put it this 
way. “I've made friends and met peo¬ 
ple I never would have known without 
the center. The sense of responsibili¬ 
ty and satisfaction I get from helping 
others gives, my life dimension 
beyond the inevitable aches and pains 
I would otherwise be dwelling upon.”

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Vietnam Vet Tells It Like It Was 


Kevin Sullivan Wears Scars, But He’s Proud He Fought

Kevin Sullivan was cut out to be a 
Marine. 

He didn’t flinch at gunshots, jungle 
rot. or dismembered Inxlies. I le didn't 
flinch at killing 

Sullivan, an 11 year-veteran of 
Winchester’s Water Dept . could han¬ 
dle lighting the Vietnam War. Wound¬ 
ed three times, scarred by Agent 
(Jrange, a man who went through hell, 
Sullivan still says he’s glad he fought. 

Sullivan. 36. enlisted in the 
Marines right out of Winchester High 
School, three months before his tilth 
birthday. 

Boot camp took him to South 
Carolina, infantry training to Califor¬ 
nia. and, he recalls, “the next thing 
I knew I was in Vietnam.’’ In 1%H, 
at the height of the war, Sullivan land¬ 
ed in the city of Da Nang, on the nor¬ 
thern coast of South Vietnam. Then he 
left for the jungle, a place named 
Happy Valley. 25 miles west of the 
city. 

Occasionally, from a mountaintop. 
Sullivan found the land beautiful. But 
mostly, it was war-scarred, burned 
out. It stunk of death. 

At times, he was out in the bush for 
a month at a time. He remembers be¬ 
ing weak from the heat and climbing 
with his 70 pound pack. It was often 
100 degrees, even 105, so oppressive 
he could barely breathe. He had to 
bushwhack through elephant grass as 
tall as a man while leeches clung to 
his legs. 

Then, when the sun went down, the 
heat disappeared and “if it rained, 
you’d be frozen." ()nce Sullivan came 
down with a virus and ran a 
temperature of 105 degrees In the 
hospital, they soaked him in alcohol 
baths 

Daytime was relatively quiet, he 
recalls, apart from sniper fire. It was 
at night that the North Vietnamese 
went into action. “That’s when they 
wanted to play their game, ' he says 
A few weeks into his stint. Sullivan 
got shot. The Marines had set up a 
night ambush, and the North Viet 
namese walked right into it 

During the battle. Sullivan turned 
bis head and saw a Vie! Cong aiming 
an automatic rifle at his back 
“I thought I was going to die that 
night," he says. “Everything flashed 
in front of my eyes, my paper route, 
Little League baseball The next thing 
I knew. I was shot " 

The bullet entered bis hip and 
lodged in his lower back. When the 
lighting slowed, a comrade bandag¬ 
ed him up I was medevaced out." 
lie says. (Cl. lingo for being lifted by 
medical helicopter. Navy surgeons in 
Da Nang cut out the bullet, and he 
was hospitalized for 30 days. 

After the battle, Marines found the 
Viet Cong’s rifle It had jammed, 
keeping another 10 rounds of fire from 
going off Sullivan was damn lucky to 
be alive. 

“That’s when I learned playing for 
keeps." he says. When he returned to 
combat, he killed six Vietnamese, 
maybe more, 'll didn’t bother me a 
bit You get a pal on the back. Good 
job, Sully that's about all 1 need¬ 
ed." 

Sullivan had never seen a dead 
body until Vietnam. 

Some ol his friends got killed in the 
war. One was a boot camp buddy 
“He got torn up pretty bad one 
night, and he died out in the field." 
Another was killed when North Viet¬ 
namese shot his chopper down. A 
third was shot through the heart 
And others were flown home. 
Sullivan recalls, staring straight 
ahead “A few left the country who 
got shot up pretty bad I never saw 
them again Izist their legs and stuff. " 
Sullivan recalls another episode 
One morning, three Vietnamese 
women waved to the troops and yell¬ 
ed. Hey Marine! Hey Marine! How 
you doing ’" They sounded friendly 
enough 

But at four the next morning, an 
all-woman squad attacked his patrol, 
charging the Marines and spew ing 15 
or 20 grenades a piece ()ne burst near 
Sullivan, slamming shrapnel into his 
arm and back. 

Among the guerillas were the 
three flirtatious females who had 
waved to the Marines that morning 
Day to day. the living conditions 
were grueling, mentally and 
physically 

"You’re so hepped up. so on your 
toes Like you’re scaled to death 
it s either him or you " 

"I was always scared, but after a 
while you don't really giveas-t what 
happens, says Sullivan. 

The war. he says, sometimes in 
volved petty, nasty tricks In Viet¬ 


nam, in the steaming jungle heat, 
only once did the Marines sec ice The 
North Vietnamese sympathizers, 
recalls Sullivan, “urinated in it and 
froze it and everyone came down with 
dysentery. We never saw ice again." 

The war was a game of ambushes, 
one side trying to trap the other It 
was also a political game. “You’d try 
to persuade the villagers to lx* on your 
side." 

From Sullivan's perspective, the 
communist Viet C’ong wanted to w in 
more than the anti communists. 

“Their way of persuasion was a 
hell of a lot better than ours." he 
observes “They’d hang a village 
chief if he wouldn't give them food 
We’d come in saying. We ll do this for 
you, we’ll do that for you ’ " 

Sullivan says his cousin at Bentley 
College saw war footage showing 
Americans brutally burning Viet 
namese villages 

But. he says, “they didn’t show 
him what the North Vietnamese did 
the night Indore They cut arms off of 
children. They were savages. They 
were all-out to win it." 

Sullivan says he trusted no Viet¬ 
namese. Yet. sometimes, he sym¬ 
pathized with tlu‘ rural people 

“The poor people in the village 
didn't know which way to turn." lie 
says. The North Vietnamese would 
torture them if they didn’t cooperate; 
the Americans would burn the town 
if they did. The village people were 
terrified of everyone. 

“It was an uwful way to live," he 
says. 

Sullivan thinks the Americans 
could and should have won the 
war “In my own head, militarily, l 
know we did a good jot) over there," 
Sullivan says. “We really put a hur¬ 
ting on those people. Politically, that’s 
where it was lost." 

He says the I S didn’t go for 
broke in the war, didn’t fight to win 
The I S. troops “dropped more 
bombs on Hanoi than they dropped in 
all of World War II. but they didn’t go 
all-out. They could have bombed the 
whole country. They could have flood¬ 
ed the whole country by taking out the 
dams." 

As for civilian casualties, he says, 
“I don’t know. It’s not like you can 
give fair warning It just happens." 

Coming home to Winchester in 
1969, Sullivan recalls, “It was nice to 
be home. It was a good feeling. I 
didn’t care about any parade. Maybe 
it’s just me, but who cares if there’s 
a parade? 

“They don't owe me any parade. 
You went over to Vietnam, you did 
what you had to do. you came home. 
It’s just like getting up in the morn¬ 
ing to go to work " 

Today, Sullivan must contend with 
numbness in bis right leg if he sits too 
long, a reminder of a bullet wound. 
And then there’s the effect of Agent 
Orange. 

Agent Orange is a defoliant so 
virulent it killed acres of dense jungle 
in a few weeks. The Marines used it 
to clear paths for tanks and heavy ar¬ 
tillery; it was easier than bushwhack¬ 
ing and sawing down trees. 

But Agent Orange does cruel 
things to humans too. 

Year in and year out. Sullivan has 
a scaly, itchy rash on his legs that no 
ointment can cure. "I scratch so 
much my legs bleed My side of the 
bed is bloody It's an itch that never 
goes away." 

other veterans have similar 
symptoms, or more severe ones, from 
a list of about 50. The chemical is 
suspected of making eyes sensitive to 
sunlight, of changing hair color, of 
causing violent behavior, among 
other things And the effects may lie 
passed down to future generations. 

Recently. Sullivan went to Boston 
to make his bid for government com¬ 
pensation!, filling out forms for an 
hour and-a half 

Although the physical marks of the 
war remain. Sullivan's psychological 
scars appear relatively light No 
nightmares plague him, he says. 
"I've had a few ‘nice’ dreams, but I 
never woke up screaming " 

In 197:1. be married his wife. 
Arlene. They now live in North 
Reading with two children. Kimber¬ 
ly, 12. and Kevin Jr.. 9 

He's seen it all, lived through the 
worst “I've seen arms and legs lying 
in the dirt." Sullivan says He knows 
Vietnam vets who went crazy 
Sullivan, however, leads a normal 
life, lie even coaches baseball. 

“What it boils down to is I think I 
could I could handle it pretty good 
which a lot of people can't, he says 
"For a lot of people, the war will 
never end inside their heads

Editorial: 

The Only Answer 
Lies In Listening 


There has txxni a lot of talk around 
town about teenage drug and alcohol 
abuse. It is a hot topic, and one that 
touches on some very sensitive issues. 

The prom is tomorrow — the 
goldfish lx)wl prom and all eyes are 
on Winchester as it copes with teen 
drinking at an in-town, outdoor prom 

Many have been skeptical about a 
prom at Manchester Field. It is con¬ 
sidered by High School Principal Vin¬ 
cent Larocco as the last straw If this 
doesn’t work out. he’s said, the 
camel's back js broken. 

There is no alternative but to kill 
the prom, he fears. 

Students have been understand¬ 
ably quick to balk at the idea of adults 
quashing a tradition such as the 
senior prom It is something young 
people anticipate from the first day 
they set foot in high school. 

Parents and school officials, 
meanwhile, want to prevent a tragedy 
- such as a car crash — from claim¬ 
ing the lives of Winchester youths. 

The nearly 400 people who turned 
out last month for the parents’ 
meeting at the high school represent 
a good sign. At least some adults are 
willing to give time to hear some real- 
life drama. 

There’s certainly enough drama 
here. 

Teenagers are driven to be prac¬ 
tically perfect. Many are pushed in¬ 
to being virtual superstars — shining 
in sports, academics, popularity con¬ 
tests and more. . . . 

And then, there’s peer pressure — 
that phenomenon that can turn a 
youngster into a daredevil. 

Sadly, “relief” from pressures — 
budget beer and a few hits of pot or 


more — seem to represent the only 
freedom from pressure for many. 

Some parents ask how their child 
could be involved in anything so im¬ 
perfect. They demand that “the 
children” STOP. 

Hut simply demanding that 
someone stop abuse isn’t the answer. 

The answer lies in listening: listen¬ 
ing to the person behind the beer and 
marijuana, listening to the person 
who is turning to potentially harmful 
substances because no one is really 
listening to him 

The answer could be to just listen. 

Maybe it’s hard to believe that an 
answer to the complex problem of 
pressure and substance abuse could 
be so simple. 

With real listening, kids and 
parents can get together — at a point 
where parents will admit that they 
may have done unorthodox things in 
their ow-n youth. 

Parents could even admit that 
they’re scared. They could say that 
they are unfashionable worriers, as 
parents inevitably are. But as adults 
they are not afraid to admit they are 
as scared about the kids as the kids 
are about failing their parents. 

Maybe then kids could feel a little 
less pressured. Maybe then they could 
feel like they can tell their parents 
about things that are really eating 
them up — and know' that their 
parents will hear them out. 

Because, let’s face it — being a 
teenager can be a real hassle. 

Being a parent can be a pain, too. 

But somebody has to start making 
things easier. Passing the buck won’t 
do a bit of good.

BEACON HILL ROLL CALL 


This week’s report records votes 
on roll calls from the week of May 
20-24. 

DHUNK DRIVING (S 819) — 
Senate 28-10 rejected a bill allowing 
drunk driving second offenders the 
option of serving a 21-day sentence in 
a private residential alcohol treat¬ 
ment program. Current options are 
seven days in jail or 14 days in a state 
treatment facility. 

Supporters said offenders now' 
have to wait up to six months to enter 
a state facility and noted the bill re¬ 
quires the person to pay his or her 
own costs of the private treatment. 

Opponents said the bill favors 
wealthy offenders and noted an in¬ 
crease in beds has resulted in a 
shorter waiting period. 

A “Yea” vote is for the bill. A 
“Nay” vote is against it. 

Sen. Richard Kraus voted no. 

C ONCERTS (S 874) — Senate 23-14 
rejected a bill allowing a person who 
is denied a permit by a city or town 
to hold an event in a facility with more 
than 30,000 seats, to appeal his or her 
case to the Commissioner of Public 
Safety who can approve the permit if 
it is determined the event would not 
endanger the public health. 

Supporters, noting the bill only ap¬ 
plies to four facilities including Fox- 
boro’s Sullivan Stadium, said this will 
provide a fair appeals process in 
cases like last year when Foxboro 
Selectmen vetoed the Michael 
Jackson concert. 

Opponents said the bill simply 
violates home rule and allow's the 
state to override local communities. 

A “Yea” vote is for the bill. A 
“Nay” vote is against it. 

Kraus voted yes. 

COLLEGE (II (>000) — House 
131-9. rejected an amendment 


establishing state college application 
fees of $25 for Massachusetts 
residents and $40 for out of state ap¬ 
plicants, with provisions for waiving 
the fee for the poor. 

Supporters said current fees are 
too low and result in many students 
applying even though they have little 
intention of attending. 

Opponents said the amendment is 
unfair and defeats the concept of low 
cost state colleges. 

A “Yea” vote is for the amend¬ 
ment. A “Nay” vote is against it. 

Saltmarsh voted no. 

RIGHT TO KNOW (II (>000) — 
House 85-61 rejected an amendment 
providing $530,000 reimbursement to 
regional vocational school districts. 

Supporters said the money is 
necssary to provide these schools with 
money to implement the state- 
mandated right to know law. 

Opponents said the amendment is 
premature and urged the House to 
wait until all the facts are in. 

A “Yea” vote is for the amend¬ 
ment. A “Nay” vote is against it. 

Saltmarsh voted yes. 

AFDC (II 6000) — House 90-58 ap¬ 
prove a $13.3 million amendment in¬ 
creasing the proposed cost of living 
raise for recipients of Aid to Families 
with Dependent Children from 6 to in 
percent. 

Supporters said the state can af¬ 
ford these hikes of from $17 to $36 per 
week which will help these families 
w'hich are below the poverty level. 

Opponents said the 10 percent is 
excessive, does not provide any incen¬ 
tive, and is unfair to other groups like 
public retirees who are only receiv¬ 
ing a 4 percent hike. 

A “Yea” vote is for the amend¬ 
ment. A “Nay” vote is against it. 

Saltmarsh voted yes.

By mid-afternoon, he looked like 
Richard Nixon, grim and jowly By 
evening, he was Popeye: all he lack¬ 
ed was a pipe to place in a mouth 
grown tiny by comparison to what 
surrounded it. 

The next morning, though, was 
when it really hit. By then his face 
was a basketball, the moon, the planet 
Jupiter, even His skin was stretched 
and shiny; the baby didn’t know him; 
dogs growled and edged away. 

Oddly, though, his pain began to 
ease about then. 


Not so oddly, mine began to grow 

There is no one sicker, on God’s 
green earth, than a sick man. They 
need constant attention. 

Mine needed milkshakes, drugs, 
and 24-hour sports coverage on 
television. 

He sat propped in bed for the first 
few days, collecting tribute. 

Later, he moved out onto the 
screened porch-. He dozed, and peel¬ 
ed an old sunburn, and read 30 or 
more spy novels. 

I hauled reeking mountains of 
trash to the dump and dragged all the 
hoses up out of the cellar for the 
season. I watered the lawn and 
repaired the window. I made all the 
meals, cared for all the children and 
produced breakfasts in bed even on 
Mother’s Day. 

I don’t begrudge him any ol this, 
heaven knows. Don't get me wrong. 


It’s just that men seem to be sicker 
when they’re sick than women do 

How many women have carried 
gamely on through fevers, chills and 
bouts of near-malaria” How many 
have made Halloween costumes with 
both arms in casts? Prepared for bir¬ 
thday parties, delirious with flu? 

It’s amazing what women can do. 

That character in The Good Kurt It 
who steps out of line in the fields, 
gives birth, and gets right back to her 
picking? She’s not the exception: 
she’s the rule. 

But comparisons are odious: it’s 
apples arid oranges. 

Today, a week after his surgery, 
my husband is nearly himself again. 

He’s had a terrible time of it. and 
no mistake. A few days ago. cleat 
marks appeared on his clavicles 
and his whole thoracic region turned 


springtime green. I think they were 
standing on him for most of the pro¬ 
cedure, to tell you the truth. 

I haven’t been brave enough to 
take a good peek in his poor mouth 
yet. The stitches are still there, look¬ 
ing like a collection of black spiders. 

I le’s not sure, but he says he thinks 
he can see the bottom of his brain 
through one of the wounds when he 
catches it in the right light. 

It’s been a trauma of the first 
order. 

He was very good throughout it all. 
though. His mother was heroic, tiptoe¬ 
ing in tor visits with Coke and noodles 
and unresentful love. 

And I? 1 was just the wife in the 
story, carrying on as best 1 could, 
weathering it all. and asking myself 
only occasionally: when will it be my 
turn?

Dear President Reagan: 

This is in reference to your par¬ 
ticipation in the wreath laying 
ceremony at the German military 
cemetery located in Bitburg, West 
Germany. 

The Winchester Interfaith Assn, is 
a representative body of the various 
Catholic, Protestant and Jewish 
religious congregations of Win¬ 
chester, Massachusetts. The purpose 
of the association is to address the 
religious concerns of the Winchester 
community. 

In a recent meeting of the Associa¬ 
tion, the subject of your planned visit 
to the Bitburg Cemetery was discuss¬ 


ed. Various points of view of the 
Association members were express¬ 
ed ranging from forgiveness of the 
Germans to remembrances of ex¬ 
periences in pre-World War II Ger¬ 
many as Jews under Nazi rule. 

It was decided that a letter should 
be written to you on behalf of the 
Association expressing our condem¬ 
nation of your participation in the 
wreath laying ceremony. 

In summary, the Association 
understands the view that Germany 
and the German people be forgiven 
for the World War II atrocities ol the 
Holocaust. However, a distinction can 
be drawn between the forgiveness 
and the forgetting of the Holocaust. 

An atrocity of the magnitude of the 
Holocaust which was carried out by 
the Waffen SS, members of which 
were buried in that cemetery, must 
never be forgotten. Your participa¬ 
tion in the wreath-laying ceremony 
may be interpreted not as forgiving 
the evil done by the SS troops, but as 
honoring those troops. 

While the Association condones the 
forgiveness aspects of your gesture, 
we wish to express our view' that the 
President of the United States should 
not honor the German soldiers who 
were participants in the Holocaust, or 
indicate in any way that the Holocaust 
atrocity be forgotten.

I urge everyone who cares about 
children and who acknowledges the 
need for the arts in all our lives to 
make an effort to see what I know will 


be a resounding success. 

There is nothing amateurish about 
any Gagel production, as anyone who 
has seen his “Oliver,” Guys & Dolls,” 
“Pajama Game.” or “Bye Bye Bir¬ 
die” can tell you. 

What the kids learn from being in 
one of his shows seldom can be learn¬ 
ed in the classroom; these are real 
life skills, and real life rewards for 
good work. 

Walk into a rehearsal three weeks 
before opening night and you find that 
these actors are already letter-perfect 
in their lines, and in their 
characterizations. It takes great kids 

my feeling is that all kids have 
unlimited potential but it also takes 
a special quality to bring that poten¬ 
tial out. 

Too many “unlimited potential" 
kids grow up to be “squashed, 
unrealized" adults, so we do have to 
marvel when somedhe has the abili¬ 
ty to reach masses of squiggling, wig¬ 
gling potential, and allow it to lake 
shape and grow 

There will l>e critics, undoubtedly, 
about young, impressionable kids 
partaking of a play in which a 
youngster plays a drunken harridan; 
there may even a naughty word. 

But if what we read in the 
newspapers is true, there are far 
more evil role models in real life who 
have far more impact on a child’ 
s sense of reality than what these kids 
are learning and know is “make- 
believe” and satire.

We should all seriously question 
and consider why so many of our 
youth are depressed, dependent on 
alcohol and other drugs and/or (are) 
suicidal, but I don’t think we will find 
a simplistic answer or solution to the 
problem. However, allowing children 
to achieve competencies that are 
meaningful, especially to them, can’t 
hurt, and it may well lx; part of the 
answer.

Insure The Safety 


Of all the concerns facing our na¬ 
tion today, perhaps the most 
devastating is the problem of missing 
children. With up to 2 million children 
missing in America and as many as 
4500 missing here in Massachusetts, 
each of us has a responsibility to com¬ 
bat this frightening travesty. Thus 
far, we have failed. 

The disappearance of one child is 
a tragedy. The disappearance of 2 
million children is nothing short of a 
catastrophe. In many cases, you have 
a better chance of recovering a lost 
dog or a stolen wallet than you have 
of ever seeing a missing child again. 

The month of May has been pro¬ 
claimed “National Child Safety 
Awareness Month.” making it an ap 
propriate time for us to reflect on the 
travesty of missing children. Each of 
us. personally, should do what we can 
to make the world safer for our 
children. 

As the father of four children 
under the age of 11, the thought of one 
of them vanishing without a trace ter¬ 
rifies me. I know how I feel when my 
son comes home late from baseball 
practice or when I lose sight of my 
daughter in a store. That panic and 
desperation that I experience for a 
relatively short time is what parents 
of missing children experience for a 
lifetime. 

Every year, 5000 children are 
found murdered. Nearly 2,500 of these 
children are buried unidentified, in 


John Doe graves, leaving their fami¬ 
ly members speculating about the 
safety of their children forever. In 
many cases, families spend their life 
savings searching. 

New England K.ID.S (Kids Iden¬ 
tification Systems), the sole 
Massachusetts-based organization to 
deal with the problem of missing 
children, is working to combat this 
problem. 

Last April, I signed the articles of 
organization giving birth to this non¬ 
profit corporation. I proudly continue 
to serve as its honorary chairman. 

In this past year.-New England 
K.ID.S. has become a nationally 
recognized organization. Numerous 
law enforcement organizations in the 
state, together with hundreds of 
volunteers, have worked with New 
England K.ID.S. to fingerprint over 
30.(KM) children and to educate twice 
as many parents about the problem 
ol child abductions and the precau¬ 
tions to take against such tragedies. 

New England K.ID.S. works to 
make the public aware of the problem 
of missing children and to develop, 
with other community groups, safe¬ 
ty and prevention programs for 
children and parents. The organiza¬ 
tion has become involved with 
specific cases and has been successful 
in returning several children to their 
parents 

The group also has developed 
self-help support groups, and has set

Own Statistics 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

I am writing concerning the 
debate over the Rotondi housing pro¬ 
posal. The Star has recently printed 
letters and reported statements on 
both sides of one of the central ques¬ 
tions in this debate: is there a shor¬ 
tage of housing in the Town of 
Winchester? 

Because statements on both sides 
of this question appear to me to be 
rather subjective and impressionistic. 

I thought that your readers might find 
interesting one relatively objective 
piece of data: the results of a recent¬ 
ly completed statewide housing needs 
survey (city by city and town by 
town i conducted by the state govern¬ 
ment and based upon the 1980 Federal 
census. 

That survey contains the following 
statistics for Winchester: in 1980. 
there was a need for 276 elderly and 
737 family rental units of the kind the 
low moderate apartments in the 
Rotondi proposal would address. 
When the figures were adjusted to ac¬ 
count for units added since 1980, they 
show a need for 259 elderly units and 
736 family units. 

I would be pleased to make a copy 
of the relevant portions of this report 
i it is a thick document! > available to 
members of the Town government or 
the Housing Authority if they do not 
already have access to it

There’s a three-mile “Fun

The more serious 10K Road 
Race will give runners who have 
been in training a chance to show 
off their forms. 


The race route goes from

Good Year For Tennis 

10 Years At The Top For WHS Boys’ 


Work For 

Success

This spring. I had the opportunity 
to address the Lincoln Carroll School 
graduating class. The young people in 
this class have beaten the odds, ris¬ 
ing above some learning disabilities. 
Running great Jim Fixx, who died 
last July, had a special place in his 
heart for Lincoln Carroll, and it was 
appropriate then, that 1 bring some of 
his life to these great grads. 

Unfortunately, not having lived 
much longer than the seniors 
graduating today, I have no bits of 
wisdom or insights to make the tran¬ 
sition to the real world of respon¬ 
sibilities, obligations and 
commitments any easier. 

1 will share with you some 
thoughts on one of your esteemed 
graduates, and my friend. 

Jim Fixx was to running what 
Babe Ruth was to baseball — a 
forceful, dynamic, sometimes even 
comic personality. As runners often 
do. Fixx developed an obligatory set 
of idiosyncracies. In addition, to 
meticulously logging workouts and 
mileage, he kept a record of the coins 
he found, accumulating a couple of 
dollars a year. He had a penchant for 
tools: screwdrivers, hammers, wren¬ 
ches, all of which seemed to lie along 
the road awaiting his discovery. I 
remember the gift 1 gave him at his 
bachelor party — a tool box. 

I can remember visiting him on 
numerous times in Manhattan. As an 
editor, he refused to be sucked into 
the three martini lunch. His poon 
times were for sharpening his mind 
and his senses The Vanderbilt 
YMCA was his locker room and the 
businessmen he ran with were his in¬ 
tellectual foils. With Jim, you not on¬ 
ly had to run, you had to think Merlin 
the Magician taught King Arthur that 
the way to lift sadness is to learn 
something. With his insatiable mind, 
Jim was rarely sad. 

Contrary to the popular notion. 
Jim argued that there w’as no such 
thing as a “Runner’s high". “Runn¬ 
ing", he told me time and time again, 
“was the natural thing to do." “We 
don't have a runner’s high. Everyone 
else suffers, regrettably, from a non¬ 
runner’s low'.’’ 

With the publication of the Com¬ 
plete Book of Running, an art direc¬ 
tor decreed a pair of runner’s legs to 
be suitable for the cover. 

Where does one find them? 
They’re not listed in the Yellow 
Pages. The Ford Modeling Agency 
has no such category. Jim went to the 
studio of photographer Neil Savin, 
and after a test shot, was approved. 
Yes, those are Jim Fixx’s legs on the 
cover of his books. 

The book took off faster than the 
space shuttle, shooting to the top of 
the New' York Times bestseller list, a 
fate normally reserved for the likes 
of Irving Stone and James Michener. 
Certainly, it was not the anticipated 
for the most solitary of sports, — long¬ 
distance running.

“I think they had 
trouble adjusting to the clay." 

Palumbo chipped in, “Yea, they 
didn’t come out fighting in the first set 
like I expected them to. The second 
set. though, was vintage emotional 
Lexington tennis." 

Winchester’s second point came 
when Greg Johnson and Hank Lynch 
defeated P.J. DiGiammarino and 
Julius Yang 6-1, 6-0.

There was a simple reason why 
Jim became the spokesperson, the 
disciple, the unimpeachable source.

It was not only the timeliness of 
what he said, but the eloquence and 
simplicity with which he said it He 
could write for the neophyte without 
talking down to the most experienc¬ 
ed runner. 

He. more than anyone else, could 
do the “how-to” book from which 
everyone could learn. 

The time was right The man was 
right He transcended the demarca¬ 
tion lines of the sport, reaching out 
when we needed it. penetrating the 
word and the woof of the sedentary 


population. 

Jim Fixx touched the heart and 
soul and adrenal glands of America. 

The Complete Hook ot Kunning is 
an enterprising title (what does one 
do after it?), and Jim could 
sometimes be heard to say. “Well, 
I’ve certainly painted myself into an 
interesting corner.” 

But a follow-up book was in¬ 
evitable. The title was the biggest 
quandary. And so emerged Jim 
Fixx’s Second Book of Running. 

While working on his latest effort. 
“The Complete Book of Sports Perfor¬ 
mance,” Jim had experienced some 
telltale distress signals: a tightening 
of the throat and chest pain, however 
slight.) 

Heart disease is a killer that not 
even running can cure, and Jim had 
traits predisposing him to it. His 
father died of a heart attack at age 43. 
and Jim had been an overweight

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smoker until 35. Yet. the ego of the 
runner denies warnings. The deter¬ 
mination that makes us good runners 
is what prevents us from being objec¬ 
tive about our symptoms. 

On Friday, July 20.1984. America 
lost Jim Fixx. During a run in pic 
turesque Vermont, he fell dead, the 
victim of genes and past mistakes. It 
could be argued that he lived on bor¬ 
rowed time; time he would never had 
were it not for his running. Certain¬ 
ly. it was quality time. 

If Jim Fixx, alumni of your col¬ 
lege, had but one more minute of life 
for each of the lives he touched, 
enlightened and enhanced, he would 
live forever. For many of us. he will. 

What epitaph would be most fit¬ 
ting? Once, while running along New 
York’s East River, Jim summed up 
his feelings about running, and 
himself.” If I wanted to tell you the 
most possible about a person in the 
least number of words. I would simp¬ 
ly say, ‘He or she is a runner.” Jim 
was the quintessential runner. So 
graduates, take with you not the 
memory of Jim Fixx, but the legacy 
of a runner. The last time I saw Jim. 
we were training together for last 
year’s Chicago Marathon. 

He gave me a T-shirt with the 
following inscription: “‘Don’t Hope 
for Success’ Work For It." 

I’m sure this would be what Jim 
would want you to have.

which empowered the Economic Of¬ 
fice Of Communities and Develop¬ 
ment. (the E0C1)> to review state 
grants to Commonwealth cities and 
towns, contingent upon their pro¬ 
viding for ••scattered site housing”. 

By definition, such housing for 
those with low-to-moderatc incomes 
would he strewn throughout the 
town, in an effort to avoid over¬ 
burdening any particular 
neighborhood. 

On Dec. 15. 1982. the heads of the 
local Selectmen. Planning Board and 
Housing Authority, signed an agree¬ 
ment with EOCD stating that Win¬ 
chester would come up with a 
comprehensive housing policy. 

As a result of the agreement, the 
state gave Winchester $331,000, 
representing Phase I of the downtown 
redevelopment project 

In October of 1983. the town had 
failed to meet the requirements it had 


agreed to in 1982. despite the state's 
periodic reminders. 

Finally, on Sept. 12, 1984. Win¬ 
chester received a letter from EOCD, 
which stated that the town would lose 
$740,000 for downtown renovations 
unless it produced “identifiable 
steps” toward achieving the goals set 
out in the 1982 agreement. 

Within that same week, state of¬ 
ficials presented Winchester with pro¬ 
mises of $740,000 — a tidy sum needed 
to further complete downtown 
renovations. 

Days later, on Sept. 20, the local 
subcommittee on housing met to 
begin discussing a time frame for 
meeting the state’s requirements. 

This time, state officials made it 
clear they meant business and they 
weren’t going to back off. 

Winchester had to stop trying to 
hope the fair housing issue would go 
away. 

As the state sent out deadlines fast 
and furiously, town officials spent 


hours haggling over proposals that 
might put Winchester in better stan¬ 
ding with the state 

On Sept 24. residents packed a 
public hearing on the housing re¬ 
quirements. After the three-hour ses¬ 
sion was over. Selectmen retrieved to 
their meeting room to vote for a 
$30,000 downtown renovation designs. 

With a design project approved, 
the town appeared on its way toward 
getting a housing plan in position 
for without the state cash for 
downtown renovations, there was ob¬ 
viously no need for a design project. 

In early October. .Selectmen re¬ 
jected a preliminary plan that was 
headed for approval by the stale. The 
four-point plan, which included pro¬ 
posals to study possible housing con¬ 
struction and existing buildings, had 
been set for board approval before it 
was to head to the state. 

Instead. Selectmen sent a 
modified version to the town’s Fan- 
Housing Subcommittee and asked 


that the committee scrutinize that 
plan. 

At that meeting on Oct. l. 1984. 
several residents criticized the Select¬ 
men, claiming they had done a poor 
job bargaining with the state. 

“So far, I’d say the score is EOCD. 
10, and Winchester, nothing.” com¬ 
plained one resident. 

Two weeks later, after several 
drafts, heated debates and packed 
public hearings, Winchester ap¬ 
parently ironed out a short-term 
agreement that appeared to be what 
the state was looking for. 

On the Nov. 5 Town meeting war¬ 
rant, residents faced several articles 
that sought to preserve Winchester 
land, in a scrambled effort to harness 
construction. 

None of the efforts materialized, 
but the mood was clear that Win- 
chestr was not all pleased with using 
land to provide for low-to-modorate 
income families. 

In late November. Selectmen met 


with Gov. Michael S. Dukakis, where 
the town did its best to prove it would 
come up with housing. 

A Dec. 15 state deadline was com¬ 
ing close, and Winchester faced los¬ 
ing the $740,000 rehab funds, as well 
as future public works monies and 
state aid. 

More than $2.7 million in grants re¬ 
quire eligibility under the state’s fair 
housing policies. Much more was at 
stake, if Winchester didn’t get its 
housing in order. 

Besides the downtown redvelop- 
ment plans, other projects on the line 
included those to build new parking 
at the railroad station. Post Office 
and Town Hall, studies of the water 
and sewer system, plans to build a 
new salt shed behind the local DPW 
barn, and plans to update and insulate 
Housing Authority buildings. 

However, Executive Order 215 
does not affect state or local aid 
distributions — commonly known as 
Cherry Sheet money — but it does af¬ 


fect nearly everything else the state 
gives out, according to state officials. 

In January, many local officials 
expressed concern that if the town 
didn’t comply by the February 
deadline, the town would face 
devastating shortfalls in the future 

As the deadline neared, more 
hearings were held and more 
scrambling went on. although the 
state did approve a brief extension. 

In March, Winchester finally had 
a housing proposal that satisfied the 
state, even if some Winchesterites 
weren’t too pleased. 

Since then, the state has agreed to 
ease up on Winchester, awaiting a 
June 30 progress report on specific 
plans the town is working on to 
alleviate the housing problem. 

But if the town does not provide 
concrete plans and show actual pro¬ 
gression, said the state, it could mean 
the threat of grant losses all over 
again.

Summer Food 
Safety Tips 

A refrigerator can be full of sur¬ 
prises. Wilted lettuce, dried out 
cheese, apples which have lost their 


crispness, and other similar “sur 
prises” inhabit the very best 
refrigerators. All are victims of poor 
storage, and they represent 
thousands of dollars which consumers 
unknowingly throw away each year. 

Cash in on proper food storage by 
giving groceries a little extra care 
when you bring them home from the 
supermarket. You’ll save money, and 
the food you buy will stay fresh 
longer, retain more nutritional value 
and remain safe to eat. 

Proper food storage begins at the 
supermarket, because the way we 
shop can affect food quality. Ask the 
person bagging your groceries to put 
refrigerated and frozen foods in the 
same bag. These items stay colder 
during the trip home, and putting the 
groceries away becomes less of a 
chore. 

The trip between the checkout 
counter and your kitchen needs to be 
as short as possible. When 
refrigerated foods sit in the car for 
any length of time, they lose quality 
and spoilage can begin. So. it’s a good 
idea to stop at the post office and 
library before doing the grocery 
shopping. 

At home, “think cold.’’ Frozen and 
refrigerated foods require the most 
care and should be put away first. 
Dairy products, meat, poultry, fish, 
most fresh vegetables and fruits, 
eggs, and baked goods filled with 
custard or whipped cream need to be 
refrigerated promptly. 

Some foods require special handl¬ 
ing. By taking care of these foods 
before you tuck them away in the 
refrigerator, you'll end up saving 
time as well as money.

Storage times still vary even when 
groceries are carefully wrapped and 
refrigerated promptly. Berries and 
other fragile fruits, for example, have 
the best flavor and texture when 
eaten within a few days of purchase. 
Most fresh meats will keep several 
days. Poultry, fish and ground meats, 
however, should lx* used within one or 
two days. 

Storing refrigerated foods proper¬ 
ly and for the recommended time 
period may not be enough, especial¬ 
ly if your refrigerator is too warm. So, 
it’s a good idea to check the 
temperature occasionally. 

Refrigerator thermometers can be 
left on a shelf inside the refrigerator. 
The thermometer should always 


register 34 to 40 degrees F. If the 
refrigerator is warmer than 40 
degrees F.. adjust the temperature 
control dial to a colder setting. Dur¬ 
ing the summer, it’s a good idea to 
keep the refrigerator a little colder 
than usual. 

Many summer meals are eaten 
outdoors. We remember to protect 
foods when we picnic away from 
home, but tend to forget that 
refrigerated foods require special 
care when toted only as far away as 
the backyard. 

For backyard barbecues, leave 
meat, poultry and fish in the 
refrigerator until the coals are ready. 
Then, grill just what you think you’ll 
need and serve promptly.

fourth of the apartments, to be 
located off Forest st., would be 
designated for low-to-moderate in¬ 
come tenants. 

Another facet of the state-town 
agreement includes a pact whereby 
the town would set aside its three oc¬ 
cupied municipally-owned houses for 
subsidized housing. 

According to Maurer, the town has 
renovated the Reservoir st. house, 
while the other two houses are ex¬ 
pected to be vacated soon. 

“Sure, we’ll meet the June 30 
deadline.’’ said Maurer. “ I don’t see 
any reason why we shouldn’t meet it. 
You have to have the certain number 
of plans for units to be built, not the 
actual buildings built. We should be 
able to come up with plans.’’ said 
Maurer. 

He said he sees his job in the 
overall housing picture as one of 
guidance, whereby he informs the 
various boards and committees of 

their duties and options. 

“It’s (my job) to see the overall 
progress of the project. It’s not up to 
me to solve, it’s not my goal — it’s a 
community goal. 

“I can see where there’s a definate 
benefit to the town for the implemena- 
tion of this plan,” he added. “It’s what 
the boards agreed to.” 

Meanwhile. Selectman Wade 
Welch echoed Maurer’s statements. 

“ I f^l we’ll make the deadline with 
no problem,” said Welch “We have 
to provide proof that we’re planning 
on seven units of scattered site hous¬ 
ing — by providing site inventories 
and such. 

“The thing is that when June 30 
comes, we’ll know if we’ve passed the 
test or not. I wouldn’t want to pre¬ 
judge anyone on this until the 
deadline passes. But I think we’ll 
make it OK,” he added. 

Meanwhile, state assistant hous¬ 
ing secretary Joseph Flat ley said on 
Tuesday that while his agency 
wouldn’t push any particular site for 
housing, the agency is aware of the 
Rotondi controversy. 

“We wouldn’t teil the town which

site to choose,” said Flatley.“Ob¬ 
viously. the town has its right to 
choose its own housing site. But as the 
town gets into more and more reasons 
why it won’t like a development, it’s 
digging itself deeper and deeper in 
terms of what it will and will not do. 

"We re looking for the town to 
come through this with a positive 
plan,” he added. Discussing the 
Rotondi plan, he said “We’d be in¬ 
terested in it. but if the town really 
decides it doesn’t want it. well, that's 
their right 

“But we’d be interested to know if 
the town just didn’t want to develop 
that land at all. or whether it just 
didn’t like this particular develop 
ment plan," he added. 

" If the town shows it’s acting in 
good faith, that’s what we re looking 
for. We’re not looking to penalize 
anyone — we’re looking for progress 

“But. if they’re just going to say 
that they’re studying this and study 
ing that, well, that’s different.

Locals Say yea And "Hay 
On Coke’s Taste Change

The red and white can still says 
Coke, but bold black lettering pro¬ 
claims a "NEW!" chapter in cola 
history. 

Supermarkets and refrigerator 
shelves are now being stocked with 
an all-new Coke, the latest develop¬ 
ment in Coca Cola's marketing war 
with Pepsi. 

This change in Coke's 99-year- 
old formula has left many cola 
drinkers dissatisfied, and some are 
searching for an alternative to 
America's favorite soft drink. 

Pedestrians polled in Belmont. 
Arlington and Winchester do not 
agree with the 200.Q00 consumers 
who in pre-marketing taste tests 
preferred the new Coke to old. 

While describing the new for¬ 
mula as "less syrupy." "more bub 
bly." sweeter" and more like 
Pepsi. " not one of 18 people 
surveyed thought the change was 
for the better. 

I heard it's lousy." said Norma 
Deprospo. a Belmont shopper who 
does not drink cola. My husband 
says it's too sweet, and he was a real 
Coke drinker. He doesn't like Pep¬ 
si. so when I go shopping tomorrow 
I'll stock up (on the old Coke). 

Fred Sauer, who dislikes Coke's 
new taste and will not drink Pepsi, 
considered his options. "There's 
some (old Coke) left on the shelves, 
but I won't grab any. I w'on't be a 
hoarder...I'm gonna go to 
Gatorade, he said with a shrug. 

And Mike Kilgore, who attend 


ed college near Coca Cola Co. head¬ 
quarters in Atlanta, refuses even to 
try the new product. 

"I'm disgusted that they'd 
change the old formula. It's like 
they’re giving in to Pepsi," he com¬ 
plained as he ate his lunch — a sub¬ 
marine sandwich and a quart of 
orange juice — on Winchester 
Common. "No more soft drinks. I'm 
gonna drink orange juice from now 
on!" 

Ted Highberger. President and 
General Manager of the Coca Cola 
Bottling Co. of New England, 
descirbed how the formula change 
came about. 

"Around lour years ago when 
the company's flavor scientists were 
formulating Diet Coke, one chemist 
found a formula we thought was 
superior to Coke," he explained. 
After "very intense consumer 
research." Coca Cola found people 
"overwhelmingly preferred" the 
new Coke formula, he added. 

The Pepsi Cola Co. considers 
Coke's formula change an attempt 
to widen the ever-narrowing gap 
between sales of Coke and Pepsi. 
Coke currently has a 21 percent 
share of the soft-drink market, com¬ 
pared to Pepsi's 17 percent share, 
Coke's Highberger said. 

Pepsi spokesman Ken Ross 
said. We've been gaining ground 
over the last several years as Coke 
has been losing ground...It is ironic 
that Bill Cosby was knocking the 
sweet taste of Pepsi on the nation s 
airwaves while the Coca Cola Co. 


was secretly trying to make Coke 
taste more like Pepsi." 

If Coke now tastes more like 
Pepsi, will fewer people express a 
strong preference for one or the 
other? 

This seems unlikely because 
cola drinkers have strong feelings 
about "their" brand. 

Pepsi drinkers will not be 
swayed by Coca Cola's gaudy bid 
for their attention. 

"I had a sip of it. but I didn't like 
it. I always liked Pepsi better 
anyhow ." said Mary Lavelle as she 
walked through Arlington Center. 

A Belmont man. who did not 
want to be "quoted locally" on such 
a controversial matter, did not even 
consider switching brands. "I'm a 
Pepsi drinker." he said. 

Several Coke loyalists, although 
not pleased with their brand's new 
taste, said they will continue to buy 
the soft drink. 

"I don't like it as much as the old 
Coke, but I sill think it's better than 
Pepsi." said Winchester High stu¬ 
dent Dave Sobkowicz. 

Finally. Phil Reynolds, inter¬ 
viewed in Belmont center, spoke for 
those who do not understand what 
all the fuss is about: I was travel 
ing by train last week and I had 
some time on my hands, so I 
brought a can of both new and old 
Coke back to my seat." he said. "It 
was the funniest thing, but I 
couldn't tell the difference...I'm not 
a connoisseur or anything...Maybe 
my taste buds aren't so good."

Boston area mystery-novel 
fanatics gather this weekend for a 
tribute to their favorite fictitious 
private eye. 

They’ll tour the streets he 
prowls to crack cases. They'll feast 
on some of his favorite dishes. And 
they'll indulge in one of his favorite 
pasttimes — a baseball game at 
Fenway Park. 

The Judas Goats, a 250- 
member fan club for Boston-based 
mystery writer Robert B. Parker, is 
paying homage to Spenser, "a 
modified hard-boiled detective," as 
described by the club's vice presi¬ 
dent, Kate Mattes.

Local ‘Man Oversees “Television Auction

It was an opportunity not to be 
missed: a chance to ask an expert 
about wine varieties and values. 

And with Richard Elia, it was 
even more tempting, because he 
specializes in demystifying wines, 
in both his magazine and his work 
on Channel 2's wine auction. 

So, the first question had to be, 
which are his favorites? 

"Taste is so personal," he says. 
"For example. Burgundies are fine 
wines — but they're not my 
choice .... 

"I don't think anyone can 
choose one favorite wine — maybe 
one from a country,' Elia says. "It’s 
sort of like which child do you want 
to get rid of? 

'But, if 1 had my druthers, it 
would be the fine French and Italian 
wines." he says. “Chateau Lafitte, 
Chateau Latour — all the great 
things no one can afford. 

"There is one area of France, 
Pomerole, known for its elegant yet 
powerful wines," he adds. "It's a 
very small area, geographically, 
producing very few wines — but 
those wines are remarkable." 


Two he mentions are Chateau 
Petrus and Trotanjoy. They are very 
expensive, he adds. 

The French wines are the best 
sellers in the Channel 2 Auction, he 
adds: "That's what people want — 
Bordeaux, Bordeaux and more 
Bordeaux." 

The only other wines that sell as 
well are champagnes, he says. "The 
best are Krug. Clicquot, Dom 
Perignon, and Tattinger, in that 
order." 

But, there is life outside the 
Channel 2 Auction for wine lovers. 

Among Italian wines. Elia 
recommends the wines made from 
the Barolo and Barbaresco grapes. 

"They're from a very famous 
region. Piedmont, and they're very 
hard, long-lived wines," he explains. 
"You can't drink them young, but, 
as with Pomerole, they're worth the 
wait. 

"If I were investing in wines for 
you, those are the ones I'd choose," 
he adds. "You’ll notice I've left out 
California wines. They're excellent 
quality, but they tend not to live as 
long." 

California wines are very good 


drinking, he hastens to add. 

"But right now, California wines 
are more expensive than French 
wines, because the dollar is so 
strong and the franc is so weak,' 
Elia explains. "And, in some cases, 
you can get a better bottle of wine 
for half that, just by going to the 
Italian wines." 

He also likes Italian chianti 
classico reserve from Tuscany. 

“The wine is aged in the barrel 
longer, thereby creating that great 
and noble quality," he explains. 

"And the very best buys in 
wine," Elia adds enthusiastically, 
"Are the Spanish riojas. They're the 
table wines in our house. 

"Spanish rioja wines are ter¬ 
rific!." he reiterates. "They’re made 
in almost a Bordeaux fashion." 

The reason for that, he explains, 
is that in the mid-19th century, an 
infestation destroyed Frances 
vineyards. Many winemakers cross¬ 
ed the Pyrenees to work in Spain. 

"Spanish wine used to be a 
joke," Elia says. "Now the vinters 
take it seriously, and it’s wonderful. 

"I’m talking about wine that 
costs $5.50 to $7 if you buy it by 


the bottle," he says. If you buy a 
case, at about $60. it would be 
$4.99 a bottle. And you’ll have 12 
bottles of wine for occasions, wine 
you'll never be afraid of serving. 

Right now, they're selling 1975 
wines, because the Spanish age 
their wines longer than anyone 
else." he adds. 

However, bargain or not, you 
get what you pay for. he cautions. 

"On wines, the price tag does 
make a difference." Elia says. "If 
you buy a $9 wine somewhere, I'll 
bet you it will be within $1 
anywhere in the country. They don t 
just mark up wines for the hell of it. 

"There is, in fact, a quality-to 
price ratio, because of the law of 
supply-and-demand," he says. "If 
they couldn't sell it. the price would 
come down; we know that, because 
the roof fell in on France in 1973." 

Elia says that, because 
winemaking is so sophisticated 
these days, "Unless Mother Nature 
is unkind, and gave you bad grapes, 
you'd have to go out of your way to 
make a bad wine." 

Now. that's encouraging.

Area wine-lovers — and people 
who d like to learn more about 
good wines — have a unique oppor¬ 
tunity in the next nine days. 

May 31 -June 8 marks the 20th 
anniversary of WGBH-TV's annual 
fundraiser, the Channel 2 Auction. 

It's the third year that wine auc¬ 
tions have been a separate section 
ol the auction, says Richard Elia, 
chairman of that division. 

But interest in (and donations 
of) wine are so strong. Elia says, 
that the wine segment will have its 
own spot each night, with guest ex¬ 
perts describing each offering. 

And there will be a special one- 
hour auction of rare and fine old 
wines on Sunday, June 2, from 5-6 
p.m. 

The Channel 2 wine auction, 
w hich begins tomorrow night about 
~ p.m.. is a rarity in this country, ac¬ 
cording to Elia. 

"There are probably only about 
a dozen wine auctions in America 
today." Elia says. "Seven years ago. 
there weren't any." 

Elia would like to get residents 
of Winchester, his hometown, and 
neighboring communities more in- 
\ olved with the Channel 2 Auction, 
particularly the wine sales. 

I know there are some fabulous 
■a ine] cellars in this town," he says. 
■\nd I have many subscribers to my 
magazine in this area, so I know 
mere are serious wine drinkers." 

If they're going to bid on any of 
■ne w ines in the nighttime auctions, 
:nev d better be serious wine 
.Tinkers: the minimum value of a 
ot sold in prime time is $150. 

That could be two or three 
'elated bottles, or one very good 
Dottle of wine," Elia explains. "For 
example, if we had a 1929 Lafitte. 
it would be in a lot by itself." 

People often bid much higher 
than the value of the wine, he adds. 
But why not? It's for charity." 

Nearly always, the nighttime 
sales bring at least the minimum 
5 150. he says, but at least once 
somebody got a terrific bargain. 

Last year, we had a 1961 bot 
rle of an Italian wine. Gaya, that 
should have gone for at least $ 150 

— but some young man got it for 
s 10. Elia recalls, shaking his head 

Regrettably, it was auctioned late 
in the evening, and people were just 
missing the boat. We only had one 
Did. and Channel 2 s rules say we 
nave to sell it the night it is offered." 

The volunteer auctioneers will 
j -,o sell wines during the day. Elia 
jys. 

During the day you can buy 

rrific wines: there are good buys, 
e says with a grin. But there are 
o bargains at night!" 

To be sure each wine gets the 
propel attention — and bids — this 
year, the prime time wine offerings 
will start at about 7 p.m. each night. 

There will be a substantial 
amount of time to bid on each item, 
except during the special wine hour 
from 5 to 6 p.m. on June 2. That 
night, there will be a time limit on 
bids. 

When you hear Gus Saunders 
say you ve got 15 minutes to bid. 
that s it." Elia warns. 

The rare wines included in the 
special wine hour may bring some 
fierce bidding from area wine ex 
perts. Consider just a few of the 
items being auctioned: 

A $500 case — six bottles 

— of 1979 La Grande Dame cham¬ 
pagne. donated by Cliquot; 

Two magnum bottles of 
Krug Grand Cuvee champagne, 
valued at $240; 

A salamanazar — the 
equivalent of nine bottles — of rare 
CA del Bosco Brut champagne: 


A single bottle of 1968 
Cabernet Sauvignon. Georges de 
Latour Private Reserve, estimated 
at $250: 

A $ 1,000 case (12 bottles) 
of 1968 Taurasi Riserva, 
Mastroberardino: and, 

A bottle of 1906 Chateau 
Brane Cantenac. Margaux. Grand 
Cru Classe. worth an estimated 
$450. 

"The bottle is in excellent con¬ 
dition. It bears the original label and 


wax capsule, and is full to the up¬ 
per shoulder," reads the auction 
listing of that last bottle. 

It points up one of the chances 
collectors take in buying very old 
fine wines: at some point, wine 
ceases to improve. 

"But we've gone through some 
really dusty old cellars to get wines 
donated to the auction." Elia says. 
"The real enemies of wine are the 
sun and heat. 

"If the level of the wine is really 


low — below the shoulder of the 
bottle — forget it." he says frank¬ 
ly. "But some hand-blown bottles 
can still have historical value: that's 
especially true for old ports and 
madieras." 

If the price tags of the nighttime 
auction lots sound too steep, don't 
tune out, Elia urges. 

Each night a different wine ex¬ 
pert will be guest auctioneer. 
Besides offering the lots of wine for 
bids, the experts will talk about 


them. 

It's a very good way for begin 
ners or experienced wine drinkers 
to learn more about wine. Elia says. 

"And a lot of people who buy 
our wines don't usually pay those 
prices for a bottle of wine." he adds. 
"They just wanted to buy a bottle of 
wine for Channel 2."

r Elia > s Avocation 'Becomes Vocation

For years, there's been an air of 
snobbery about fine wines. 

The sommelier who sneers at 
the wine that's just been ordered 
has been the center of hilarious 
comedy skits — and humiliating 
nightmares. 

For many, the fear of being 
"wrong" about wines was enough to 
make them stick to more familiar 
libations. 

But that's not the way it should 
be, says Winchester's Richard Elia, 
who believes everybody can 
appreciate good wine. 

"A lot of people get intimidated 
by wine," says Elia, the publisher of 
Quarterly Review of Wines. "And 
they shouldn't be — because they 
have no idea how much they really 
know about wine. 

"If I give you a bottle of inexpen¬ 
sive wine, one of medium-priced 
wine, and one of expensive wine, 
and ask you to taste them and tell 
me which is which, you'll know the 
difference,' Elia says with 
assurance. "Trust yourself." 

What intimidates people about 
fine wines, Elia believes, is the way 
some people talk about them, mak¬ 
ing a mystery of a simple pleasure. 

"Pomposity is the last thing we 
need in this business," he says firm¬ 
ly. "Wine is a food. 

"The great Baron de Rothschild 
used to say there is too much talk 
about wine: just uncork it and drink 
it," Elia adds. 

And drinking wine is really the 
only way to get to know wine, he 
says. 

"You have to be. in a sense, a 
scholar." he explains. But. for Elia, 
that means the joy of dis' overy, not 
plodding, pedantic effort. 

It takes time to develop a palate, 
he says — to train nose and tongue 
to recognize the aromas and tastes 
of various wines, to let eyes develop 


an appreciation for color and 
clarity. 

But anyone can do it, Elia 
insists. 

"The main ingredients are con¬ 
centration and practice," he says, 
with a twinkle in his eye. 

Elia says he can't really pin 
down what transformed him into a 
"lover of wines^" but he is mainly 
self-taught. 

Except for seeing his father hav¬ 
ing an occasional glass at dinner, 
wines really weren't part of his 
heritage, he says. 

"I'm a Dorchester boy," he of¬ 
fers as explanation. His buddies 
drank beer. A Boston Latin School 
grad, Elia took up wine when he 
was attending Providence College 

He got into wine partly for its 
snob appeal, he acknowledges. 

There isn't anybody who 
doesn't get seriously into wine — 
and it's certainly true of myself — 
because of a moment of affecta¬ 
tion." Elia declares, with a smile. 
"Then it becomes a hobby — and 
then, a way of life. 

"I really don't know what made 
me study wine: I'm sure it was 
through literature, though," he 
adds. 

"Wine was very important in a 
lot of literature, especially the Vic¬ 
torian era, which I teach," he ex¬ 
plains. (Elia is a professor at Salem 
State College.) "Queen Victoria 
herself loved hock, a German white 
wine." 

Sometime during his college 
years, Elia says, he began to notice 
how prominently all sorts of wines 
— ports, sherries, champagnes — 
figured in the literature he was stu 
dying. So, he decided to try them 

"One thing led to another." he 
says with a happy shrug. 

Like most novices, he began 
with sweet wines, moving gradual 
ly to the dryer types. 


His favorite wines now — if 
price were no object, he adds — are 
the fine French wines, like Chateau 
Latour and Chateau Lafitte. and fine 
Italian wines, like Piedmontese 
barolos and barbarescos. 

Elia is also fond of chianti 
classico reserva, and Spanish rioja 
wines, which he terms “the absolute 
best buy for the money." 

Elia’s love of words and wine 
had a natural outgrowth: his 
magazine. Quarterly Review Of 
Wines. 

"About seven or eight years 
ago. I decided I wanted to do a 
newsletter on wines ..." he says 
"It's developed into a nationally 
sold magazine, with a circulation of 
about 20.000." 

He makes some money on the 
magazine, but puts most of it back 
into the product. Elia says. 

"We have 15 contributing 
editors, including several of the 
world's 108 Masters Of Wine, he 
adds with pride. But even though it 
is written by experts. Elia says, 
anyone can understand the articles 
in his magazine. 

The glossy-stock quarterly is 
what brought Elia — now the chair 
man of Channel 2's annual wine 
auction — together with WGBH fun¬ 
draisers. 

"Three or four years ago. 
somebody at GBH got wind of the 
magazine," he explains. "They in¬ 
vited me to come be an auctioneer. 

"We'd sell wines next to vacuum 
cleaners — whatever we'd been 
given to auction." Elia says. 

The following year, he was ask 
ed to head up a special wine auction 
division for the annual fundraiser. 

"It's only because I have the 
contacts to get the wine donated, 
he says. "But I enjoy it." 

For all his modesty. Elia is 
heavily Involved in the wine auc 
tion. from soliciting donations to 


actual bidding. And his efforts — 
along with those of Brad Rowell. In 
ger Loesser, and Todd Helmus — 
made the wines WGBH's second 
biggest fundraiser. 

"When we first took over, to 
make $30,000 on wine would be as¬ 
tounding," Elia says. "In just our 
auction in March at the Ritz Carlton, 
we made $33,000." 

The March auction — which 
Elia promoted in his magazine — 
was something brand new for the 
WGBH crew. It wasn't televised 

"We had a Master Of Wines, 
Patrick Grubb [of Sotheby s|, and 
we got fine old and rare wines, ex 
ceptional wines." Elia says. "We 
had 119 lots, and we sold 
$33.000-worth of wine in 90 
minutes." 

Even those who didn't bid on 
the wines donated to the cause with 
their $75 tickets, which included 
wine tastings, and food donated by 
the Ritz Carlton. 

"Needless to say. Channel 2 was 
ecstatic," he adds, just a bit ef¬ 
fervescent himself. 

Elia says he plans to stay with 
the Channel 2 wine auction — "This 
is not to boast, but they ve already 
signed me up for next year," he 
says. 

But he also has some other 
plans — like melding his two 
careers. 

"I'd like to develop a portfolio 
of wines for my college, much as 
the college has portfolios of stocks 
and bonds," he says. 

That's not as far-fetched as it 
sounds, because the increasing 
popularity of wine is making wine 


investing a good bet. And Elia 
would like to use the expertise and 
contacts he's developed through his 
magazine for the benefit ol the 
college. 

"The big thing now is futures. 
Elia explains, adding that futures 
are a sort of investors' betting on 
how good a certain vintage year will 
be two years later, when it's reads 
for sale. 

"The futures for French 1982 
wines were the most phenomenal 
ever: everything conspired, 

weather, bursting grapes . Elia 
says. 

I just dropped off a cast* of wine 
that cost a customer $1 10 a year 
ago: today, that same case would 
cost $250. he explains. 

If the wine is treated properlv 
it shouldn t be opened for 10 or 15 
more years. Elia says But some ot 
his 1982 wines won't last that long 
he adds with a smile. 

Elia, seeing funds for Salem 
State's programs dwindle, would 
like to get the school s permission 
to use his contacts to build up an 
investment cellar based on 
donations. 

"Then, in due course, the school 
could have an auction — a fun 
draiser in itself. " he says. "The 
school will end up a great deal 
richer, and it wont cost them 
anything but time 

That somehow seems like a 
perfect match: a good wine, like a 
good education, should be within 
everyone's grasp. 

And neither requires lessons in 
snobbery.

Wandering Boston: 
Not Too Normal 


I felt awkwardly out of place as normal families were castigated 
and condemned at a rally in Boston Common last week. 

The rally was called "as a spontaneous expression of outrage against 
the decision of the Department of Social Services to remove two 
children from the home of gay foster parents." 

The atmosphere against heterosexuals was. almost tactile. 

Women stood arm in arm. Men carried placards reading. "Is the 
Globe a normal’ newspaper?" Speakers condemned normality in favor 
of what they called the greater choices of homosexuality. 

A flyer distributed at the rally says removal of the foster children 
from a gay home "underlines the hypocrisy of those. . .who continue 
to argue that sexual preference is a private issue without political mean 
ing or consequences." 

The flyer — and assorted speakers — took on Gov. Michael 
Dukakis, the Boston Globe, and what they say is the seven percent of 
the population that falls into the category of "normal." 

That seven percent "is a powerful force in our society. It underlies 
not only discrimination against gays and lesbians but against all those 
— parents and children — in non-traditional family situations. 

"It supports class-based notions of who is an ‘appropriate’ parent," 
the flyer says. 

I understand the desire of homosexuals for equal treatment under 
the law. After many discussions with gay men and women, I think I 
understand their inability to lead a heterosexual existence. And I 
understand their desire to experience the mixed blessings of 
parenthood. 

At the same time, I have to ask, if I had a child, would I choose 
for that child to be taught in a school with a flagrantly homosexual 
atmosphere? I think not. And would I choose to place a child — any 
child — in a home situation that was flagrantly homosexual? Absolutely 
not. 

Gay engineers, gay truck drivers, gay sales people? Fine. Gay 
teachers? Gay babysitters? Gay role models for small children? I think 
not. 

The women and men at the rally were not simply gay. They were 
militantly gay. They sought not just the right to freely practice their 
homosexuality, but also the right to persuade others their lifestyle is 
the right one. 

And what small child can differentiate among lifestyles? 

I could not condone a Department of Social Services decision to 
allow gay couples to nurture a foster child. 

I could not rest with the thought of a small child, waking from a 
nightmare, climbing into bed with a gay couple. And isn't that the real 
topic of discussion here? 

Regardless of the aspersions cast by gays on "normal" lifestyles. 
I cannot ignore the fact that human beings are after all a part of the 
animal kingdom. If most of us did not follow our "normal” urges to 
join with the opposite sex, and to bear children, logic tells me at some 
point we would become extinct. 

And although homosexuality occurs elsewhere in the animal 
kingdom, the incidence increases drastically under such stresses as 
overcrowding: an unnatural response to unnatural conditions. 

Of course sexual preference is a private issue. Unfortunately, gays 
are making it a public one. 

And of course sexual preference has political meaning and conse 
quences. Everything today has political meaning and consequences 
Every nuance and twitch has its own lobbying group, and gays 
themselves have done more than anyone else to politicize homosex 
uality. 

Rather than seek political solutions, perhaps people should be more 
willing to accept the consequences of their own actions and choices. 

Life is a series of choices. When one chooses to be an astronaut, 
or a writer, or a doctor, other choices must fall by the wayside. Time 
and space and money dictate that if I choose to be an astronaut, I can¬ 
not at the same time be a brain surgeon. One who chooses to be gay 
cannot also choose to be a foster parent.

Our Children 
Questions From Young Minds

It's time to talk directly to our 
children." Some of their situations 
are fascinating, maybe even 
traumatic. Let me try these out on 
you. 

Q. 1 really think I’m adopted 
although my parents tell me that 
I’m not. I may be wrong, but my 
mother and father don’t treat me 
like their own child. They are much 
better to my big brother. He gets 
everything he wants. (He’s mean 
to me, too, by the way). 

How can I find out whether I’m 
adopted? Even though I look like 
my father and even walk like him, 
I still think he isn’t really my 
father. 

What do you think about this? 

A. Many children at one time or 
another have a feeling that they 
may be adopted. One reason is that 
parents don't always do for them 


and to them what the children 
themselves would like them to do. 
To add to that feeling is the thought 
that they often think others in the 
family are their parents' favorites. 
Sometimes it may be true, but most 
of the time it's not. 

Parents have a hard time giving 
the impression to all of their 
children that they are receiving 
equal treatment. In fact, to be lair, 
the treatment should not be the 
same but. rather, based on the 
specific needs of an individual 
child. Because interests, hobbies 
and school performance vary from 
one child to the next, parents who 
try to be fair will attempt to adapt 
to their offsprings needs. 

I obviously don't know whether 
you are adopted, but on the basis 
of your comments it seems safe to 
assume that your parents are tell¬ 
ing you the truth. 

Q. Near where I live there is an 
adult bookstore and I’m really 
curious about what goes on there.

because I’m 17 years old they 
won’t let me into the bookstore. 

My friends who are less than a 
year older than I am have no pro¬ 
blem getting in because they 
already have had their 18th birth¬ 
day.

Please give me a hint on how 
I can beat the rap on this unfair at¬ 
titude.
